1, Large extents of land belonging to the Sri Padmanabhaswami 
Temple wew¥..given as Inam to the dignitories and servants of that 
temple either for services ta be rendered or in consideration of their 
past conduct. The grantees began to alienate them and complaints 
were received about such unauthorised alienations. Warnings issued 
having had no desized effecf the resumption of a number of alienated 
lands had to be ordered. During the last few years complaints from 
the female members of the families of these temple dignitories for the 
resumption of the alienated lands became numerous and in many cases 
alienated properties were ordered to be resumed and .re-attached to the 
service. Thereupon, the Mootha Pillamars attached to the Mathilakam 
and the aggrieved alienees individually and jointly complained to the 
authorities that the grants in question were not for the performance of 
service in the temple, that they were grants for services already render- 
ed and that, therefore, the properties were not resumable. The 
aggrieved alienees further contended that, even if the grants were 
attached to services, they were entitled to get their otti amounts and 
the cost of improvements eftected on the properties. In spite of these 
protests, the resumption proceedings were pushed through without 
making a proper or thorough enquiry as to the nature and conditions 
of these grants. As a result, many civil suits were filed against 
Government by the parties aggrieved. One Gouri Pillai Lakshmi 
Pilli of Valia Marthandan Thoppu Veedu, holder of Survey No. 
1016/€ of the Vanchiyoor pakuthi included in the grant to the 
Nandavanom family, strongly protested against the proceedings taken 
under the Land Conservancy Regulation to evict her from the holding 
in pursuance of the resumption order. She served a suit notice on 
Government through her Vakil. The Head Sirkar Vakil to whom 
the suit notice was sent for remarks suggested that as there were 
several cases of that nature it would be well to depute an experien- 
ced officer to investigate the question in all its aspects. The Land 
Revenue and Income Tax Commissioner having stipported the Head 
Sirkar Vakil’s proposal, Government in G. 0. R, O. C. No. 3654/31/Rev., 
dated the 24th March 1933, read above, appointed Mr. K. N. Kesava 
Pillai, Assistant Peishkar, Quilon, on special duty to investigate the 
nature of the grants under Kudumbaporushi. 
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2. The scope of the work to be done by the special Officer has 
been set forth in the G. O. as under:— 
i. The preparation of a taluk-war list of all Kudumbaporuthbi 
lands ; 
ii, Tne collection of all records relating to each of the lands, 
such as Granthavaries, Ozhukus, Registration cases, etc, ; 


iii, The eXamination of the records with a view to ascertain their 
evidentiary value : 
iv. The examination of parties and witnesses, if necessary, and 
the sifting of the documentary evidence produced by them in 
. support of their contentions ; 


vy. The classification of properties as belonging to the Sti Pandara- 
vaka or otherwise ; 

vi. The discussion of the evidence and the conclusion arrived at as 
a result of such discussions, showing whether these grants 
wets for furture or past services and also the nature of the — 
services in the case of grants for future services; 


vil. The submission of records to Government for final orders after 
- recording. opinion relating to each grant: 


_ viii. Consideration of the question whether Inam tenures. may not 
be abolished and provision made for the services, if any, other- 
wise than by the grant of service Inam lands, at any rate, as 
regards the lands already alienated ; 


ix. Examination of the conclusions arrived at by the High Court 
in. the decision reported in XVI T. L. Ry page 31 and the 
reasons assigned in support of such conclusion ;. and 

x. -Consideration . of the question of payment of. compensation for 
improvements in the case of lands. alienated by the original 
_. grantees and the desizability of amending the Royal Proclama- 
..tion of 1068 with a view to extend the procedure. prescribed 
in the Land Conservancy Regulation to resumption proceed- 
ings. 
By G..0. BR. 0. C, No, -4888/33/Rev., dated. 29th September 
1933, the Special Officer was also authorised to investigate all the other 
Inam tenures under which lands have been granted for .services in the 
Mathilakam. 


_.. 4. Mr. K. N. Kesava Pillai, accordingly. entered on his special work 
on .7-9-1108 and completed his: work on 5-8-1109, He. has-submitted 
his report in. two parts through the Land. Revenue and Income Tax 
Commissioner who has. with his letter read above, forwarded the same 

to Government with bis remarks thereon. 

5. Thé Special Officer has prépared and. attached: to his report 
. an exhaustive taluk-war list of Sri Pandaravaka Iuam, lands ag per the 
last, settlement... He has also. collected Granthavaries and, other eld 
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records in the Sri Padmanabhaswami Temple and the pre-Settlement 
and the Settlement revenue records relating to‘these lands so far 
avaliable. The report shoWs that a large extent of land both wet and 
garden was granted from the Sri Pandaravaka, as Inam to the 
digninories and servants of the Sri Padmanabhaswami Temple in the 
year 928 M. BK, by the illustrious Sovereign, the Great Marthanda.- 
Varma Maha Raja, that the granis:were under Kudumbaporuthi, 
Anubhogam, Viruthy and Karanma tenures for the enjoyment of the 
grantee’s families for all time, without being sold, mortgaged, and 
otherwise ‘deteriorated, thatin spite of the condition against aliena- 
bility, the grantees in course of time began to alienate the grants ané 
that in the Settlements of the Sri Pandaravaka lands carried cut along 
with the General. Revenue Settlement in the years 948, 978, 993 
and 1012 M. E. no attention was paid by the authorities concerned 
to sue -alienations, 


j-. The total number of dignitories and servants of the temple 
who pave been granted Inams from the Sri Pandaravaka is 56 and 
the total area cf the Inams that stands registercd-in their names at 
the last» Settlement-is 448 acres 35.88 cents comprised in 786 Sur- 
vey Numbers which lie scattered in the taluks of Thovala, Kalkuiam, 
Vilavancode, Neyyattinkara, Trivandrum and Nedumangad. Ont of 
this total avea, an extentgof 135 acres 32 cents is wet lands and ‘the 
remaining 313.acres 3°88 cents garden lands, An extent of 381 acres 
40°88.-cents or 85% of the total area, is includedin the grants to the 
18 families of the dignitories known as the Arumadathil Pillamars 
while. the remaining 68 acres 95 cents constitute the grants to the 
families. of the other dignijories and servants of the ‘Temple, 

4,.,The first. part of the Special Officer's report deals with - the 
grants to the Arumadathil Pillamazs under the Kudumbaporuthi- tenure; 
and the second part deals with the Inams cf other tenures. The Special 
Officér ‘has’ ‘Gotlected? the Granthavaries relating to the grant of these 
Kudumbapotuthi lands aw also’ several. other old courespondence- and 
Revéuue records available in the ‘Sri Padmanabliaswami Temple, the 
Huzur, Cential Vernacular Records, and the Taluk Offices, He also - 
examined the Mootha Pillamars and as many as 295 alienees, recorded 
and ‘considered ‘ue oral ‘and documentary evidence tendered by them. 

8. fn the enquiry regarding the Service Inam lands the Special 
. Officer, pesidés collecting ‘all the necessary: records, has examined 151 
witnesses including members of the grantec families and alienees- af the 
holdiigs and considered the evidence.

A. Kudumbaporuthi lands. 

The Sri Padmanabhaswami Temple had been, for the purpose of 
administration, originally divided into what were called Madoms. In 
the beginning, there existed seven such Madoms and in the year 914 
M. EB. a new Madom called the Palpayasa Madom was also created and 
endowed. Except in the case of the Karuvelamkulam Madom, there are 
Pillamars (Managers) attached to the Madoms. These Pillamars are 
called Madathil Pillamars. There are. altogether 20 such Pillamars, 
Hach: Madom had its own lands, the income from which -was to be 
utilised for the pooja and offerings to be performed in its name in the 
temple, These lands were directly under the hereditary management 
of the Madathil Pillamars and they constituted the agency to levy and 
collect the Michavaram due to the Devaswom on these lands. The 
distinction of properties ag belonging to one Madom or the other had 
been maintained till the last Revenue Settlement of the State when all 
the properties were brought under one general designation “Sree 
Pandaravaka’* All the poojas and offerings in the temple are even 
to-day made in the name of one or the other of the above eight 
Madoms. Of these, the six, exculding the Karuvelamkulathu Madom 
and the Palpayasa Madoms are together designated “Arumadome’’, 
There are 18 Pillamars attached to the Arumadoms. The 18 families 
of the Arumadathil Pillamars held lands xzelating to their respective 
Madoms. These grants are known as the Kudumbaporuthi grants. 
The term * Kudumbaporuthi’ etymologically means provision for the 
support of the family. The grants are accordingly made in the names 
of the female members of the above families. It is in respect of these 
grants under the Kudumbaporathi tenure, that the contention that 
they are not attached to any service is chiefly raised bythe grantees 
and alienees. 


2. The Special Officer has attached *to his report a family-war ~ 
list of Kudumbaporuthi lands held by the Arumadathil Pillamars. 
Out of the 381 acres 40°88 cents standing in’ the names of these 
famlies, 114 acres 42 cents are wet and the remaining 266 acres 98.88 
cents are garden lands. Though these families held. pattas for the 
above extent of land at the last Settlement, the area in their actual 
possession and enjoyment, at present is only 6% acres 72 cents, the vest 
having gone out of their hands to strangers on alienation by sale or 
otti. . As recorded by the Special Officer, there are 21 cases of aliena-- 
tions more than 100 years old, 100 more than 30 years and 71 more 
than 25 years old. -The amount of the encumbrance on these 

. alienated properties is estimated to be Rs.1,14,086 and the prabable 
amonnt of the cost of improvemects is roughly estimated at Rs. 1,08,060 | 

3. From the Granthavaries. of 948 M. .¥. it will be seen that ~ no, 
Services are mmentioned in the grants to the famlies of the Arumadathil’ 
Pillamars, while in the Granthavavies relating te the grants to* the 
other dignitovies and servants of the temple, the service they have to. 
perform in the temple and the articlés they have to supply on account ~~ 
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of the grants. are. fully and specificslly:set forth: In the grants to the 
Arumadathil Pillamars it is stated that the grantees and their sueces- 


’ sors in those families are to enjoy the lands for alltime to come, without 


“ 


alienating. them, as Kudumbaporuthi by paying: the prescribed Anu- 
bhogavarom.due. to the particular Madom in the temple. . These grants 
were thus not intended for future, service they had to renderin the 
temple but were intended-to be family grants for their maintenance in 
consideration of services.xendered or meritorious conduct in the pastas 
contended by the grantees and the alienees. These families, no doubt, 
render certain services in the temple. But thee services are duties devol- 
ving onthem from olden times by-virtue of their status as Managers of 
the temple and that in respect of these-duties they are entitled to special 
remuneration. The Kudambaporuthi tenure is, therefore, purely - 
Personal Inam as seen. from: its history and incidents. It is not a 
Service Inam.: : It is also clear that there are not two kinds of Kudumba- 
poruthi graots, one for past service-and. the: other for future: service. 
Personal Inams-have:been enfranchised. at the last Settlement under - 
the provisions of Section 44 of the Settlament.Proclamation and the 
holders of Personal Inam lands were given full proprietorship over’ 
them... The Sri Pandarawaka: lands: were alsa settled under the provi- 
sions:, of the above -Proclamation: ... 


4, Government note thad the term Kudumbaporuthi was, owing - 
to some. confusion of thought; wrongly used. in-some offitial commu-: 
nications:also to note all:varieties-of Inams in general. The -Govern- 
ment -Notfication, dated .17-8-1067'is an instance of the kind. The 
idea that the families of the Arumadathil Pillamars are servants atta. 
ched to the temple-to do. such. menial. works as husking paddy and 
pounding rice just like those of the Sambandaproverthikars is a. later. 
development; brought about also by some confusion -of thought. 
Their-position in the temple: was that of the Managars of the Arumadem 
properties and they: were responsible for the due: conduct of the poojas -: 
and-cezemonies that stand in the. names -of theix respective Madoms: - 
lt was -in consideration of their-longstanding relation to the temple and 
the position..they heldin the constitution of the Sri Padmanabhaswami- 
temple and in the society.that the illustrious Maha Raja Marthanda 
Varma gave back to the families. of the Aramadathil Pillamars a por-.. 
tion of the properties. formerly in their posseasion under the Kudumba-. 
poruthi tenure to maintain those families in a manner befitting. their 
status in society. 

5. In the. above cireumstances, Government consider that--no 
interference by. them er :by. the: Sri Pandaravaga.is justifiable when - 
these. Kudumbapourthi lands. are alienated by. the -halders.thereof.* 
These lands. are.not also. resureable: when the memhers of the Madathil - 
Pillamazs’ family make defauliiin rendermg the service.now attended: 
to by them in.the..Mathilakam.: : : 

6. Government direct that all resumption proceedings started in. : 
respect..of. the Kudumbaporuthi lands: should -be: dropped. and. the. 
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properties alxeady taken possession of by instituting proceedings under 
the Land Conservancy Regulation but net involved in any civil suit, 
returned stefus guo ante with mesne profits for a period of 3 years to 
the persons from whom they were taken or to their representatives. 


7. In regard to the Kudumbaporuthi lands involved in pending 
civil suits, the Head Sirkar Vakil is requested to take immediate action 
to confess (judgments in appropriate terms in all such suits. The 
plaintiffs in these suits may be persuaded to give up their claims for 
costs. 


B, Service Inam Lands. 


8. These are lands granted to the families of the other dignitories 
and servants of the Sri Padimanabhaswami temple. These digtitories 
and servants who appear to have been granted Inam lands from the 
Sri Pandaravaka are 89in number. The Special Officer has given the 
names of the 3¥ familes and the particulars of their services in the 
temple. He has also attached to his report a list of the Inam lands 
which stood in the names of these grantee familes at the last Settle- 
ment. 


§. Out of thé 69 acres 69 cents held by the grantees, 34 acres 20 
cents are under alienations either by sale or otti. Of this, resumption 
orders weve passed by Goverament in respect of 18 acres 77 cents and 
im pursuance of these orders, proceedings were instituted against the 
alienees under the Laud Conservancy Regulation and they were evic- 
ted from 3-32 acres. There are 3 civil suits fled againss Government 
in consequence of the resumpticn orders already passed. 


10, The original records relating to these service Inam lands 
furnish full particulars of the various ‘services to be rendered or sup-, 
lies to be made by the respective grantees in the temple as also the 
remuneration for each item of fservice or supply. After a thorough 
investigation into the incidents and nature of these grants, the Special 
Officar has come to the conclusion that the grants made to these 
dignitories and servants from the Sri Pandavavaga are Service -Inams 
and are therefore, inalienable. Government accept the above view. 


Il, In regard to the question of payment of compensation far 
improveinents effected by the alienees on Service Inam lands the 
Special Officer has, after considering the legal and equitable aspects af 
the question, recommended payment of compensation before resump- 
tion of the holdings. It is seen from the report that, out of the total 
area of 69 acres 69 cents. covered by the grants, 46 acres 5 cents are 
garden lands, The report shows thas some of -the wet lands have also 
been converted, planted and bailt upon, raising the acreage of the lands 
in respect of which claim for the valué of improvements could he ad- 
vanced by the parties to 49 acres 81 cents that nearly 73 per cent. of 
the alien ated lands lie within the town of Trivandrum and that the 
major pottion thereof is even in the heart of the town, All these 
lands are seen to have been improved at considerable cost both by the 
grantees as well as their alienees, by planting them np with taxable 


te 
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trees and by putting up costly buildings. Government consider that 
reasonable compensation may be awarded for improvements effected on 
Service Inam lands at the time of resumption. 


12, The Special Officer was asked to report whether these. Inams 
could be enfranchised by making arrangements to get the services done 
by money payments. He has stated that the service Inam institution 
in itself-is not in keeping with the spirit of the present time, that it 
was so felt even 50 years ago when the last Settlement was inaugurat- 
ed when the Nayar Viruthies which formed the bulk of the Service 
Inams were abolished and that the Service Inam institution was useful 
and advantageous to the parties concerned at a time when supplies and 
services through paid agencies could not be depended upon owing to 
the sparseness of ‘the population and the absence of easy communi- 
cations. Now that the.time has changed, the population has grown 
and the country has been opened up with roads and swift conveyances, 
the Special Officer thinks that a change is necessary in this direction. 
As education has spread among the ‘masses, the standard of life’ has 
yisen and the spread of educaticthag crested a sense of consciousness 
of individual rights, he is of the opinion thatno one now likes to be in 
bondage and that the Service Inam institution serves to perpetuate 
servitude and poverty. He has pointed out that, ont of the 39 grantee | 
families of Service Inam Jands 33 are Nair families, that the Nair Re. 
gulation with its new law of inheritance and partition. has undermined 
the solidarity and peymanancy of Nair tarwads, that the Service Inams 
are grants to families and not to individuals, that families are breaking 
up pow-a-days under the new law, that most of the families have 
already effected individual partition of theiv properties during the last 
decade and that in most cases the Inam lands have been divided per 
capita, He has further stated that with the breaking up of families 
and the divided enjoyment of the holdings the services are also divided 
between the various individuals or branches, that Mathilakom. has to 
recognise the division of services among the several branebes of the 
families, that owing to the partition of Inams and Services attached to 
them, difficulties of various kinds are likely to arise in the due peifor-' 
. mance of the stipulated services by the family and that the grantor — 

too, in course of time, finds it difiiculf to exact the work from the 
grantee families. The Special Officer thinks that these families cling 
to the service on account of poverty and that they are not continuing 
the service willingly. He has quoted instances of prosperous families 
defaulting their services or relinquishing them. Economically also, 
the Special Officer considers that these service imams are disadvanta-_. 
geous tothe Sri Pandavavaka for the reason that to keep the institu- 
tion alive, alienation and partition of these Inams have to be strictly 
prohibited, that when that is done, the grantees will lose all interest 
in improving them and that as the majority of the lands are in the 
town and ‘are very valuable, to allow them to be left without any im- 
provements ia to lock up so much of dead capital without any advantage

By the enfranchisemant now proposed, the Special Officer 
has estimated:that the Sti Pandaravaka may: get by way of additional 
. assessment 416 paras’8 edangalis of paddy and-Fs.-1047, Chs. 2 cash 15

Government accept the Special Officer’s 
recommendations. Action will according!y be taken for the enfran- 
chisement of these Servide- Inani Jans ator the issue of the proposed 
Proclamation. ; - 


14, Of the three suits’ telating’ tor Service Inam lands, the Special 
Officer recommends, that- in: 0..8..No.128.08 05 of the District Court, 
‘Trivandrum, the plaintiff (Kizhakkevathukal, Kurup) may be told that 
if he unconditionally withdraws his suit, the question of his reinstate- 
ment will be considered. .. With regard to O. 3. No. 87 of 1107, the 
Special Officer recommends that the lands involved in the auit may be 
enfranchised inthe name of the plaintiff if he is agreeable to accept 
the terms of enfranchisement. Jn the case of O. 8. No, 12 of 1108, 
the Special Officer recommends that the lands may be enfranchised in 

._ the joint names of Rhagavathi Narayani and Kalyani Parvathi if the 
suit is withdrawn unconditionally by the plaintiffs. Government ac- 
cept the above recommendations of the Special Officer and direct that 
the Head Sirkar Vakil should take action to bring the above suits to a 
close if the parties accept the terms offered or to proceed with the suits 
if the partiés are not agreeable to the course suggested. 


15. There is also another suit (L. A. R. No. 97 of 08 of the Txi. 
vandrum District Court) which relates to the cost of improvements on 
Service Inam land acquired for public purposes. In regard to this 
suit, the Special Officer recommends that compensation on account of 
improvements alone, and not ground value, on the portion acquired 
should be awarded to the parties and the remaining portion of the 
holding not acquired, enfranchised in the name of the family. This 
recommendation is also accepted. 


16. The Special Officer’s views regarding the disposal of. lands 
belonging to the 89 families connected with Service Inam holders are 
approved. Action on the lines will be taken by the Division Peishkar, 
Trivandrum, accordingly.?

17. Mz, K, N. Kesava Pillai has produced, within a comparatively 
short period, avery useful report giving the real origin and history of 
the Kudumbaporuthi and other Inam lands and suggesting satisfactory 
solutions to the many difficult and complicated problems connected 
therewith. Government are pleased to record their high appreciation 
of the commendable way in which he has carried out the work en- 
trusted to him and hereby convey their thanks to him for his very 
interesting and illuminating report.

Report or tHE Spectan OFFICER APPOINTED By GOVERNMENT IN 
tHEin G.0., R. 0. GC. No. 3654/81 Rav., paren Q4rH MarcH 1938, 
TO INVESTIGATE THE NATURE OF THE GRANTS UNDER KUDUMBA} 
TORUTHI aND. oFTHER SERVICE INAM THNURES HRLD FROM SBI 
PANDARAVAGA BY THE DIGNITORIES AND SERVANTS IN THE SRi 
PapMANABHASWAME TEMPLE at TRIVANDRUM. 





PART L 


A large extent of land, both wet and garden, was granted from Sri 
Pandaravaga, as Inam to the dignitories and servants of the Sri Padma- 
nabhaswami Temple in 928 M.u. by the Illustrious Sovereign, the 
Great Marthanda Varma Maha Raja, the consolidator of the State. The 
grants were under Kudunbaporuthi, Anubhogam, Viruthi and Karanma 
tenures for the enjoyment of the grantees’ families far all time, without 
being sold, mortgaged and otherwise deteriorated. In spite of the condi- 
tion against alienability, the grantees in course of time began to alienate 
tbe grants, one by one. In the settlements of the Sri Pandaravaga lands 
carried out along with the general Revenne Settlements in 948, 978, 
993 and 1012 Mu. 8. no attention appears to have been paid by the 

authorities concerned to. such alienations. . Subse- 

Dueument No. 1, quent to the Revenue Settlement of 1012 there 
have been occasional complaints to the Palace 

by the junior and female members of some of the grantees’ families 
stating thatthe Karnavars of their families have, against custom and 
practice, alienated properties covered by the granis, which are intended 
for rendering various services in the temple by the families in question 
and praying that the alienated properties may be resumed and given 
back to. them. Warnings used to be issued under Command to the 
delinquent Karnavars and in a few instances, the alienated holdings 
appear to have been actually resumed and given back.to the families of 
the respective grantees. In spite of such instances of resumption, the 
alienation of the properties covered by these grants. by the grantees 
seems to have gone on. In the last Revenue Settlement which extenced 
from 1058 to 1085, many of these alienations by sale and otti came te 
light but no effective steps appear to have been taken by the authorities 
to resume the alienated lands and re-attach them to the services con- 
cerned. During the last 15 years, complaints from the female members 
of some of the grantees” families became numerous. Warnings issued 
from the Palace to the Karnavars of those grantees’ families to redeem 
the alienated grants proved ineffective. So, some four of thein namely, 
Moothapillamars of Swaroopathu, Pulimootu and Alapurathu families 
and Thirumenikaval Moothakurup of Kizhakkumvathukkal family were 
under Command removed from their respective offices in the temple and 
the Inam holdings in their exclusive possession and enjoyment. wore 
ordered to be resumed. A large number. of proparties covered by the

grants but in the possession of strangers under sale and otti were also 
under Command resumed by Government under the Service Inam Pro- 
clamation of 1068. The Moothapillamars and the alienees aggrieved by 
such resumption orders bitterly complained to the Palace and to the 
Government by individual and mass petitions contending that the grants 
in question are not grants for rendering services in the temple, that 
they are grants for services rendered by their families in the past or in 
consideration of the diginity of those families and that therefore they 
ave not resumable under the Service Inam Proclamation of 1068. The 
aggrieved alienees further contended that even if the grants are attached 
to the services to be rendered by the grantees they (the alienees) are 
entitled to get their otti amounts and the cost of improvements they 
have effected in the properties. _Ingpite of these general complaints, 
resumption proceedings went on without making a proper and thorough 
enquiry as to the nature of these grants and as many as 310 items of 
properties were resumed under Command and as many as 58 items were 
taken possession of by Government by instituting proceedings against 
the alienees under the Land Conservancy Regulation. By this time, as 
many as 22 suits were filed against the Sirkax by the parties aggrieved 
by the resumption proceedings. One Gouri Pillai Lekshmi Pillai of 
Valiamarthandan Thoppu, holder of Survey Number 1016/C of the Van- 
chiyoor pakuthi included in the grant to Nandavanathu family strongly 
protested against the proceedings.instituted against her under the Land 
Conservancy Regulation to evict her from the helding in pursuance af 
the resumption order. Her contentions were rejected both by the 
Tahsildar and the Dewan Peishkar in appeal and her eviction was 
ordered. Thereupon she sent to Government a suit notice, through 
Mr. Subba Iyer, retired Head Sirkar Vakil. In this suit notice it was 
contended that the Inam in question is not one for services to be 
rendered but is one for services rendered in the past, that the Service 
Inam Proclamation is not therefore applicable to it, that the Government 
by their conduci in issuing patta for the holding to her ancestor at the 
last Settlement without specifying any service to which it is said to be 
attached, in paying full compensation to him for the portion acquired by 
Government from the holding in 1051 and in accepting the holding as 
secuzity for the loan advanced to her from Mathilagom, are estopped 
from setting up new theiz claim that the holding is Service Inam and 
that it is resumable under the Proclamation when alienated by the 
original grantee. The contentions raised by the other alienees and the 
dismissed grantees were also more or less of the same category. The 
present Head Sirkar Vakil to whom Me. Subba Iyer’s suit notice with 
the records of enquizy thereon was sent for remarks suggested that as 
there were several cases akin to the one under reference, it would be 
wail ta depute a Special Officer to investigate the question of the nature 
of Kudumbaporuthi lands assigned for services in the Mathilagom. Tho 
Land Revenue and Income Tax Commissioner having supported the 
Head Sirkar Vakil in hig proposal, Government agreed with them and 
appointed me as Special Officer for the purpose. ‘The scope of my‘ work 
has been set forth by-Government thus :— , 
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‘and (1) The preparation of a Taluk-war list of all Kudwmbaporothi 

ands; 

(2) The collection of all records relating to each of the lands 
such as Granthavaries, Ozhugus, Registration cases, kc. ; 

(8) The examination of the records with a view to ascertain their 
evidentiary value; ; 

“(4) The examination of parties and witnesses, if necessarv, and 
the sifting of the documentary evidence produced by them in support of 
their contentions; 

(5) The classitication of properties as belonging to Sri Pandara- 
vaga or otherwise; 

(6) The discussion of the evidence and the conclusions arrived 
at as a-result of such discussion, regarding the title of properties and 
the nature of the services attached thereto as also whether there were 
any lands assigned for past services; 

(7) The submigsion of records to Government for final orders 
after recording opinion in each case; 

(8). Consideration of fhe question whether Kudumbapovruthi 
tenure itself may not be abolished and provision made for the services 
otherwise than by Service Inam lands, at any rate, as regards the lands 
already alienated; . 

(9) Examination of the conclusion arrived at by the High Court - 
in the decision reported in XVI T. L, RB. page 31 and the reasons 
assigned in support of such conclusion ; and ¥ 

(10) Consideration of the question of payment of cothpensation 
for improvements in the case of lands alienated by the original grantees 
and the desirability of amending the Royal Proclamation of 1068 with a- 
view to extend the procedure prescribed in the Land Conservancy 
Regulation to resumption procecdings. 

; 2. An exhaustive Taluk-war list of these Inams as per the last 
Settlement records has been got prepared and is attached. Grantha- 
varies and other old records in the Sri Padmanabhaswami Temple 
relating to the grants have 30 far available been collected. Pre-Settle- 
ment and Settlement revenue records relating to these properties have 

: also so far available and necessary been collected, 
Doounsent ‘No. II On checking the list of properties standing in the - 
"i" snames of the grantees at the last Settlement with 

. the Granthavaries. relating to the grants, it is found 
that a large number of properties covered by the grants had already 
got out of the hands of the original grantees absolutely by voluntary 
transactions, by Court decrees. and Revenue Proceedings and got 
registered in the names of others in the Revenue accounts under 
changed tenures at the last Settlement and the previous Settlements. - 
-An attempt was made'to trace out and identify the properties so got 
transferred to others and many of them were actually found ont and 
' identified but the attempt was given up as useless because Government 
cannot now put forward with suacess any claim to them as Service Tnam 
after.they have recognised. the full title and ownership. of the aliences 
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by issuing pattas in their names years ago. I have therefore confined 
my investigation to such of the Inam holdings as atand in the names of 
the members of the original grantees’ families at the last Settlement. 


3. The total number of dignitories and servants of the temple who 
have been granted Inams from Sri Pandazvavaga is 56 and the total 
area of the Inams that stand registered in their names at the last 
Settlement is 448 acres 85°88 cents comprised in 786 survey numbers 
which lie scattered in the taluks of Thovala, Kalkulam, Vilavancode, 
Neyyattinkava, Trivandrum and Nedumangad, Out of this total avea, 
135 acres 32 cents are wet lands and the remaining 318 acres 3°88 
cents ave garden lands, 381 acres 40°68 cents 4. ¢., about 85% of the 
total, stands included in the grants to the 18 families of the dignitories 
called Arnmadathil Pillamars while the balance area of 66 acres 95 
cents stands included in the grants to families of other dignitories and 
servants, The grants to the Arumadathil Pillamars’ families are alone 
of Kudumbaporuthi tenure while those to other dignitories and servanis 
are of Anubhogam, Viruthi or Karanma tenure. Thus the grants to 
the Arumadathil Pillamars under Kudumbaporuthi tenure constitute 
the lion’s share of the total grant. It is in respect of these grants 
under Kudumbaporuthi tenure, the contention that they are not 
‘ attached to any service is chiefly raised by the grantees and the 
alienees. In this part of my report, I shall confine myself tu the consi- 
deration of the grants to these eighteen families of the said Pillamars 
under Kudumbaporuthi tenure, as they seem to constitute a separate 


class by themselves, from those to the families of other dignitories and 
servants. 


4, A family war list of Kudumbaporuthi properties held by. Arv- 
madathil Pillamars is prepared and attached. Out of 881 acres 40°88 
cents standing in the names cf these families, 114 acres 42 cerits ave 
wet and the remaining 266 acres and 98°88 cents are garden. Though 
these families held patta at the last Settlement for such a large extent 

of these Tams (381 acres 40°88 cents), the area that 
- is in actual possession and enjoyment of the mem- 
Document No. UL. hove thereof at present is oniy 58 acres 72 cents, 

: the vest having gone out of their hands to others on 
sale and otti, chiefly the latter. Moothapillamars of the grantee-families 
and.as many as 295 alienees were summoned and examined in the enquiry 
and the oral and documentary evidences tendered ‘by. them were. 
recorded and considered. The age of many of -the alienations trom 
the grantees’ families and-the amount involved are found not definitely 
sacertainable owing to the large number of sub-teansactions and transfer . 
af properties from hand to hand during the last many years subsequent 
to the original mortgages from the grantees’ families. Many of the 
present holders are unable to say when and for what consideration the 
original grantees firet mortgaged the holdings and to trace their subse- 
quent history till they reached them. The documents produced by the 

. slienges in the investigation have however disclosed :obtis of. moxe than 
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100 years old. The following is a very rough summary of the age of 
these alienations and the interests of the alienees in them so far brought 
jo light in the enquiry.

§. Out of 382 acres 68°88 cents under alienation, 162 acres 69°33 
cents have already been ordered to be resumed and out of this resumed 
area, Government huve taken possession of 28 acres 44 cents np to date 
by instituting proceedings under the Land Conservancy Regulation 
against the aliences and Moothapillamaxs who were removed from their 
offices. Conseqnent on these resumptions and evictions, 19 suits have 
been filed against the Sirkar and are pending in the District Courts of 
Trivandrum and Nagercoil. These suits axe—

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Of these suits, O. §. Nos. 182 of 1103 and 63 of 1104 are by the 
Moothapillamars of Alappurathu and Swaroopathu families who have 
teen removed under Command from their offices in the Mathilagom 
and O. §. Nos. 68 and 98 of 1104 are by the widow and children of 
the deceased Moothapillai of Ganapathi Pilla Veetu for a declaration 
of their right to inherit the Kudumbaporuthi properties and offices held 
by him and his family in the temple while the remaining suits are all 
by the aliences, 


6. The main contention that has been xaised by the grantees and the 
alienees in the suits filed and in the petitions preferred by them con- 
gequent on the resumption proceedings is that these grants to Arumada- 
thil Pillamars’ families under Kudumbaporuthi tenure are not grants 
attached to any service to be rendered but are grants made for services 
yendered or meritorious conduct in the past. They have as a rule re- 
peated the same contention ia the investigation. In supporb of this 
contention they have not tendered any direct documentary evidence. 
They refer to Granthavaries in the temple relating to these grants to 
Madathil Pillamars and to the grants to other servants andrely on the 
course of decisions of judicial courts in the past about the nature of the 
grants undet this particular tenure. They have also cited several in- 
stances of payment of full compensation for lands included in these 
grants when acquized for public purposes and of recognition by the 
Revenue authorities of the State the right of the alienees to pay tax on 
the alienated Inams for the last many years by issuing pattas to the 
alienees and allowing pokkuvazavn in their names in the Revenue 
accounts. Thus the main question for determination in respect of 
these Kudumbaporuthi grants is whether they are grants for render- 
ing services in the temple or grants to the families for services rendered 
in the past and hence in the nature of personal grants. 

7. Matathit Pillamurs and their relation to the Srt Padmanabha- 
swan Temple-—Madathil Pillamars are so called because they are 
attached to one or other of the Madomsinto which the Devaswom. had 
been originally divided for administrative purposes. There were 8 such 
Madoms and 20 Pillamars attached to them as detailed below :—~

All the poojas and offerings in Sri Padmanabhaswami Temple ave 
even now made in the name ofone or other of tha above 8 Madoms. 
Palpayase Madom came into existence only some 195 years ago. It 
was constituted and endowed by the great Marthanda Varma Maha 
Raja in 914M. E. as seen from an old cadjan record in the Central 
Vernacular Records purporting to bea historic sketch of the times. 
The Pillamars of this Mudom unlike the Pillamars of the Arnmadoms 
(Madoms Nos. IT to VII) do not hold Inam lands from Sri Pandaravaga. 
The origin of the Madoms I to VIT is shrouded in antiquity. 80 also 
is the origin and history of the. Arumadathil Pillamars. But vesords 
relating to the general Revenue Settlement carried out under Command 
of the Great Marthanda Varma Maha Raja in 914.2. found in the 
old cadjan bundles preserved in the archives of Sri Padmanabhaswami 
Temple give a good deal of information about these Madoms and Pilla- 
mars. A Granthavari relating to the above Revenue Settlement which 
is found extracted on the fizst page of Vol. V of the Revenue Manual 

and referred ta and discussed on page 89 of Vol. 
Documext No. IV. IV of the same publication says that along with the 

general Settlement, the Arumadam lands belonging 
to Sri Pandaravaga were also settled and accounts were prepared. 
The Ayacut and other records relating tol this Settlement and 
the Settlements of 978, 998 and 1012 show that all the Jands 
owned by Sri Padmanabhaswami Devaswom stood distributed in the 
names of the 8 Madoms enumerated above. This state of affairs con- 
tinued till the last Settlement in which the distinction of properties as 
belonging to oné Madom or the other was given up and all properties 
were brought under one general designation ‘‘Sri Pandaravaga’”’, Any- 
how each Madom had its own lands the incame from which was to 
be utilised for the poojas and offerings to be performed in its name in 
the temple. In the Settlement. of 914 M. Hu. Peruvazhi Ayacuts. for 
lands belonging to the 8 Madoms were separately prepared and they 
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are found preserved in fragments among the old records in the semple. 
The Peruvazhi Ayacuts for each Madom were prepared Desam-war 
for different tenures separately. Extracts from these

These old records thus show that the lands belonging to the Aruma- 
doms were directly under the management of the Madathil Pillamars 
attached to those Madoms and that they constituted the agencies ta 
levy and collect the michavatom due.to the Devaswom on those lands 
and to get. the poojas and offerings in the names of their respective 
Madoms duly performed in the temple. The inference that these - 
Pillamars were in direct mianagement of. the Arumadom properties is 
found supported by the fact that deeds and pathivus relating to lands 
belonging to. the Arumadoms were issued by the respective Madathil . 
Pilamars and not. by the Melkanganom authorities whoa had to 
administer only the Karuvelamkulam Madom properties and. see that 
the poojas and offerings in the name of that Madom aré duly performed 
in the temple with the income from those lands. Copies of deeds and 
pathivus granted by the two sets-of authorities collected from among

between the Karuvelamkulam Madom and the Arumadoms is thus that

8%. Pillamars are not evenly distributed among the 6 Madoms which 
constitute the Arnmadoms, One Madom has got 4 Pillais attached to 
it,. angther Madom has only 2 Pillais while the remaining 4 Madoms 
haye 8 Pillais each. This uneven distribution seems to have resulted 
thus. The families of several Pillamars attached to one- and the same 
Madom were only different branches of one and the same main. family. 
These branches in course of time developed into separate independent 
families each giving rise toa Pillai to represent it and at the: time of 
the grant each of such families was granted Inams separately. This 
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inference is found supported by the fact that the families of the three 
Pillamars attached to Kancbeepuramkondan Thirumadom are stil] 
looked upon as branches of one and the same original family and they 
have been observing among them ojuawow’e till recently. In the 
_gase of Alapurathu and Alummootil families attached to Hravi Varman 
Thirumadom the process of development into separate and distinct 
families was not complete even at the time of the Inam grant. in 
.928 u.u. ‘These families were only two branches of the same family 
then and the grant made to that main family as seen from the Gran- 
-thavari relating to it was in the names of the senior female members 
-of the two branches separately. Most of the properties granted to 
these Pillamars under Kudumbaporuthi tenure were those in their 
-snjoyment previously under other, tenures and titles. I shall advert to 
this later on with the records in support of it, Gvanthavaries relating 
to the grants show that several gardens had to be granted in Oodukooru 
(226%) shaves to the families attached to one and the same Madom 
and these families still hold these gaxdens in Oodukooru shares. The 
families attached to Ramavarman Thirumadom, Kunnandan. Madom 
and Panchandan Madom are examples for such Oodukooru enjoyment 
of gome of the properties covered by their grants. This fact of holding 
‘the Inam properties in Oodukcoru shares by the families attached to 
one and the same Madam supports the view that those families were 
originally only different branches of one main family. The fact that 
. the families attached to the same Madom vender the prescribed services: 
in the temple by. turns also lends support to the above view, The 
process of further sub-division of these families has been and ie still 
going on as seen fram the Revenue records, Properties granted to one 
family are now held by different members representing different sub- 
branches and separate pattas are found to have been issued to them at 
the last Settlement, Eutthe Devaswom authorities do not seem to 
recognise these sub-branches but confine themselves to the 18 original 
grantee-families for exacting the prescribed services in the temple. 


9. ‘These 18 families have to render certain services in the temple 
and they are rendering these services even now. As there are more 
than one family attached to each of the Arumadoms the services to. be 
rendered by them in the terple daily are rendered by them by turns 
each rendering the presoribed services continuously, for one moath in 
the order established by the long standing usage. Thus if there are 3 
families attached to a particular Madom the frst family renders the 

services in Chingom, the second family in Kanni and the third in 
Thulam and this rotation in the same order.is repeated in the succeed- 
ing montha of the year. Thus the first family is to render services in - 
Chingom, Vrischigom, Kumbhom and Edavom while the second family 

in the months of Kanni, Dhanu, Meenom and Mithunom end the third 

- family in the remaining 4 months. The month in which the particular 
family has to render services is called the poojamura. month of. that 
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family. The services which all the 18 families have to render ave 
alike. They are found to be the following as seen from the list of 
services received from the temple through the Palace office and from 
the depositions of the Mootha Pillamars recorded in this office. 


10. <Atsyanthra nketiv.-—This is a formal function which the eldest 
wale member of the family as Mootha Pillai has to perform after the 
evening pooja in the temple on the last day of the manth preceeding 
his powjamura month, It consists in Mootha Pillai’s taking a bag of 
money (omnis!) which the Temple Treasury authorities prepare before 
hand for the purpose and placing it before the Potti seated in the 
Mandapam as representing the Yogakars and declaring bis assumption 
of the charge of his Madom’s poojas in the ensuing month. The term 
Atsyonthramkettu means the bringing of the remittance of the revenue 
collected. The Granthavari relating to the Settlement of 914 referred 
to in para 7 above shows that arrangement was made at that Settle. 
ment for the due collection of money and paddy required for poojas and 
offerings in the temple for each month and their remittance into the 
temple punctually on the last day of the previous month. Remittances 
as per that arrangement used to be sent regularly from all the Madomg 
including Karuvelamkulam Madom., The present Atiyanthramketiu 
ceremony is but the formal remnant of the old practice of bringing. the 
remittance by the Pillamars. 


(2) Laking delivery of the =rescribed quantity of paddy fay 
vice required for his Madomvaga offerings in the month from the nelpura-. 
after signing variola or receipt therefor.—This is also a function ate 
tached to the office of Mootha Pillai but it is generally performed by 
his junior who is designated as Blaya Pillai. The office of Hlaya Pillai 
is of later development to assist Mootha Pillai. Some of the. families 
have no Elaya Pillai even now. 


(3) Another function that ts attached to the office of the 
Pillamars is that they should make arrangements to carry flags and 
umbrellas in the processions in connection with Sribeh and Utsavams, 
This work is generally looked after by Elaya Pillai by engaging coolies 
forthe puxpose and drawing and paying them the presoribed wages. 


(4) Another emportant service which the fanuly hes to. vender. 
as to get the paddy converted into rice and deliver the laiter daily to 
Karuvelathukanakky Pillat in the temple—Though the Mootha Pillat 
. is mainly responsible for this, the work is done by the eldest female. 
member of his fainily. She has to go to Karuvelathukanakku Pillai in 
the temple daily and measure out to him the prescribed quantity of 
tice, She hag-also to.prepare and deliver fried paddy (aad), beaten vice 
(7 13) and also rice flour for appa (bread) requixed for the daily 
offerings. These alone’are the main services which the families of ‘the 
Arumadom Pillamars have to render and are rendering in the temple, 
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il. Having thua made the above attempt to know something in 
move detail about the Arumadathil Pillamars and their relation to Sri 
Padmanabhaswami Temple at the time of the Inam grant and before 
and after it, I shall proceed to consider the wature of the Inams they 
hold, in the light of records collected by me from the Temple and the 
Revenue offices and of the evidences adduced by the grantees and the 
alienees examined in the course of the iuvestigation. 


12, Inam decds, Granthavaries Gnd Preeettlement Revenue Accounts 
such as Ozhugoos, Vilangipcrs &e.— The deed of grant is the primary 
document which will disclose the nature of the grant. None of the 
deeds or Neetus relating to these grants is available now. The gran- 
tees have depesed that those Neetus or deeds must have been lost or 
got destroyed by lapse of time. They say that none of them has even 
seen any of those Neetus of 928 M. z. 


13. The documents next in importance, which evidence these grants 
and throw light on their nature are the Grenthavarics velating to them 
maintained in the Temple and the old Revenue accounts in respect of 
properties covered by the grants. All these are not available to the 
grantees or theiz alienees. Some of them who had managed to obtain 
copies of Granthavaries relating to some of these ganta, years back, — 
from the Mathilagom, have produced those copies in the enquiry. But 
as directed by Government in their G. 0. appointing me as the’ Special 
Officer, I have collected the Granthavaties relating to the grants to all 
the 18 families andseveral other old correspondences and Revenue 
accounts available in the Temple, the Huzur and the Taluk records. 
These Granthavaries (Document No. VIII series) ave contemporaneous 
records purporting to be more or less copies of the Neetus or deeds of 
grants. They are written in cadjan leaves which are getting destroyed 
by lapse of time. Copies of these cadjan leaves made out in Phaliola 
Grandhams years ago with a view to preserve these important docu- 
ments ave. also available in the temple. TI find no reason to suspect the 
genuineness of these old cadjan leaves. All the 18 Granthavaries mon- 
tion the month of grant as Purattasi 928 uw. z. Five of them give 
the date specifically as 9th Purattasi and one gives ii as 12th Pu- 
rattasi. The rest do not give the specific date but mention only the | 
month and year of the grant as Puratiasi 928. These Granthavaries 
déseribe the properties included in the grants according to the practice 
at the time, state the pattom on each property and the Anubhogamicha. 
varam due on each to the Devaswom. They also state the conditions 
of the granis and their tenure. Grants in favour of these 18 families: 
are all in the names of female members and cover wet lands, garden 
lands, house-sites and cooked rica from the nivedyams in the "tem le 
As already observed, grants to these 8 families of Atumadom Pillamsane 
are alone of Kudwnbaporuths tenure while those to other dignitories’ 
and servants of the ternple _are of Anubhogau, .Viruthé or Kavanima 
tenure, lor compatison, copies of Granthavaries relating to grants to 
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afew of the servants of the latter class ave also attached. In the 
Granthavaries relating to the grants to the families of Arumadom Pilla. 

mars, the services said to be attached to those grants 
Doeuments Nos. IX, are not even mentioned while in the Granthavaries 
IX (}.(b) (0)(@) (©) relating to gvants to other dignitories and ser- 
(£) and (g), vanis, the services they have to render in the temple 
and the articles they have to supply on account of Inams are fully and 
specifically set forth. Inthe Granthavaries relating to the grarts to 
the families of Arumadom Pillamars, it is simply stated that the gran- 
tees and their successors in the families are to enjoy the Inams for all 
time as Kudumbaporutht by paying the prescribed Anubhogamicha- 
varom due to the Devaswom to the prescribed Madom and without 
mortgaging ov selling the Inams and without committing waste in rea- 
pect of them. The wording in the Granthavaries relating to all the 18 
grants is the same and it runs thus: —

BOeeOlyoaNS of ony eUraiseeias 21 0B 21 1.g4 SM IBBACYO Baseme”?, 
Not even a reference to the services which thase families have ta render 
is found in the above wording of these Granthavaries. On the other- 
hand in the Granthavaries relating to grants to other dignitories and 
servants, the services the grantees have to render on account of the 
grants are founi elaborately and in full detail set forth. The proper- 
ties granted to the families of Arumadom Pillamars were all Aramadom 
properties and the grants to all their 18 families were in the month of 
Puratiasi 928 u. B. The properties granted to other dignitories and 
servants were all Karuvelamkulara properties and their grants related 
either to the year 924 or 928. All these grants were made under Com- 
mand of the same Sovereign viz., the Great Marthanda Varma Maha 
Raja and from the same institution to the dignitories and servants of 
that institution. As such the omission io set forth the services in 
the grants to the families of Armmadom Pillamars alone cannot be 
accidental. The natural inference from this omission, is that the grants 
to Arumadom Pillamars’ families were not intended to be for rendering 
the services they have to render in the temple but were intended to be 
family grants for their maintenance in consideration of some services 
yendered or meritorious conduct in the past as now contended by the 
grantees and their alienees. This view finds supporéin the distinction 
made in the tenure of the grants to these families. 


14, he Granthavaries disclose another very important fact. The 
prants tothe familiesof Arumadom Pillamars consist of wet lands, 
gardens, house-sites and cooked rice from the temple, In the Grantha. 
varies relating to the grants to Vayyamoola, Sankuchakrathu, Maru. 
thara and Muthaliyar families, services to be rendered by these families 
in the temple in respect of a small portion of the cooked rice grants are 
found set forth, This special mention of the services to which a portion 
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of the cooked rice grant to the family is attached without setting forth 
the services to which the grant as a whole to be attached, strongly 
supports the contention that no services were intended by the grantor 
to be attached to the landed properties and the remaining portion of the 
cooked rice covered by the grant. 


15. A vavriola dated 7th Avani 929 found among the old records in the 
temple shows that the Kudumbaporuthi lands granted to Swaroopathu 
family atiuched to Panchandom Madom were allotted. for enjoyment 

among its several branches. The allotment 
_ Dooument Nos X. was inthe proportion of female members in each 

branch. Though the enjoyment of the grant 
was so allotted the services said to be attached to the grant was 
not allotted. Not even a reference to the said services is found to 
have been made in the variola. This silence about service in the 
vatiols of allotment also goes to support the contention that the grant 
was not intended for rendering any specific services in future but only 
asa family grant for maintenance. 


16, Fre-Settlement Revenue accounts corroborate the Granthava- 
ries in the matter of services, attached to the grants. Pulangiper ac- 
. counts relating to the settlements of Sri Pandaravaga lands in Trivan- 
dram talnk in 992 and 1012 mw. 5. are available in the Huzur. Central 
Vernacular Records. They have keen perused. The Vilangiper ac- 
countsin the names of Arnmadom Pillamans for the Kudumbaporuthi 
propetties held by them though give the history of the holdings. do not 
make mention of any service as atiached to them. Onthe other hand, 

the Vilangiper accounts in the names of other 

Documsuts Nos. grantees set forth im detail the services attached 
XEXI (a) (co) to their holdings and which they have to render 
(4) (e)(f) and (es j q ; ; 
xi and XJ (a) im the temple. Copies of a few Vilangiper 
(by (c) and (d) aocounts of both the yearg relating to both claeses 

of grantees are attached for reference and. com- 

grison. Thus both sets of documents, Granthavaries and Pre- 

Settlement Revenue accounts, are found to support the contention 

that the grants to the families of Arumadom ‘Pillamars are not Inams 
attached to any specific future services. 

17... Pemure of the grant.~—The next best means to ascertain: the 
nature of the grant is the interpretation of its tenure. Grantsto Aru-. 
madathil Pillamars, as already noticed, were made under Kudumba-. 
poruthi tenure. The ‘wording in the Granthavaries relating to these 
grants is “‘“m@Gominc.caclaca! eemeass”, But the tenure of some 
of the holdings are found described in the Settlement ~ Register 
differently. Out of 622 Survey Numbers covered by the grants to these 
18 families; 594 Survey Numbers are described in the Register as Sri 
Pandaravaga Kudumbaporuthi while the remaining 28 Survey Numbers 
are described otherwise. .These 28 Survey Numbers stand: distributed , 
under the following tenures.- ; 
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1. Pandaravaga Kudambapornthi 1 
2, Sri Pandaravaga Pattom 4 
3. Sri Pandaravaga Otti 1 
4. Sri Pandaravaga Kudumbaporathi 
; Inam 9 
5 Sri Pandavavaga Anubhogam 7. 
6. Sri Pandaravaga K udumbaviruthi 6 
Total 28 


As regards the first, “Pandaravaga Kudumbaporuthi ” seems to be a 
mistake for “Sri Pandaravaga Kudumbapornthi ” becanse in the 
Ozhugu of this holding, its tenure is described as Kancheepuramadom- 
vaga (Sri Pandaravaga) Kudumbaporuthi. Similarly in respect of. the 
third, “ Sri Pandaravaga Otti”’ is a mistake in the Settiement Register 
for “ Sri Pandavavaga Kudumbaporuthi ” because in its chitta, its 
tentire is given as the latter. As regards the 4 holdings described as 
“Sri Pandaravage Patiom ”,; the change of tenure from Kudumba- 
porathi into Pattom is found to have been made at the Jast Settlement. 
‘Tho ivrappukarom on these 4 holdings equals their pattom as in the 
ease of lands of Pattom tenure and the Settlement subordinates pro- 
bably through ignorance appear to have converted their tenure into Sri 
Pandaravaga Pattom, without assigning explicitly any reasou for effect- 
ing the said change.’ The change is however unwarranted because 
even as per the original grants some of the holdings covered by them 
hadtc pay the full pattom on them as Anubhogamichavaram to Svi 
Pandaravaga as seen from the Granthavaries. .As forthe 9 holdings 
described as ‘Sri Pandaravaga Kudumbaporuthi Inam ”, ‘the word 
Inam is a new addition made at the last Settlement by some imagi- 
native subordinate. That word is not in the Pre-Settlement accounts such 
as Ozhugus &c., in which these holdings are simply described as Kudu- 
mbaporuthi. “The appendingof the generic term ‘Inam ” to the 
particular tenuxe does not change the import of that particular tenure. 
Of the 7 Survey Numbers described as “Sri Pandaravaga Anubhogam’’, 
8 are of Kudumbaporuthi tenure as per the Ozhugu and Pre-Settlement 
records and the remaining 4 numbers ate found recorded in them alsa 
as Anubhogam. Similarly all the 6 Survey Numbers described as 
Kudumbaviruthi in the Settlement Register are found recorded as stich 
inthe Ozhugu. Of these 10 holdings, 2in the Killiyoor pakuthi are 
included. in the grant to Aruvikara family, 2 others in the Chengal 
pakutbi are included in the grant to Muthaliyar Veetu family while the 
remaining 6-in the Madathuvilagom pakuthi described as Kudumba- 
viruthi are included in the grant to Attara Veetu family. The pro- 
perties covered by the grants to these 3 families are comprised in 86, 40 
and 65 Survey Numbers respectively. “All these except the said 10 Sur- 
vey-Numbers are of Kudumbaporuthi tenure, It is’not known how ‘the , 
tenure of these 10 numbers alone got converted into Anubhogam or 
Kudumbaviruthi in the old accounts. There existed no rule or stand- 
ing. order under which grants under Kudumbaporathi tenure could get 
converted into Anubhogam or Kudombaviruthi tenure. “As such the 
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only probable explanation for the conversion, Icould hit upon, is that 
the same might have been effected in olden days eithor through ignor- 
ance or inadvertance. However these holdings under Anubhogam and 
Kudumbaviruthi tenure are so few in number that they may be left out 
of account. The grants as seen from the Granthavaries were under 
Kudumbaporuthi tenure and the properties covered by them still vetain 
that tenure with the very few exceptions noted above. 

18. The term Kudinbaporuthi etymologically means provision for 
the support of the family. Mr. Nagamiah while dealiag with the land 
tenures in the State in his State Manual defines Kudumbaporuthi 
tenure thus:— Kudunbaporuthi are lands given to families of persons 
who have done distinguished services to the State ov special services in 
the temple.” (Vol. TIT. page 840). In the statement showing parti- 
culars of Inams appended to Ramiengar’s Settlement Memorandum, ha 
gives the following description for Kudumbaporuthi, “ These gardens 
ate granted for certain families and are charged with Michavaram and 
Rajabhogam for both Pandavavaga and Devaswomvaga ......... 0+ -eeee 
Ottivilakkom will be made when transferred from one hand to another’’. 
(Settlement Final Report Appendix II, Vol. ]1 page 346). The inci- 
dent of Ottivilakkom is a distinguishing featere of Personal Inam te- 
nures. Service Inams ure not subject to the process of Ottivilakkom 
(Vide paragraphs 235 to 239 of the Administration Report for 1048 to 
1049 by Dewan Mr. Seshaia Sastri quoted on pages 411 and 412 of 
Dand Revenue Manual Vol. TV). Service Inams which are inalienable 
- are subject only to payment of Adukkuvathu on change of incumbency. 

On the other hand Personal Inams when they change hands by aliena- 
tion were subjected to Ottivilakkom and converted into Otti tenure, The 
rales and instructions issued from time to time by Government prior ta 
the last Settlement in the matter of Ottivilakkom clearly lay down that 
ands of Kudumbaporuthi tenure are to be subjected to Ottivilakkom 
when alienated. (Vide paragraphs (d) on page 241, (13) om page 326, 
16 on page 384 and 380n page 491 of Vol. IV of the Land Revenue 
Manual). In the Ayacut of 1014 relating to the Settlement of 1012, 
Kudumbaporuthi gardens are found included under Personal grants and 
not under Service grants, (Vide AppendixIV io Ramiengar’s Settle- 
ment Memorandum found on pages 282 to 288 of Vol. II of Appendix 
Il of the Settlement Final Report). Thus it is clear that Pandaravaga 
EKudumbaporuthi grants ave Personal grants and they were treated as 
auch and dealt with in the Settlement of 1012 and prior Settlements. So 
it was done in the last Settlement as well, and all the Pandaravaga 
Kudumbaporuthi lands along with other Personal Inam lands under 
other tenures were compietely enfranchised as per the provisions relat- 
ing to Personal Inams in Section 24 of the Settlement Proclamation. 
According to the State Ayacut as per the last Settlement there is ag 
much as 700 and odd acres of land held under Pandaravaga Kudumba- 
poruthi tenure in all the taluke together. Onenquiry it is found that 
there is not @ single instance in which land of this tenure is held as . 
Service Inam for rendering services to any individual or institution. 
‘Tncidents of a particulartenure whether Pandaravaga or Sri Pandara- 
vaga cannot generally be different especially when the grantor is the 
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same, viz, the same Royal House, The tenures recognised in the 
Settlement of 914 u. n. andfound summarised iu the Thirattu of 992 
Mm. #. of the Vanchiyoor Adhikaram of Trivandrum taluk are enumer- 
rated on page 92 of Land Revenue Manual Vol. IV. This list shows that 
Kudumbaporuthi was then a purely Pandaravaga tenure and that the 
Devaswoms including Sri Padmanabhaswami Devaswom had no Ku- 
dumbaporuthi tenure at the time. Sri Pandaravaga Kuduwbaporuthi 
tenure seems to be « later creation which came into existence with 
the grant to Arumadathil Pillamarsin 928 m.xu. Thereis no reason 
to think that Sri Pandaravaga Kudumbaporuthi tenure was created 
with incidents other than those of Pandaravaga 

Document No. SUE Kudumbaporuthi tenure especially when the 
_ grantor of both the classes of Inams was one 

and the same Maas Raja. For the reasons given above, I am strongly 
of opinion that Kudwmbaporuthe tenure is a Persona! Inam tenure end 
not @ Service Inam tenure. The High Court has however held in the 
case reported in XVI T.L. R page 31, that Kudumbaporuthi grants 
ave of two kinds, those madefor meritorious past services and dignity 
of the family and those made for future services. The above ruling 
has been followed in several other subsequent cases. But none of 
those judgments has set forth the facts on which such a distinction 
wasmade. The Revenue records and the history of the tenure already 
‘ yeferred to above do noi seem to admit of any such distinction. Ac- 
cording to them, Kudumbapcruthi tenure is a Personal Inawi tenure 
and not a Service inam tenure. It seems that the High Court might 
have made the said distinction on the basis of the general classification 
of Inams into those for past services and those for future services and 
on the Government Notification No. 3556, dated 17-8.1087 which gave 
warning to the public that Kudumbaporuthi lands granted for render- 
ing services are Service Inam lands, and that therefore they ave inali- 

enable and are subject to resumption when alienated. This Notification 

is found on page 1015 of Vol. V of the Land Revenue Manual and itis 
referred to on page 584 of Vol. IV. The circumstances under which 

the said Notification was issued were that a great fire took place within 

the Trivandrum Fort in that year and many houses including those 
which stood on Service Inam holdings held by the servants of Sri Pad- 

manabhaswami Temple were burnt down. ‘he owners started ve- 

building of the houses with tiled roofs. The Dewan Pe'sbkar, Trivan- 

dium, having sought sanction to prohibit rebuilding of houses on Ku- 

dumbaporuthi holdings for the reason that those holdings are Service 

Inam lands subject to resumption without payment of any cornpensa- 

tion fur improvements, the Government appear to have issued the said 

Notification warning the public of the Trivandrum town. Itis not 

‘known whether any searching enquiry was made at the fime about the 
nature of Kudumbaporathi tenure. Pandatavaga Kudumbaporuthi 

lands are. Personal Inams and not Service Inams. Hence the authors 

of the said Notification might have had in their mind ‘in issuing it the 

Sri Pandaravaga Service [nam lands within the Fort held by the ser- 

vants. of the temple. ‘These Service Inam holdings within the Fort, 
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were mostly of Anubhogam tenure held by the temple servants called 
Sambandhaproverthikars and among them lay interspersed a few Sri 
Pandaravaga Kudumbaporuthi holdings belonging to two or three 
families of Arumadom Pillamars. The old correspondences relating to 
the Inams held by the dignitories and scrvants of the Sri Padmanabha- 
gwami Temple show that even years ago, owing to some confusion of 
thought all these Inaws whether of Kudumbaporuthi tenure or Anubho- 
gam tenure ox Virnthi tenure came to he designated and described as 
Kndumbaporathi without any regard for the particular tenuxe under 
which they were held and the incidents of Service 
Dneuments Nos. Inams under Anubhogam and other service tenures 
XIV. and XV. geem to have slowly got imyorted into the 
connotation of the term Awlunbaporu'hi. This loose use of 
the term Kudwmbaporuthi appears to have come into vogue many de- 
cades ago and in course of time it gained more and more strength till 
at last is became the recognised practice even in official correspondences 
to describe the Inams held by all the dignitories and servants of the 
temple as Kudumbaporathi. In a Granthavari of 1016 purporting to 
bea variola drawn up by the Devaswom authorities for the Inam lands 
held by Thirmmenikaval Ullatitukurup (a dignitory and servant of the 
temple), his Service Inam holdings are described as Kudumbaporuthi 
though those holdings are really of Virnthi tenure. The instances of. 
such loose use of the term in the old correspondences in the Mathila- 
gom office are many and I do nut propose to quote them all here. Even 
inthe Dethu Neettuissued from the Palace under date 20-1-1088 to 
Kayyalathu Veetu (one of the Naluvesters among the Sambandhapro- 
verthikars) the Inam holding held by the family isfound described a3 
Kudumbaporutht though its tenure is Anwbhogam as in the case of 
Inams held by all the families of Sambandhaproverthikars. Similarly 
in all the correspordences and petitions inthe pending files relating to 
the resumption of Inams granted to the families of, Sambandhaprover- 
thikars such as Kayyalathu, Kaipaili and Mankaramuttathu families, 
Sri Pandara Pillai, Kodikoora Chalian, Thiravutayata Alakkukaran, 
Thirumoenikaval Kuruppanmars, Nulayaninars &c., the Inam properties 
‘held by them are fonnd designated and described as Kudumba- 
poruthi though none of themis of that tenure but are of Anubhogam 
and Viruthi tenures, I think the word Kudumbaporuthi might have 
been used in the said Notification of 1067 in the above loose general 
‘gense to denotethe Inams of various tenures attached to the future 
services andnot todenote the Inams of Kudumaporuthi tenure speci- 
fically: This view finds support in the fact that the Notification did not 
eyen make mention of Anubhogam and other various tenures under 
which a large number of holdings within the Fort were -held by’ the 
other dignitories and servants of the temple than the Arumadom 
Pillamars. Kudumbaporuthi tenure is purely a Personal Inam tenure 
as seen from its history and incidents and the distinction of Inams of 
this tenure into those granted for past services (Persona! Inams) and 
those granted for future services (Service Inams) is unwarranted, ‘The 
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grants to all the 18 families of Arumadom Pillamars being of Kudum- 
baporuthi tenure, thay have to be taken as Personal Inams and not as 
Service Inams. 


19. Registration cases in the last Setilement, relating to the grants 
im question and issue of pattas therefor.—-In the Settlement registra- 
tion cases relating to these lands, Sri Pandara Pillai (representative of 
the Devaswom) has simply certified that the Granthavaries in the 
temple relating to these grants do not make mention of any services 
attaching to them. Butin the registration enquiry most of the grantzes 
or their agents appeat to have admitted that the grants are attached: to 
the services they are rendering in the temple. But the Registration 
officers as a rule appear to have refrained from making any reference 
to the alleged services in their decisions and have passed orders sano- 
tioning the issue of pattas in favour of the grantees for sueh of the 
Inam holdings as stood registered in their names ia the Revenue 
accounts. According to Section 24 of the Settlemert Proclamation, 
title deeds had to be issued for all Inam lands in place of ordinary pattas; 
bat this provision was not given effect to in practice in the early 
settled taluks including Trivanirum wherein a large number of these 
Kudunbaporuthi properties lay. In the Trivandrum taluk, Settlement 
pattas were issued to the parties in the years 1063 and 1064 and these 
pattas male absolutely no referenca to any service as attaching to the 
lands covered by them. After15 years, 1. ¢.in 1078 and 1079 an attempt 
however appears to have bean made in the Trivandrum taluk to rectify 
the mistake by recalling the pattas from the parties and noting in the 
remarks co'umn thereof the services said to beattached to the holdings. 
To do this the Settlemant Peishkar recorded for a second time in the 
registration cases, statements of the gtantee-patiadars admittinz that 
the grants are attached to the servicesthey are rendering in the tcmple 
and passed a revised order in the registration cases in question in exer- 
cise of his revisional powers, declaring that the holdings are Service 
Inams and directing that the services as admitted by the grantee- 
pattadars and reported by the Mathilagom authorities should be noted 
in the pattus before they are re-issued, _ For Sri Pandaravaga lands 
two separate pattas had to be issued for each holding one for the 
rajabhogam due fo Govétnment and the other for the michavarom due 
to the Devaswom, the latter to be issued with the seal of the Devaswoun 
over and above the signature of the Settlement Dewan Peishkar, pro- 
pably to serve as an index of the acceptance by the Devaswom of the’: 
settlenent made by the Settlement authorities. According to the 
revised orders of the Settlement Dewan Peishkar in the registration 
cases relating to Kudumbaporuthi holdings held by Madathil Pillamars, 
services were noted in the remarks column of those pattas issued under 
the seal of the Devaswom but most of those pattas are found left.in the: 
registration cases without being taken. delivery of by the grantee- 
pattadars.. No similar attempt to note the services in the pattas issued 
for lands covered by these grants but situatedin other .taluks appears 
to have been made. Copies of a few registration cases.ate attached to 
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serve as samples. The revised order of the Settlement Dewan Peishkar 
in the registration cases in the Trivandrum taluk passed some 15 years 
-after the igsue’ of pattas was not the resalt of any thorough enquiry about 
the nature of the grants but they were orders solely based on the reparts 
from the Devaswom authorities supported by the admission of the 
grantees. These admissions of the grantees, I think, have little eviden- 
' tiary force to prove that the grants are Service Inams

(Vide Government endorsements Nos. 2952/D, dated 12/13-12-1087 to 
the petitioner Kali Amma Easwari Amma of Vilayil house and R. Dis. 
No. 36/30 Rev., dated 9-2-1930 to petitioner Gouri Amma of Attara 
Veeta) but latterly they seemed te have changed the policy and began 
40 sanction such applications. However the Settlement enquiry and the 
pattas do not seem to help much to establish that the grants are Service 
Inams bus on the other hand the certificates in the registration cases by 
Sri Pandara Pillai and theissue of ordinary pattas for these lands in the 
Trivandrum taluk at the fizst instance and in other taluks finaily 
without any mention of any services as attaching to them strongly 
support the contrary contention that they are not lands attached io 

future services. ; 


20. Other cirewnstances for and against the contention that the Ku- 
du ubapursthe grants to Arumadom Fillamars are for future services con- 
sidered. The condition against alienation found enjoined in the expression 
asey aN, PHFD IQ AUQIO GO.a3 no maaDlejearnoa BUY 06M G30, 
Bl wag’: GMeait.gj9 + ABS. €. Mo gcocuring in the Granthavaries relating 
to the grants to Arumadathil Pillamars appearsjto have been relied onto - 
contend that the grants ave Service grants. This*condition against alien- 
ability is notaconclusive proof of the nature of the grant thatit is Service 
Inany because such condition against alienability was also an incident of 
Personal Inams. This is evident. from Proclamations dated 11-6-996 and — 
23-12-1018 found published on pages 317 and 447 of the Land Revenue 
Manual Vol. V and referred to in paras 380 and 332 of Ramiengar’s | 
Settlement Memorandum. . Iu dealing with Inams in general: that well 
known Revenue Officer writes: ~The giantees or their successors have 
therefore no power to alienate the property in favour of others by sale, 
gift or otherwise. This isa known condition of the tenure and has 
always baen admitted, though in practics owing to the laxity of Govern- 
raent officers, Inams have as a matter of fact heen bought and sold 
and transterred as freely as any description. of absolute property”. 
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Prior to 996 M. 8. the practice to subject Personal Inams when alie- 
nated to Ottivilakkom had come into vogue. In that year by the Procla- 
mation referred to above, the practice of alienating PersonaljInams by 
the grantees was absolutely prohibited on pain of conversion of the 
tenure into Pandarapattom on the alienation of theholding. But this 
absolute prohibition of alienation having given rise to complaints:from 
inamdars the above Proclamation was recalled by the Proclamation of 
1013 which left all alienations to be dealt with-under Ottivilakkom Rules 
in conformity with the practice obtaining previous to the Proclamation 
of 996. ; 


21. The families of Arunadon Pillamars were and are rendering 
certain services in the temple—As such itis argued that the Inam 
grants to them should be presumed as attached to those services. It is 
doubtful whether any such presumption would avise especially when 
the grantees get for the services they render other remunerations and 
perquisites than the Inams covered by the grants which do net even 
advert to any service as attaching to them. Anyhow it has been held 
by the High Court in the casa reported in XVI T. L. R. page 81 
(Document No XITI) which related to a Kudumbaporuthi holding 
belonging to one of the Arumadathil Pillamars, that the fact that the 
grantee is rendering certain services is no covclusive proof that the 
grant is attached to those services. In the case of Arumadom Pillamars 
their families are getting for the services they render remuneration by 
way of Udama (pry) and other perquisites »2¢ covered by the Inam 
grants. Each of the Mootha Pillamars is getting a half yearly Udama 
or pay ranging from 50 to 300 parahs of paddy. with an annual cloth 
callawance of Fs. 86 or 12. He. is also getting 8 or 7 madas of cooked 
vice inda bread from the Temple on alternate days in his Poojamura 
months and rice and provisions » Siqs#2g4o for the important festivals 
called the Anchadiyanthirams together with several other items of 
perquisites of a minor nature. The Elaya Pillai of the family also geta 
ahalf yearly pay ranging roughly from 21 to 90 parahs of paddy. He 
also draws the prescribed wages for engaging coolies for carrying flags 
and umbrellas in the temple processions. The female member of the 
family geis extra cooked rice during the Poojamura months and on 
festival days over and above the prescribed wages for the conversion of 
paddy into rice required for the Madomvaga offerings. The latter is not 
inconsiderable. She has to measure out only 34 edangatlies of rice 
for every 10. edangalies of paddy she takes delivery of. AN 
these allowances and perquisites are outside the Inam~ grant. 
which consists of wet lands, garden lands, house sites and cooked 
yice and the sérvices.the members of the family ate to render are more 
or lees formal. It seems to ke 4 misnomer to say. that the females of 
the family have to convert the paddy into rice personally. They aie 
not doing it now ner do they appear to have been doing itin olden days, 
They have all along been getting it.done through coolies engaged by 
- thein for the purpose. The idea that the families of Arumadom Pilla- 

. Mars are menials attached-to the temple to do such ‘menial works as 
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husking paddy and pounding vice for flour just like those of Etiuvecters 
Anchuveeters and Naluveeters among the Sambandhaproverthikars 
seems to be a later develupment brought about by some confusion: of 
thought. Hittuveeters among the Satsbandhaproverthicars havo to 
convert paddy into rice required for Karuvelamkalam Madomvaka 
pooja. In the Granthavaries relating to the grants to these families, it 
ig found clearly Jaid down thaé the grantee females are to take delivery 
of paddy from Poovappali (a dignitovy and servant in 
Documents Nos XX. the temple) and that they should measure out the 
oar rice to the functionary in the Karuvamandapom (vide 
and XXU1, Docament No. IX). The wages for conversion of paddy 
into rice is also fixed in paddy and it is deseribed as one 
of the items of the Anubhogam grant to the family. No such thing is 
found in the Granthavavries relating to the grants to the families of Aru. 
madom Pillamars. They are not employees for huskiny paddy and 
pounding rice. Their position in the Devaswom was that of managers of 
‘Arumadom properties who were responsible. for the due conduct of tha 
poojas and ceremanies that stood in the names of those Madoms. This 
was their real relationship to the Devaswom is evident from old records, 
The copy of Dethu Neetu (adoption deed) issued under dute 7th Adi 
929 u. z. to Parakad family attached to Panchandan Madom and 
found among the old records describes the duties of the family in 
the temple as the conduct of the poojas of the Madom. The wording is 
gp anil o aly Pane) aly lo gaa MS volar led UgGhs oy Wma MamMaye wean 
am2ego.a0 sag.’

of the properties was taken away from them on the organisation of 
the Madapad Department, their work in relation to the Devaswom got 
dwindled into those of the formal Adiyanthirauketiu, masking arronge- 
mants for carrying flags ant wnbrellas for the procession, taking 
delivery of the Arwnadon poojavaka paddy from the LT mple Nelpura 
ant seeung through their fenales that the prescribed rice and other 
things are prepared and measured out daily to the temole authorities. 
Yet they continned to draw their udama and other perquisites apper- 
taining to their offices, which are outside the Kudumbaporuthi grants 
in favour of their families. 

22, Alienwtion of properiies coveret? by the greonis have been 
countenanced and acied upon by Government,—It has already. been noted 
that many of the properties included in the grants to the families of 
Madathil Pillamars got alienated absolutely from those families even 
before 1012 mu. E. and the alienees’ full owner-ship and title were 
fecognised by the Sirkar in the Revenue Settlement of that year and 
previous Settlements by issuing pattas in favour of the alienees. ‘The 
same thing was done in the last Settlement. The alienees who 

acquired these holdings through absolute sales by 

Documents Nos. the grantees and through Civil Court decrees and 
XXIV, XX1LV auction sales were recognised as full owners thereof 
() (b)&@) end by the Settlement authorities and patias were issued 
XV & RV (a). tothem. The Settlement pattas issued for -Sri 

Pandaravaga Kudumbaporuthi properties comprised 
in Survey Nos. 3598 and 3599/B of the Valvachagoshtom pakuthi, Survey 
Nos. 1156/A, 1156/C ard 2479 of the Aloor pakuthi and 1016/C of the 
Vanchiyoor pakathi are. instances (/ ide copies of registration cases 
relating to them appended). The Settlement patta for Survey No. 1016/6 
issued to its alienee has. a history. Its alienee was the ancestor of Gouri 
Pillai Lekshmi Pillai of Valia Marihandan Thoppu Veetu whose suit 
notice to Government has brought about this special enquiry. In the 
Settlement, pattta for. the holding was issued to Govindan Velayudhan 
of Valia Marthandan Thoppu Veetu in whose name it wae found to siand 
in the pre-Settlement Revente accounts. The pattadar died and the 
properties that stood in his name in the Revenue accounts including the 
above said property were transferred to the names of his gnecessors - 
including the said Gouri Pillai Lekshmi Pillai in 1070 and according to 
the practice at the time a kykanakku showing the various items of jpro- 
perties so transferred and the tax due thereon was issued to them. This 

‘kykanakku corresponds to the present pokkuvaravu patia. It appears 
that in 1079 they along with other holders of Sri Pandaravags 
Kudumbaporuthi lands were asked to surrender the original patia 
issued in 1064 to their ancestors, for noting the services to which this 
Kndumbaporuthi garden in Survey No. 1016/C. was said to be attached, 
They contended that the lekkom of the Kudumbaporuthi garden in 
question was wrongly Josated in Survey Number -1016/C and refused 
to surrender the patta. The Settlement Dewan Peishkar thereupon 
in-his order No. 1561, dated 11-2-1080 decided that the question of the 
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location of the Kndumbaporuthi garden cannot be reopened at that 
distant date and directed that the mature of the services to which the 
said Kndumbaporuthi holding in the Survey Number is attached should 
be noted in the registers and that the Tohsildar should be asked:ta 
make a similar note in the copy of the patta in his 
Documents Nox. office. But no such noting appears to have been 
seit and effected either in any of the registers or in the copy 
. of the patta, The property continued to be borne 
, in the thandaper in the name of Valia Marthandan 
Thoppu family as per the original patia and the subsequent 
pokkuvaravu of 1070 though in the printed Settlement Register the 
property was shown as standing registered in the name of Nantha- 
vanatha family, the oxiginal grantee, without at the same time effecting 
any correction in the patéa issued to that family so as to include in it 
this property as well. The patia issned under the signature of the 
Settlement Dewan Peishkar with his seal affixed has got mong 
evidentiary value than the entry in the printed Settlement Register. 
The original patta issued in favour of Govindan Velayudhan in 
1064 and the subsequent pokkuvaravu effected in 1070 in the names 
of his successors in title still stand without being interfered with and 
they are still paying the tax. As such it cannotbe said that their 
ownership avd title to the property in question have not been 
recognised by the Birkar. 


23. Transfer of registries in the Revenue accounts before and after . 
the lasé Settlement. Prior to the Settlement it was a recognised 
practice allowed by the rules to transfer holdings from jenmies’ names 
+o the names of the mortgagees in possession in the thandaper 
accounts and to recognise the latter as the persons responsible to pay 
the Government tax. Even before the last Settlement the major 
portion of the Kudumbaporuthi lands held by the Madathil Pillamars 
-had got alienated ta others.on otti and, according to the practice, al] 
those holdings had been transferred from the thandaper in the 
names of grantees and stood included in the thandapers in the names 
of the ottidars as seen from the Settlement registration cases relating 
te those holdings. The inference from this fact is that the Sirkar has 
‘ been acquiescing in these alienations on otti and recognising the 
alienees as the persons respousible for payment of tax. Even after the 
last Settlement thongh the practice of transfer of registries by virtue of 
-ottisl was done. away with, thé tranefer of registries on account of 
absolute transactions such as sales by pattadars and by Civil Courts 
‘continued to be effected in respect of these Kudumbaporuthi grants, 
The following are instances of such transfer of registries ordered. Survey 
Number 506/603 of the Vanchiycor pakuthi held.by its grantee Pulj. 
mootn Veettil Moothapillai when sold by him in 1081 was ordered to be 
transferred to the name of the purchaser in 1082 by the Trivandrum 
Tahsilday in the pokkuvazava case filed im respect of the gale deed 
Survey No. 342/A which is a Kudumbaporuthi holding granted to 
Areekara Veetu was allowed pokkuvarayuin Case No. 74 of 1090 on-its 
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sale by the Moothapillai of thas family. Kudumbaporuthi holding 
comurised in Survey No. 356 of the Palkulangara pakuthi belonging to 
Vayyamoola family was ordered to be transferred to the name of the 
vendee in Pokkuvaravu Case No 732 of 1094 on its sale by Vayya- 
moola Moothapillai. Again transfer of registry in the name of the donee 
was sanctioned in Pokkuvarsvu Usses Nos. 1093 of 1099 and 910 of 
1099 on the files of the Tahsildars of Trivandrum and Kalkuiam when 
Kalumbsporathi baldings comprised in Survey Nos. 178/A, 177, 
178/B and 179 of the Mattathara pakuthi and Survey Nos, 1655, 1656, 
166 , 1677, 1631 and 2202 of A.ovr pakuthi were gifted away by the 
pattadar-grantee to her brother's wife. The decisions in the abuve 
said pokkuvaravu cases allowing mutation of names in favour of 
alienees having been found to put difficuities in the way of giving effect 
to the present resumption orders reating to those properties, -the 
Dewan Peishkar, Trivandrum, ia exercise of revisional powers vested 
in him uuder the Pokkuvaravu Suies appears to have cancelled those 
deeisions in 1107 behind the back of the parties concerned and without 
making any enyulry worth mentioning ta ascertain whether these 
Kudumbaorathi grants are Service lnam grants or Personal Inam 
grants, Sach sanceidation of pokkuvaravoos after the lapse of several 
years regoried to hy the Revenue authorities to enable them to 
execute the resumption orders cannot goany long way to establtish 
that the grants ave Service Inanlanis and are subject to resumpion 
when alienited. On the other hand, the acquiescence of the Govern. 
ment in such atienations during the last many years as evidenced by 
pattas issued to the alleuees at the Sett.ement and subsequent transfer 
of registrizs allowed in favour of the alienees ‘do go'a long waygto favour 
the alienees’ contention thatthe Sirkar is estopped from contending 
now that the grants ure Service Inam and their alienations are void. 


24. Kudu nb tporuths holding comprised in Survey Number 1016/C 
of the Vanch‘yor kuthi accepted by Sri. Pandaruvaga as securiy for 
loans ad ‘awed from Ma‘h bago » to its present -ditudar.

The hypothccation deeds exe- 
Co), cut+d by the borrowers and copies cf Palace orders 
sanctioning the loans, found among the papers in the file obtained 
from Government are attached. These instances of acceptance by the 
Devaswom of Kudumbaporuthi property as security for loans advanced 
by it to the alienee pattadar of the pronerty seem to estop the Devas- 
wom from vaising its present contention that the Kudumbaporuthi 
lands are inalienable by the grantees. 


95. Another wmportant instance of Government. acquiescence in the 
alienation of Kudanbyperuthy lands by the grantees-—A portion of 
Vilayil house purayidom comprised in Survey No, 142 of the Muttathara 
pakuthi and included in the Kadumbayoruthi grant to the family of 
Vilayit Mootha Pillai was mortgaged by the grantee in 1078 to one 
Kerulan Veayudhan. He sub:norigaged it to one Chokkanathayyan 
Ananthakrishna [yen in 1084 for Fs. 3,140. Ananthakrishna [yen 
was a clerk in the Account Office., Some money was due from him to 
Government. Government sued Ananthakrishna Iyen in 0. 8. No. 93 

, of 1085 inthe Trivandrum Zillah Court and got a 

Doouments Nos. decree. In execution of this decree, the chittotti 


XXX, XXX, right of Ananthakrishna TIyen over Survey No 142 
eee XeRID, was brought to court sale and Government purchas- 
XXXV. ed it for Fs. 2460 in 1093. The: successor of the 


original ottidar Kerulan Velayudhan sold the otti 
right in 1096 to one Thiruvanda Govindan for Fs. 
3645. On the application of Thiruvanda Govindan Government gave 
telease of the chittotti right acquired by them in court sale on 
receipt of the full chittotti amount of Fs. 3140 from him. The records 
relating to the above transactions produced by Thiruvanda Govindan 
in the enquiry are attached. The conduct of Government in attaching 
the chittotti right over the Kudumbaporuthi holding in execution of 
the decree agains the alienee and purchasing it in court sale and 
‘suse quently giving release to the purchaser of otti by taking payment 
of chittotti amount from him clearly shows that they acquiesced in the 
alienation and prevents them now from contending that the holding is 
Service Inam and that all the aaid alienations are void. ; 
26. Condet of the Sirkar in respect of Kudumb«peruchi prouverties 
heid by Pallachu Veetu, one 07 the 18 fummlies of Arunaduth.t Pil a- 
mars when it became ectinct.—Pallathu Veetu family attached to Mar- 
thandavarman Thirumadom became extinct in 1082 leaving a number 
of Kadumbapornthi hoidmgs in Kalkuiam and Trivandrum taluks 
without heirs. Under the Escheat Rules the Sirkar inhecited those 
properties and disposed them of by registry by pubiic auction, as Sri 
Pandaravaga Pattom in 1094. The sale proceeds were at. the first 
instance éredited to the general reventies of the State and subsequently 
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on the motion of the Head Sirkar Vakil the same was sent to “him for 
being deposited in the Distr'ct Court at Trivandrum in satisfaction of 
the decree in 0. 8. No. 7 of 1086 and 4 other decrees obtained against the 
last member of the family by her creditors. If these properties were 
really Service Tnamis for rendering future services in Sri Padmanabha-

Howaver, when é the alienated 
Kudumbaporuthi properties began to be resamed on the applications of 
the junior members of the various families of Madathil Piliamars the 
new Mootha Pillai adopted into Pallathu Veetu by the Devaswom in 
1092 also avplied for the Kud@umbaporuthi properties that had been 
granted to that family though his adoption itself was without any right 
ox claim to the family’s Kudumbaporuthi properties as none of such 
properties had been left as belonging to the extinct family at the time 
of adoption. The Sri Pandaravaga thereupon made through the 
Palace in 1097 its claim on Government for payment of the sale pro- 
ceeds together with the excess tax collected by the latver on the sold 
holdings, on the ground that the holdings are Sri Pandaravaga Service 
Inams. The Government without making any enquiry of its own to 
ascertain whether the said Kudumkaporathi holdings are really Service 
Inams for rendering future services seem to have sanctioned the pay- 
ment of the sale proceeds to Sri Pandaravaga with interest (vide G. 0. 
R. O. GC. No. 1133/26/Rev., dated 11-6-1932). The beated claim put 
forward by Sri Pandaravaga after 12 years when its claim to have 
alienated Kudambaporuthi properties resumed on the ground they are 
Service Inams was being seriously questioned by the grantees and the 
alienees both in the Civil and the Revenue Couris caunot be deemed to- 
have any great evidentiary force to establish its general contention that 
Kudumbaporuthi grants to Madathil Pillamars are Service grants. But 
on the other hand the conduct of the Revenue authorities in deaing 
with the escheated Kudumbaporuthi holdings as if the extinct taimily 
was their full owner and in applying the sale proceeds to pay off the 
family’s debts seem to support strongly the contrary contention 
that the Kudumbaporuthi grants are family grants in tbe nature of 
Personal Inams and that theixy ownership and title rested with the- 
grantee and not with the grantor. ; 


27. Acquisition of Sri Pandaravaga Kudumbaporuthi lands and 
payment of compensation.—The investigation has shown that it was 
the practice in former days to pay compensation whea Kudamba- 
poruthi lands granted to Madathil Pillamars wore acquired by the 
Sirkar for public purposes. Whena portion of the Kudumbaporuthi 
garden comprised in lekkom 21 of Pazhavangadi muri now lying 
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included in Survey No, 1616/C of the Vanchiyoor pakuthi was acquired 

by Government for the road on the side cf the Kochar, full compensation 

including tharavila was paid to its then holder and alience Kenakku 

Kunjan of Valia Marthandan Thoppu on his executing the required 

registered receipt, This garden is one covered by the grant to the 

family of Nandavanathu Veetil Mootha Pillai. Similarly when land 
was acquired for the same work in the same year 

from Kudambaporuthi garden included in the grant

required receipt. In 1062 when lands were acquired fur the village 

road leading to Puthencotta burial ground, from Kudumbaporuthi 
holdings, Thekkeveetnvilagom and Erayammanvilagom, comprised in 
lekkoms 83 and 2 located in Survey Nos. 1100 and 1495/B of the Ivani- 
muttom pakuthi covered by the grant to Ganapathi Piliai Veetu family, 
full compensation was paid to the holders. Ground value was paid to 
the grantee, Ganapathi Piilai Veetu fimily, while the value of kayala 
walls was paid to the vespective mortgagees. Again in 1663 when 
land was acquired from the Kudunbaporuthi holding included in the 
grant to the family of Swarcopatha Veetil Mootha Pillai and com. 
prised in lekkom 144 located in Survey No, 1878/A of Ivanimuttom, 
full compensation was paid to the grantee and his mortgagee, the 
former receiving the ground value and the latter receiving the value 
of trees and other improvements. On the other hand when lands were 
acquired by Government for the Koncharavila road in 1070 from 
holdings in Survey Nos. 1817, 1878/A, 1884 and 978 of the Iranimuttom 
pakuthi held under the grants of 924% by the families of Pulimootu, 

Swaroopathu, Katukara and Thottinkara Mootha Pillamars respectively, 

no compensation was paid on the ground thai the holdings are Sri 

Pandaravega Kudumbaporuthi. But when lands were acquired in 1085 

forthe Hrattakara Channel works from Sri Pandaravaga Kudumba- 

poruthi huldings comprised in Survey Nos. 1459/A, 1672 and 1699 of the 

Aloor pakuthi held by the fawilies of Aryankuzhi, Areekara and Swarou- 

patha Movtha Pillamars, compensation was awarded by the Division 

Assistant, Padmanabhapuram to the said jenmies and their. mortgagees 

with.a condition that the lands being of Sri Pandaravaga Kudumba- 

poruthi tenure the grout:d value awarded to the pattadar-grantees — 
should be paid to them only on their proving before the Tahsi.dat that 
the Sirkar has no claim to the same.

ep egament No awarded only. the value of improvemeuts and not 
: ground value for the reason that the same. is not 

; olaimable as the holding is Service Inam. Even the 

value of improvements was wholly awarded to the grantee-pattadar with- 
out allowing any share in it to the mortgagees on the ground that the 
mortgage in respect of Service Inam is void. For taking this position 
the Land Acquisition Officer simply remained satiefied with the general 
observation that it is “common understanding that Gervice Inam cannot 
be alienated by the holder and if any alienationis made it will not be 
recognised by the Sirkar’. He did not make any attempt to substan- 
tiate his finding that the holding is Service Inam by any evidence or 
valid reasoning. To compensate the grantee for the ground value,. it 
was however ordered by the Officer that a recommendation will be made 
to Government fer giving land of equal value in exchange ta the grantee. 
Such a xesommendation was made and Government 

_ ,Dasument No. purchased a piece of land from Survey No. 2749 and 
SLVT (a). gave itin exchange under Sri Pandarav ga Kudum- 
baporuthi tenure to the grantee pattadar. TLands 

were also acquired in the same year for the same hospital from Survey 
Nos. ¥292/B and 2293 of the Chengazbacherry pakuthi held by the same 
family under Sri Pandaravaga Kudumbaporuthi tennve and no. ground 
value was awarded. But no land in exchange has yet been given to 
the grantee. When land was acquired in 1102 from Kadumbavoruthi 
holding in Survey No, 1812 of the Palkulangara. 

_ Document Ne. pakuthi held by the family. of Maruthara Veetil 
LVI. Mootha Pillai, another piece of land from Survey 
No. 847 was sanctioned to be given in exchange. to the grantee 
under Kudumbaporuthi tenure. Subsequently, when Kudumbaporsthi 
lands comprised in Survey Nos. 2782 and 2735 of the Chengazhacherri 
pakathi heid by Attara and Nendavanathu families respectively were acq” 
uired for the Hiectric Power House the compensation awarded was denied 
both to the grantee and the alienee and was ordered to. be paid to 
the Sri Pandaravaga the reasons given being that the holding is Service 
Inam and that under paragraph 9 A (1) of the Rules passed under the 
‘Land Acquisition Regulation when-lands of this tenure are acquired for 
Government purposes the compensation should be wholly paid to the Sri 
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Pandaravaga Department. (Vide eopy of Special Land Acquisition 
” Officer's order in Land Acquistion Case No. 2 of 

Document No. 1108 relating to Survey No. 2735 attached). This 

XLVI. officer for his finding that the grant is ‘for futuve 

personal services to be rendered in the Sri Padma- 
nabhaswami ‘Semple’ appears to have relied strangely enough on the 
Anu i. ¢., the Granthavari relating to the grant which does not contain 
even « reference to any services attaching to the grant. His anthority 
of paragraph 9 A (1) of the Rules for ordering payment of the whole 
compensation to the Sri Pendaravaga also seems equally unsound. 
That paragraph directs payment of full compensation to the Sri 
Pandaravaga only when Sri Pandaravaga Thanathu land is acquired. 
But the holding in question is not Sri Pandaravaga Thanathu. It isan 
Inam hoiding, whether Service or Personal for which a patta 
was granted to the grantee and on which rajabhogam to the Sirkar 
and anubhogamichavarom to the Sri Pandaravaga ate payable by 
him. Anyhow, from the decisions in the Land Acquisition Cases 
abceve adverted to, it is seen that prior to the Notification of 
1067 saying that Kudambaporuthi lands are Service Inam lands, 
there was no questioning of the mght of the grantees to get com- 
peusation for their Kudumbaporuthi lands acquired by Government for 
public purposes, that the practive with the Government was to award 
them full comyensation including ground value, that it was subsequent 
to the said Notification and the Service Inam Proclamation of 1068 that 
doubis began to be entertained on the said right and the acquisition 
officers kegan to recede little by little fillat last the whole amount of 
the compensation cume to be awarded to the Sr Pandaravaga. I have 
already discussed the way in which the Notification of 1067 came to be 
published. The resumption proceedings started by Government on the 
belief that Kudumbaporuthi lands held by Madathil Piilamars are 
Service Inam and hence not alienable must have also greatly influenced 
the Land Acquigition Officers in later days to deny compensation to 
the grantee- pattadars and mortgagees of these lands. The practice of 
denying compensation to the grantees of these Loldings which has come 
into vogue in recent years is no argumentto say that the holdings are 
Service Inaiss but on the other hand the old practice of paying full 
compensation to the grantes-pattiadars strongly supports the contention 
that tuese family grants arein the nature of Persanal Inams. 

28. Disproportionate distribwhon of grants ttcommensurate with 
the services said ta be aitached to them.—Another point that has been 
strongly pressed bythe parties and their vakils in their favour is that 
properties granted 10 the families of the Madathil Pillamars do not bear 
any reasonable proportion to the services they have to render and are 
yengering. The nature and volume of the services each of the 18 
families has to render are more or less the same bat the number and 
value of the properties -gransed io each of these families greatly vary 
among themseives. When one family was given nearly 170 parhas of 
wet land, 34 gardens and 5 house-sites, another family was given only

26 marakkals of wet land, 4 gardensand 1 house-site, and a third 1 
kotta of wet land, 5 gardens and 1 house-site. The probable explanation 
for this variation is that the grants were fixed nccording to the status of 
each family and the number of members each has to support, This 
view finds support in the fack that when the properties granted to Swa- 
roopathu family were allotted by the Devaswom authorities in 929 
among its various branches, the allotment was made in the proportion 
ofthe number of members in each branch. Again grants to the 
families of Madathil Pulamars are found not to stand any reasonable 
comparison to the grants tothe families of other servants of the tem- 
ple. For example take the caze ofthe families of Ettuveeters. These 
Ettuveeters who have like the families of Madathil Pillamars, to husk 
paddy and deliver rice for Karnvelamku’amvags pooja daily and, in addi- 
tion, to sweep portions of the temple aisles and clean pooja pathrams, 
were granted only one or two purayidems as Inam over and above the 
cooked rice perquisites. The same is the case with the families of Anchu- 
' veeters and Naiuveeters. Again tae properties granted tothe families 
of Madathil Pillamars are all Arumadomvega land and lie. scattered 
throughout the Division while the lands granted to Sambandhapro- 
verthikars and other dignitories ofthe temple are all Karuvelamkulam 
Madomvaga and mostly lie close to the temple. Medathil Pilamars 
were given house-sites in Thovala, Kaikulam and Vilavancode taluks, 
It is not probable that house-sites in such remote and distant places 
would have been granted as Service Inam to servants who have to 
vender service daily in the temple at Trivandrum. These facts, I think 
strongly favour the view that the grants tio Madathil Pillamars are not 
really grants for rendering future services in the temple but are family 
grants in the nature of Personal Inams. 

29. The Course of Tudicral decisions —The course of judicial deci 
sions also appears to favour the contention of the grantees and their . 
alienees.. There aré not many decisions on the nature of the Sri 
Pandaravaga Kudumbaporuthi tenure ander which Madathil Pilamars 
hold the Inams. The case reported in XVI T.L, R, page 31 has al- 
ready been udverted to and the distinstion made between the so called 
two classes of Kudunbaporuthi holdings has been discussed. Sundara 
Tyer Viswanatha Lyer vs, Verayudhan Pillai Narayana Piilai reported in 

XX T.L. 5, page 1255 is the Jatest case in which the 
Document No.XLIX. High Court had to deal with the nature of Sri 

Pandaravaga Kudnmbaporuthi grant. ‘he cuse 
related to a Kudumbaporuthi holding covered by the grant to 
Attara Veetu, a family of the Aramadom Puiamars. In this case, the 
High Court reviewed the case-law on the point, considered the Gran- 
thavari relating to the grant to that fami:y, compared it with the Gran- 
thavacies relating to grants to other servants of tac temp:e in which 
services attached to the grant are set forth, interpreted the Kudumba- 
poruthi tenure and the Notification of 1U67 and tound that the property 
in question is not attached to future services. If ne of the properties 
covered by the grant to Attara family is not Service Inam, ail the pro- 
perties covered by that grant are not Service Inam as the grant stands 
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as awhole, Granthavavries relating to all the 18 families of Arumadom 
Pillamars are worded alike and the incidents of all the 18 grants are 
exactly the same. Henceoa the authority of the above High Court 
decision it follows that the grants to all the 18 families are family grants 
in the nature of Personal [uam and not grants for future services. 
Though the Sirkar was not a party in the said case most of the im- 
portant documents which are likely to throw lighton the nature of Ku. 
dumbaporuthi grants tu Madathil Pillamars and the various circum- 
stances which had come into being from the conduct of the Sirkar and 
the parties in respect of these grants came before the court and were 
considered. Hence it does not seem to be easy for the Sirkar to dispute 
the soundness of the said decision especially in the face of various other 
facts and circumstances disclosed by this investigation and referred to 
in the previous paragraphs favouring the contention that the grants are 
family grants in the nature of Personal Inams. 


30. The reco-ds which Gisciuss.the circumstances under which Ku- 
dumbazo-uthi grants were made to Arunadom Pillamars, ~The 
Pillamazs and the alienees of the grants have simply contended that 
the grants in question are for’ past services and for the dignity of the 
families concerned but they have not been able to praduce any direct 
evidence which will show the nature of the alleged past services or the 
relation in which these grantees stood to Sri Padinanabhaswami De- 
vasworn. A few of the old men among Mootha Pulamars and the 
witnesses examined in the enquiry have deposed that the saying is that 
the Arumadom Pillamars whe were responsible for the collection of dues - 
on the Arumadom properties and for she Arumadom poojas in the tem- 
ple were in possession and enjoyment of a large extent of Sri Pandara- 
vaga properties, that Marthanda Varna Maha Raja in re-estab.ishing 
his lost authority over the Yogakars and the Davaswom made these 
Pillamars to surrender all their own and gave them in retum as Ku- 
dumbaporuthi » portion of the same which was sufficient for the main- 
tenance of their families in keeping with their status in life aud position 
inthe Devaswom as managers of Arumadom lands and the poojas at- 
tached to them. In.my search among the old records in the Mathila- 
gom, afew statements and communications which go to corroborate 
the above story have been discovered. I have already discussed the 
records which throw light on the relation in which Arumadom Piliamars 
stood to the Devaswom. They were managers of Sri Pandaravaga 
Arumadom properties responsible for the conduct of the povjas that 
have to be performed in the names ot those Madoms. By the Nettie. 
ment carried out in 914m. B. the properties of each of the six Madoms 
and the revenue derivable from them were duly ascertained and lists 
were prepared for properties whose income was to be utilised by each 
family of the Arumadom Pillamars towards the pocjas to he performed 
in the femp'e in the name of his Madom. The next step which the 
Illustrions Sovereign appears to have taken is to take. back to the 
Devaswom the large extent of Devaswom properties which these Pilla. 
mars. through their influence had acquired in the names of the various 
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members of their families. Such a step must have left these families 
destitute and the Maha Raja in consideration of the services they have 
been rendering for centuries to the Devaswom as managers of the Aru- 
madoms and the position they still held in the Devaswom and the society 
must have given back a partion of those properties under the special 
tenure of Kudumbaporuthi for the habitation and maititenance of the 
families in the names of the female members who in reality constituted 
the old Maramvkkathayam Nayar Tarwad. The fuct that the properties 
owned by these families were confiscated and credited to Sri Pandara- 
vega is seen from a communication dated. Alpasi 
Décument No- L. 967 found among the old cadjan bundles in the 
temple records. This communication purports to be 

one from: the Palace to Parathe Anaval of the temple communica- 
ting the decision by the Maha Raja of the dispute between the two 
branches of Attara feabily about the enjoyment of Kudumbaporuthi 
properties Sranted to that family. The communication begins thus:—

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The grants were in 928 Mz. In 927 M.2E. a list of properties that 
stoad in the names of the various members of the families of Arumada- 
thil Pillamars appeavs to have been drawn up by the Devaswom authori- 
; ties. A. fragment of this list prepared in Mala- 
Document No. LI, yazhma.bas been found in a crumbling cadjan bundle 
; jn the temple zecords. The fragment consists 

of 3 cadjan leaves and the list in it purports to be that of pro- 
perties owned: by the members of. Thottmkara and Vayyamools fainilies 
in Trivandrnm Desam. -On checking this list with. the Granthayavies 
yelating to the grants to these two families in 928 u. i. most of the 
preperties mentioned in the list as Pattom, Otti, Kuzbikauom &c., are 
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found included in the Kudumbaporuthi grant. This establishes beyond 
all doubé that most of the properties granted to the families of Mada 
thil Pillamars as Kudumbaporuthi in 928M. 5. were properties which 
they had asquived previously under various tenures and were in ‘their 
respective enjoyment. “Anyhow this fragment of the list sirongly co- 
roborates the statements in the two commuvications of 987 and 987 
above referred to. The factthat properties which these families had 
acquired and were in their enjoyment already were included in the 
grant is seen from the description of some of the properties given in 
the Granthavaries themselves. In the Granthavari relating to the 
grant to Attara Veetu, one of the gardens is described as Ottivaippu 
(aomasxes’), The expression means “under otti or morbgage. ” 
The mortgage could be only by the holder who subsequently became 
the grantee himself. Again in the Granthavaries relating to the grants 
to Areekara, Swaroopam, Aviyankuzhi and Ganapathi Pillai familics, a 
portion of the ccoked rice grant is described as acquisition on otti by 
those families fromi one or other of the Madoims. The descriptions are 
as follows: -- “@lenilayeomaomnleiailame apie Gogo MIoRcomas’ 2S

On the basis of the records and facts discussed above, I am inclined to 
the view that the Kudumbaporuthi grants to the 18 families of Aru- 
madathil Pillamars are family grants in the nature of Personal Inam 
in consideration of the facts thatall the properties owned and held by 
those families were confiscated to Sri Pandaravaga, that these families 
being managers of Sri Pandaravaga Arumadom properties responsible 
for the due conduct of Arumadom poojas in the temple with the income 
from those properties held a respectable and onerous position in the 
constitution of the Devaswom for the past several centuries, 


Sl, The question whither Sri Pandaraviga or the Government can 
interfere now with these Kudumbaporutht grants consider:d.—Personal 
Inams were enfranchise] in the last Settlement under the - provisions 
of Section 24 of the Settlement Proclamation. This section excludes 
from its scope favourable tenures of Devaswoms, Brahmaswoms, 
Madampimars and the Sirkar Ivayilis. Sri Padmanabhaswami Temple 
Devaswom being an autonomous Devaswoiw and not a Sirkar Devaswom, 
it may now be argued that Personal Inams from Sri Pandaravaga were 
not enfranchised in the last Settlement and as such the Devaswom can 
interfere and enforce the condition in the grant agaist alienability. 
But it has to be remembered against such an argument that the 
settlement of Sri Pandavavaga lands was cartied out along with the 
general Revenue Settlement of Pandaravaga lands on the very same 
principles laid down for the latter in the Proclamation and the method 
of revision of assessment applicable to Sirkar !ands of various tenures 
was-applied sg well to Sri Pandavavaga lands of those tenures (Vide 
Settlement Final Repors Vol. I page 172), As such it is doubtful 
whether the Devaswom can interfere with these Ku@umbaporath 
grants on the ground thai they were not enfranchised at the Settlement. 
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I think that they have to be deemed to have been enfranchised in the 
last Settlement as it wasdone in the case of Sirkar Personal Inams 
and that therefore no interference with these Kudumbaporuthi holdings 
either by the Devaswom ov the Sirkar is possible till the next general 
Settlement provided that the holders continue to pay regularly the 
dues both to Sri Pandaravaya and the Sirkar. 


52. Conclusion.~ Families of Aramadathil Pillamars are not 
families of menial servants attached to Sri Padmanabhaswami Temple 
as the families of Sambandhaproverthikars are. Arumadom Pillsniars 
were originally inanagers of Sri Pandaravaga Aromadom properties 
and were persons entrusted with the due conduct of Arumadom poojas 
in the temple. The Illustrious Sovereign the Great Mazthanda Varma 
Maha Raja having re-established his full control over the Yogakars and 
the Devaswom affairs brought law and order in the management of its 
properties by carrying out successive Setilements in 914 and 926 mM. Bm 
In doing so the large extent of Devaswom properties that had been 
acquired by the families of Arumadathil Pillamars through their 
influence as managers of the Arumadoms for centuries were all con- 
fiscated to Sri Pandaravaga. ‘But in consideration of the long standing 
relation of their families to the temple and the high status and position 
they thea held in the Devaswom constitution and in the society, the 
politie Maha Raja gave back to these families as Inam under Kudumba- 
poruthi tenure properties enough to maintain them in keeping with 
their then position in life. These grants are family grants in the 
nature of Personal Inams and not service grants for rendering any 
specific services in the temple, as seen from the various old records 
and the course of the Revenue and Judicial decigions ieferred to and 
discussed in the foregoing paragraphs of this report. As Personal Inam 
lands were enfranchised in the last Settlement and the holders thereof 
were given full liberty of alienation no interference by Government or 
Sri Pandaravaga is now possible in respect of these Kudumbaporuthi 
lands held by the families of Madathil Pillamars. Ifthe above view is 
found acceptable to Government all the resumption proceedings started 
in respect of the Kudumbaporuthi holdings held by Madathil Pillamars 
may be ordered to be dropped and the properties already taken posses. 
sion of by Government by iustituting proceedings under the Land 
Conservancy Regulation but not covered by any of the snits filed by 
the aggrieved parties aud pending may also be ordered to be returned 
status quo anie with megne profits, ifany. In respect of pending suits 
orders may be issued in consultation with the Law Officers, either to 
compound them or to enter judgments in them according to the merits 
of each case. , 


88. The remaining general questions sach as the applicability of the 
Land Conservancy Regulation to the resumed Sri Pandaravagu Service 
Inams, the claim of their alienees fur the value of improvements, the 
desirability or otherwise of the enfranchisement of such Service 
Inams é&c., referred $0 me by Government do not arise for considera- 
tion'in. connection with the Kudumbaporuthi grants to Arumadathil 
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Pillamars as they are family grants in the nature of Personal Inams, 
Ishall discuss those questions in Part II of my report in which I 
propose to deal with the grants to other diguitories | and servants 
which generally appear to be grants attuched to various services In 
the temple, 

PART It. 


The grants under Kudumbaporuthi tenure held by the fawilies of 
the Arumadom Pillamars have been dealt with in Part I of my Report. 
There remain for consideration the grants in favour of other dignitories 
and servants of the temple. These other dignitories and servants who 
appear to have been granted Inam lands from Sri Pandaravaga for 
rendering services in the temple are 89 in number. They are—

Srikaranam Palliadi (No. 1} is the Nayar member of the Ettaraya- 
yam having a full vote, He is a stani and has to be present, when the 
Yogam meets to transact business in thetemyle. Sri Pandara Pillai 
(No. 2) is the accountant within the tempie to draw ap accounts 
relating to receipt and expenditure of provisions for poojas. He has 
also certain functions in the meetings of the Yogam. Thirumenikaval 
Kuruppanmars (Nos. 3 to 5) are the body guards of the Deity and the 
custodians of the keys of the Garbhagrahams in which are the idols. 
They too have to attend the meetings of the Yogakars and to perform 
certain functions. Poovappalli (No. 6) is Pushpaka by caste and his 
duties are more or less those of a Pavikarmi (av em),. He has to 
measure Karuvelamkulam Poojavaka rice, distribute rice and provisions 
to the temple servants on festival days and keep safe sold and silver 
articles issued for use in connection with Kalasam and important poojas. | 
Peria Oachan and Muttathu Oachan are temple drummers called 
Panchavadiakars. Nos. 9 to 25 ave families of uonial Nayar-female- 
servants called Sambandhaproverthicars, consisting of Httuveeters. 
Anchuveeters and Naluveeters. Their main duties are sweeping of 
temple aisles and premises, cleaning of gold and silver vessels for poojas, 
and conversion of paddy into rice required ior poojas, Koozhapara 
Nayars (Nos, 26 to 38) are Nayar-male-servants to clean the cooking 
vessels and to transport fuel from the {uel store to the temple kitchen. 
Peruvannan (No. 34) is the tample washerman. Karaukara Veetan 
(Noe 35) bas to supply curd, milk and other articles for Lanchagavyam. 
‘Kodikoora Chaliyan (No 36) and Pathukatti! Nulayars (No. 37) are the 
suppliers of the required,cotton yarn ropes and coir ropes respectively. 
Periachetti has to test and weigh the Nadavazrava gold and silver 
articles and the Thiruabharanams, whenever required. Pulvai Moopan 
ja Chakkala by caste and ho is to collect cocoanuts from.the holders of 
Thengapattom lands, convert them into oil and supply the same to the 
temple according to demand. There are several other servants of 
various other classes also attached to the temple but they do not appear 
to have been granted Inam lands for their.services. Among the 39 
grantees mentioned above, Periachetti- (No. 88) committed default to 
render the services und the Inam lands granted to him were resumed 
and registered away to others even prior to the Settlement 
of 1012-as seen from tbe Vilangiper accounts in his name 
Similarly Cherukara Veetan and Chilakoor Veetan among the 
Koozhapara Nayats became extinct somewhere about 1030 mM. x. 

_and the Inam lands held by those two families have been recorded 

-a8 Sri Pandaravaga Thenathy in the last Settlement though the 
lands themselves still continue in the possession and enjoyment of others 
on alienations made by the members of the extinct families, 
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9. A list of the Inam lands which stood in the names of the grantee- 
families at the last Settlement is prepared and is appended, The total 
area a9 per this list is more than the 66 acres 95 cents given in para § 
of Part I of the Report as held by these other dignitories and servants 
by 2 acres 74 conts. This excces is made up of the area of additional 
-holdings discovered as covered by the grants when they were individa- 
ally taken and investigated subsequently. Io the enquiry as many as 
151 witnesses including members of the grantee-families and the alie- 
nees of the holdings were examined. Granthavaries relating to all these 
grants except to those to Thekkay Veetu among the Naluveeters, 
Keezhay Veetu uimong the Anchuveeters and Panayara Veetu among 
Koozhapara Nayars are available in the temple records. Copies of these 
Granthavaries have been got-prepared and put up in the respective files 
relating to the enguiry about the grant to each of the families. Vilangi- 
per accounts in the names of the grantee-families prepared at the 
Settlements of 992 and 1012 u. x, have also so far available been collect- 
ed and incoxporated in the respective files. Seltlement records such as 
Ozhugu Forms, Classification Registers, Registration Cases, Chittas 
and Pattas relating to these Inam héldings have also so far available 
been collected and pernsed. . 


3. As per the list referred to in the preceding para, the Inam lands 
for which Pattas were issued to the grantee-families cover 69 acres 69 
cents of which 23 acres 64 cents are wet and the remaining 46 acres 5 
cents are garden. These lands mostly lie scattered in the pakuthies of 
Jranimuttom, Muttathara, Madathuvilagom, Palkulangara. Chengazha- 
eberri, Vanchiyoor and Uliyazhathura of the Trivandrum taluk. A few 
lie in the Karakulam pakuthi of Nedumangad taluk and in the Nemom 
pskuthi of Neyyattinkara taluk while some 2 acres and odd of wet land 
lie im the Neendakara A pakuthi of Agasteeswaraim taluk. The lands 

-held by the female servants called Sambandhaproverthikars lie in and 
around the Fort close to the temple. Soalso are the lands granted to 
Sri Pandara Pillai, Ochans, Kamukara Veetan and Peruvannan. 
These grantees were generally given only one garden probably for hous- 
ing them. Among the grantees Attor Chaliyan got the biggest: share. 
He was given as many as 16 gardens and he has alienated one and all of 
them. Out of the total area of 69 acres 69 cents held by the grantees, 
34 acres 20 cents are under alienation both by saleand by otti. Several 
of these sales and ottis are more than 75 and 50 years old. In respect 
of 18 acres 77 cents Government have already passed orders of resump- 
tion. In pursuance of these resumption orders, proceedings were 
instituted against the alienees under the Land Conservancy Regulation 
and they were evictec from 3°32 acres. Kizhakkumvathykkal Kurup 
(one of the three Thirumenikaval Kuruppanmars) was removed under 
Command from his office in the temple as he failed to redeem his alien- 
ated Inam holdings and in consequence he has sued Government in 
Q. S.No. 122 of 1105 on the file of ths Trivandrum District Court for 
his reinstatement with arrears of emolumenis due. to him for the period 
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he was out of office. Two of the aliences aftected by the resumption 
ordérs have also sued Government in O, 8. Nos. 87 of 1107 and 12 of 
1108 on the file of the same court. These are under various stages at 
present. 


4. Granthavaries relating to the grants to all the said families except 
3 viz., Thekkay Veetn, Keezhay Veetu and Panayara Veetu are available. 
Thekkay Veetu and Keezhay Veetu families did not hold any Inam lands 
at the time of the last Settlement. No records are available to show 
that these two families held any such lands at the Settlements of 992 
andi012. Granthavaries relating to the grants to these other digni- 
tories and servants unlike in the case of grants to Arnmadom Pillamars 
-do not appear to be copies of Neettus (title deeds) waking the granis 
but they seem to be Vilangiper accounts prepared at the Setilement of 
926 M. H.in the names of these grantees for the lands held by them 
under their respective grants. The Granthavari rélating to Srikaranam 
Palliadi gives its date as 9th Ani 928 and that relating to Poovapalli 
gives its date as 20th Masi 933 while the Granthavaries relating to the 
remaining grantees omii to give their dates though a few of them give 
the year as 925 M.&. The Vilangiper accounts of the Settlements of 
992 and 1012 in the names’ of these grantees are however found invari- 
ably to make reference to the Anu'hava Olas (deeds of grant) issued t> 
these grantees under Sign Manual on the date, Sth Ani 924 mM. Ez, 
These Vilangiper accounts chiefly of the Settlement of 992 are found to 
recite the production of the Anubhava Olas of 924 in that Settlement 
enquiry by the respective grantees to prove their title to the Inam 
holdings. But none of those old Anubhava Olas are with the grantees 
at present. They must have been lost or destroyed by influx of time. 
The Vilangiper accounts seém to establish that the grants to these other 
dignitories and servants were in the year 924 uw. B. i. «, some 4 years 
prior to the grants to Arumadathil Pillamars. The Granthavaries re- 
lating to all these grants clearly and in detail set forth the Inam lands 
and the cooked vice and other perquisites covered by the grants. With 
one exception, they also set forth in detail the various servives or sup- 
plies the respective grantees have to render or make in the temple by 
Virtue of the grants. The exception in this respect is the Granthavari 
relating to the grant to Poovapalli. It dvuesnot refer to any service 
which the grantee has tc render on account of the grant. The Vilan- 
giper accounts of the Settlement of 992 mu. 5. so far available and col- 
lected also set forth the services attached to these grants. The Vilangi- 
per accounts of the Settlement of 1012 on the other hand do not always 
set forth the services the grantees have to render. But they as a rule 
refer to the Anubhava Olas issued to the grantees under the date 
9-11-924, The Settlement Registration Cases relating to Inam holdings 
covered by these grants are not all available. These cases of some of 
the pakuthies in the early settled taluks of which Trivandrum is one 
appear to have been destroyad by the Settlement authorities themselves. 
Registation casos in the names of 18 of the grantee--families ave avail- 
able... ‘They have been obtained and perused. In these, the grantees 
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have admitted the service-inam nature of the grants. Though ordinary 
pattas were issued in 1068 for these Inam lands, instead of title deeds 
specifying the services to which they are attached, the Settlement 
Dewan Peishkar subsequently caused the grantees to surrender their 
pattas and passed a second order in the respective registration cases in 
1078 or 1079 in exercise of his revisional powers directing to note the 
services attached to the grants in the remarks zolumn of the pattas 
relating {o them before they ave reissued to the grantees. Accordiugly 
services appear to have been noted in the pattas but many of these 
patias are found still left with the records in the registration cases 
without being taken back by the grantee-pattadava. ‘The grantecs even 
now admit the Service Inan: nature of these grants. Though the © 
omission to issue title deeds specifying the services to whieh these inam 
grants are attached as provided by Section 24 of the Settlement. Pro- 
clamation is a defect, yet the Granthavaries-‘and the Vilangiper accounts 
of the Settlements of 992 and 1012 strongly go to establish that the 
lands covered by all these grants are Inams for rendcring specified 
services in the Mathilagom which the grantees ure still rendering. The 
records relating to the grants to Srikaranam Palliadi and Poovapalli 
however exhibit certain peculiarities about those grants. These peculi- 
avities and their bearing on the nature of those grants will be examined 
in more detail below when the grant to each individual family is taken 
up separately and considered. : 


* §. The lands- granted to all these families are Karuvelamkulam 
- Madomvaka lands as seen from the Granthavarieg and the tenure of all 
the grants is described in them as Karnvelamkulamvaka Anubhogam. 
In later years however the tenure of some of the holdings appears to 
have got modified. The change was chiefly in respect of wet lands. 
The families to which wet lands were also granted are thosc of Srikaras 
nam Palliadi, Thiruzisnikaval Kuuppanmars, Poovapalli, Kooshapara 
Nayazs and Puthukattil Nulayars. The tenure of the Inam wet lands 
held by Srikaranaw Palliadi got changed inta Srikarana Virathi while 
the garden retained its original Anubhogam tenure. The wet lands 
held by Thirumenikaval Kuruppanmars came to be described as Thakkole 
Viruthi the gardens retaining their original Anubhogam tenure. Some - 
of the gardens held by these Kurappanmars are described as Thakkole 
Virathi in the Settlement Register but their lekkom and’ name show 
that they were originally wet lands subsequently converted into gardens. 
The gardens and the wet lands granted to Poovapalli got their tenure’ 
ehanged from Annhhogam into Karar..« while the tenure of the wet 
lands held by Koozhnpara Nayars got converted into Virwiht, the 
gardens retaining their original Anubhogam tenure. As regards the 
landa held by Nulayars. both wet and garden lands got their tenure 
changed into Keyattd Viruthi. T am not aware of aay rule or practice 
under which -fadihogam tenure could automatically get converted into 
_ Virnthi or Karaniua tenure. My attempt to find out when and haw 
the tetinve of thesa wet lands got changed from Anubhogam intc 
Viruthi hag proved futile. It seems to have been the practice in South 
Travancore to designate Service Inam wet lands as .Virutht and the 
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Service Inam gardens as Atubhogam. Probably the modification in 
the name of the tenure of the wet lands covered by these grants was 
brought about through the influence of the above practice. The add- 
tion of the words Srikavanam, Thakole, and Kayaitu (Kayaru . Coir): 
to the term Viruthi in describing the tenure of the wet lands held by 
Srikaranam Paliadi, Thirvumenikaval Kurappanmars and Nulayars res- 
‘pectively are simply intended to denote the nature of the service 
attached tothem. They have no other intrinsic meaning. The. grant 
to Poovapalli was also under Anubhogam tenure as seen from the Gran-. 
thavari relating ta it. It describes the grant as Kuruvelankulanra ca 
Anubhogam and imposes Anubhogamighavaram on wet and garden lands .. 
covered by the grant. In the Settlement of 992, the lands aprear to” 
have been registered under Karanma tenure. Thattenure was continu-- 
ed in the Settlement of 1012 and the last Settlement. I sha.i examine 
this change in the tenure in more detail when the grant to tris family” 
is taken up separately and dealt with. Survey Nos. 996/A, 996/C, L259 
and. 800 of the Vauchiyoor pakuthi included in the list referred to in para | 
2 above are not of Sri Pandaravaga tenure but of Pandaravaga tenure. 
They are not properties covered by any of the original grants. They 
are on the other hand either properties held by the respective grantees 
independent of the grants from Sri Pandaravaga or Pandaravaga lands 
granted in exchange for the gardens covered hy the original grants and 
acquired by Government subsequently for public purposes. The nature 
and liability of these 4 haldings will be considered in detail when the 
individual families which hold them are dealt with separately. 
6. Anubhogam tenure is both a Personal Inam tenure as well asa. 
Service Inam tenure. It has been deseribed by the Dewan Ramiengar 
thus:—" This consists of assignments for proverthi or services and 
families”. (tem 21 in Appendix XVII to his memorandum on .the, 
Revenue Survey and Settlement of Travancore), It is subject to Otti- 
vilakkom if it is a Personal Inam grant. If the grant is for service it is 
inalienable by tbe grantee. Whether a holding of Anubhogam tenure 
ig Personal Inam or Service Inam has to be ascertained from the terms 
of the grant. As forthe Anubhogam grants under consideration their 
Service Inam nature is evidenced beyond all doubt by the Grantha- 
varies and Vilangipers relating to them which set out in clear terms 
the services which the grantees have to render in Sri Padmanabhaswami 
Temple on account of theInams. ‘The fact thatthe tenure of the wet 
lands covered by the grants.is recorded as Viruthi does not make any 
change in the nature of their grant because Viruthi tenure is @ pure 
and simple Service Inam tenure.. Thus the termgof the grants a5 evi- 
denced by the Granthavaries and Vilangiper accounts of 992 and 1012 
and the tenure under which the grants were made conclusively establish 
that the lands held by these other dignitories and servants of the temple 
in question are Service Inams granted to them. for.renderiag the 
services which they are now rendering. 
"7. Tn connection with these Service Inam grants the. following 
be general questions which the Government have referred $0. me arise for: 
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cénsideration. ‘They are (1) the desirability of amending the Service 
Inam Proclamation of 1068 with a view to extend the procedure pres- 
eribed in the Land Conservancy Regulation to.resumption proceedings : 
(2) payment of compensation for improvements in the case uf lands 
alienated by the original grantees ; and (3) whether these Service Inams 
may not be enfranchised and provision made for the services otherwise 
than by land grants, at any rate, as regards the lands already alienated , 
& Desirability of amenting the Service Inam Proclamation.— It 
does not seem that there is any necessity to amend the Proclamation. 
with a view to extend the procedure prescribed in the Land Conser- 
vancy Regulation to resumption proceedings under it because there 
exists no difficulty at present in instituting proceedings under the Land 
Conservancy Regulation againstthe recalcitrant alienees to evict them 
from holdings resumed ‘by Government under the provisions of the 
Proclamation, As per Uxplanation 1 to Section 3 (1) of the Regulation, 
lands held by Government by the right of resumption is praperty of 
Government. The resumption under the Service Inam Proclamation 
is made by Government and not by any other authority. Hence from 
the date of the order of resumption, the resumed bolding is property 
of Government till it is re-attached to the services or otherwise disposed 
of; Though the Inam holding ig Sri Pandaravaga, it does not become 
Sri Pandaravaga as soon as the resumption order is passed by Govern- 
ment. On tne other hand, it becomes the property of Government by 
the resumption order aud continues to be so till it is transferred to Sri 
Pandaravaga for re-aitachment to the service or for disposal otherwise. 
Hence there exists nothing wrong or illegal in instituting proceedings 
under ‘the Tuand Conservancy Regulation against the recalcitrant 
océupant of the land in respect of which Government have passed an 
order of resumption under the Proclamation. But the real difficulty 
seems to lurk in another quarter. I mean the applicability of the 
Service Fnam Proclamation of 1068 to the Sri Pandavavaga Service 
Insms. ‘Sri Padmanabhaswami Temple isthe premier Devaswom in 
the State owning extensive jenmom propertics known as Sri Pandara- 
_ vaga lands, The management of the temple and its endowments ig 
theoretically vested in a Council of 9: members of whom 8 have full 
Votes and the Sth, the Sovereign has half a vote. Hence the consti- 
tation is known as the Ettarayogam or the Council of 8$ members. 
“By vittue of the half vote enjoyed: by the Sovereign, the whole 
management and supervision of the temple vésts in the Sovereign who 
appoints the Aeceseary establishments and atranges for the due perfér- 
maves of the service". (Land Revenue Manual Vol. I. Introduction 
poge xxix). Tt is not an incorporated Devaswom. It is exchuded 
from. the scope‘of the Devaswom Proclamation.. Though its lands are 
adbiinistered by special officers under the Land Revenue Department - 
of the State, the receipts from these lands are not included in the 
general revenues but kept separate to constitute the Sri Pandaravaga 
Fund:.. Mhe expenditure in. the. temple is met from this fund. The 
balk of the.land pays.rajabhogam to the Sirkar, Unlike in the case 
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of Sirkar Devaswoms, the payments due to the temple on those landa 
are kept distinct in the revenue accounts and separate patias for the 
two classe: of dues have been issued to the ryots in the last Settlement. 
From these facts the position of the Devaswom would appear to be one 
of a private Devaswom under the management of the Soversign.. It 
seems that it cannot be said to be a Sirkar Devacwom like the other 
incorporated Sirkar Devaswoms in the State. Section 24 of the Settle- 
ment Proclamation which lays down the rules for the settlement of 
Inams both Personal and Service, excludes from its scope all favourably 
assessed lands of Devaswoms, Brahmaswoms and Madampimars and 
the Sirkar Erayili lands, that is to aay, the seckion excludes from its 
scope all Jenmivaga Inams and the Sirkar Hrayili. lands. Para 1-of the 
said section deals with the Service Inams, 7. ¢., Service Inams not being 
Jenmivaga Service Inams, and the Sirkar Hirayilies. The Service 
Inam Proclamation of 1068 is intended as seen from its preamble, to 
remove doubts about the effect of certain provisions of Section 24 of 
the Settlement Proclamation on Service Inamg and para [ of the Pro- 
clamation of 1068 says that the provisions of paras 6 and 7 of Section 24 
of the forner Proclamation shall not be taken to apply to Service Intms 
described in para 1 of that section. As such it seems that the prohi- 
bition against alienation contained in para 2 of the Proclamation of 
1068 has reference only to State. Service Inams and not to Jenmivaga 
Inams. The object and scope of the Proclamation of 1068 were ex- 
plained as follows in the Administration HReport of 1068. “ There are 
certain specific State se-vices for the due performance of which grants 
of land have been made by Government free of tax. The institution 
has been. in existence fram time immemorial.. In the interests of these 
services and asa safeguard against unauthorised alienations, &. Royal 
Proclamation was issued under date Ist Hdavom 1068 rehabitating the 
long recognised usage, governing these tenures”. This makes it clear 
that the Proclamation was intended to apply only to Inams granted for 
State services. Services in a Sirkar Devaswom will of course. fall 
within the meaning of State services. (Kochupilla Kalyani, Lek- 
shmi Thevi reported in XXV. T. L. R, page 26). But services to he 
tendered to a Jenmi whether Devaswom, Brahmaswom or Madampi 
will not be State services. Hence if the position of the Sri Padma- 
nabbaswami Devaswom is only that of a private Devaswom and not 
that of a Sirkar Devaswom, the services to be rendered in that 
Devaswom cannot be treated as State services and the Inam Procla- 
mation of 1068 cannot apply to the inams attached to those services. 
Tt may also be noted in this connection that Government in their letter 
No. Dis. 869/25, dated 11-7.1925 addressed to the Head Sitkar Vakil 
have admitted that there is no law declaring Sri Pandaravaga waste 
lands | as lands at the disposal of Government and as such the Forest 
Regtilation will ndt apply ta those lands. In the above circumstances 
it soems to me to be advisable to take powers for resumption of the 
alienated Sri Pandaravaga Service Inams by the issue of a fresh Pxo- 
clamation. a ; 
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9. Payment of compensation for improvements effected by the 
alienees or grantees in the Inam holdings. This question is beset with. 
great difficulties as there is no specific provision in respect of it in the 
Service Inam Proclamation and the case law is indefinite. The Law 
Officers of Government have advised them differently on different 
occasions and these legal opinions which are often found to conflict 
with each other have all been accepted by Government and acted upon. 
Payment of compensation is also a big question as it involves a pretty 
large amount. Out of the total area of 69 acres 69 cents covered by 
these grants 46 acres 5 cents are garden lands. Some of the wet Jands 
have also been converted, planted and built upon, raising the acreage 
of the lands in respect of which claim for cost of improvements could 
be advanced by the parties to 49 acres 81 cents. The enquiry has dis- 
closed that nearly 78% of the above area is within the town and that 
the major portion thereof ig even in the heart of the Town. All these 
lands have been improved to a very great extent both by the grantees 
as well as their alienees, by planting them up with taxable trees and 
by putting up costly buildings. Thecost of improvements as roughly 
estimated by the grantees and the alienees examined in the enquiry 
goes up tothe large amount of Rs. 57,500 and odd. The opinions given 
by the Law Officers of the State on different occasions and the case 
law on the subject are examined below 


10. In connection with the resumption on account of alienation by 
mortgage of the building and plantation in the Service Inam holding 
comprised in Survey No. 360 of the Vanchiyoor pakuthi held by Kaippalli 
family (ons of the Naluveeters among Sambandhaproverthicars), the 
Head Sirkar Vakil in his letter No. 61, dated 29-82-1993 advised 
G+ verhment that the term “land” in the Service Inam Proclamation 
wouid ie ude buildings and plantations thereon and that therefore 
they iuay be resumed under the Proclamation. Government accepted 
thie opn:ion in their order Dis. No. 623/23/Rev., dated 25-5-1923 (copy 
attacied) and resumption of the building and plantation under mort- 
gage was ordered 


11. In similar ease relating to Areekara family (one of the Aru. 
madom Piliamars) in which the hypothecatee ofa Kudumbaporuthi 
holding which was presumed to be Service Inam, brought to court sale 
the building and other improvements thereon and the court allowed the 
sale, the then Additional Head Sirkar Vakil, Mr, Subba Iyer in his 
letter No, 392, dated 30-8-1923 (copy attached) advised Government 
that they might at the instance of the junior members. of the grantée’s 
family resume the sold building and other improvements on the land 
nnder the Service Inam Proclamation and that if the purchaser in the 
auction sale goes to court he may be non-suited under Section 7 A 
(Sect,.8 now) of the Civil Procedure Code for want of Government 

| sanction to ste in respect of Service Inam holdings which the section 
requices. For this opinion, the Additional Head Sirkar Vakil relied on 
‘the High Court ruling in A. 8. No. 306 of 1091 (copy attached). Thia 
opinion was accepted by Government and the holding including 


45 


Improvements was resumed. ‘I'he resumption has occasioned the suit 
QO. 8. No. 111 of 1105 against the Sirkar by the purchaser and it is still 
pending. 

12. In another case the same Additional Head Sirkar Vakil in the 
capacity of the Head Sizkar Vakil advised Government in his letter 
No. 2154 dated 26-11-1923 (copy attached) that action tio resume under 
the Service Inam Proclamation should not be taken summarily, that 
there must be an enquiry as to improvements and an offer to pay value 
thereof, and that if the alienee refuses to surrender even after that, steps 
might be taken to resume the Inam holding and evict the alienee. The 
ease related to the Service Inam (Survey No. 2894 of I[ranimuttom 
pakathi) held by Karavalli family, one of the Etiuveeters among the 
Sambandhaproverthikars. The Additional Head Sirkar Vakil further 
observed in his opinion that it is a matter for consideration whether the 
value of improvements should not be recovered from the person who 
has moved for the resumption. The reasons for which the above posi- 
tion was taken were explained by the Additional Head Sirkar Vakil in 
charge, a3 follows :—‘* The alienation in question was several years 
prior to the Service [nam Froclamation of 1068. The alienee was 
thus originally in lawful possession of the property. He advanced 
money and made improvements. The Proclamation declares ail alie- 
nations both past and future void and says “it shall be competent to 
resume the land so alienated” thereby conferring power on Govern- 
ment to resume. It is equivalent to saying the Government may 
TOSUME........c0ceeee Tf so, the exercise of this power, asin the case of 
every other power, should not be arbitrary. The mortgagee at leastin 
equity is therefore entitled to the value of improvements made by him.” 
This opinion was also accepted by Government and acted upon in 

_ several cases till 1927. ; 


183. In1927, the Head Sirkar Vakil, Mr. V. 8. Subramonia Iyer in 
his letter No. 122, dated 3/17-1-1927 (copy attached) giving his advice 
to Government on the general question of claim for the value of im- 
provements effected on Service Inam lands by the grantees or their 
‘alienees observed as follows:—The policy of the courts in Travancore 
has always been in favour of the persons who make improvements and 
thereby enhance the value of the property. It has been held that even 
a trespasser is entitled to the value of improvements. This general 
rule, however, must be subject to exceptions. One of such exceptions 
would be when a person gets into possession of land with the full know- 
Jedge that he is not entitled to such possession and puts up costly 
buildings and makes other costly improvements with a view to make 
recovery of land from him difficult. The circumstances that a man 
takes a transfer of property which is prohibited by law and with the 
knowledge that it is an illegal and void transaction and therefore as a 
mere speculation may constitute another exception. An authoritative 
pronouncement by the High Court on the subject in respect of. the ex. 
ceptions enumerated can alone settle the law, Mr. Subramonia Iyer 
said that he is not aware of any ruling on the point and that till such a 
ruling comes, no definite statement aa to the respective rights of the 
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Government and the alienee can be made. 8ohe advised Government 
that before resuming the alienated inam the valué of the buildings and 
other improvements thereon may be realised to be held in deposit or 
sufficient security for the same may-be taken from the party to whom 
the land may be given afterreaumption. The above opinion was reit- 
erated by Mr. Subramoni Iyer in his letter No. 123, of the same date 
(copy attached) on the subject of resumption of the alienated Service 
Inam of Karavalli family referred to in the previous para. Mr. Subra- 
monia Lyer said that the question of improvements is one that does not 
admit of a categorical answer but it means only. that at the most, 
Government may have to pay the present holder of the land the value 
of improvements effected by him and nothing more as the alienation 
itself is void under the Proclamation, If the alienee ia not agreeable 
to receive this value of his improvements and surrender the land, 
Government may resume the holding under the . Proclamation leaving 
the alienee 40 claim the value of improvements. through court, 
According to the opinion of Mr. Subba Iyer the alienee in such an 
atiempt of his can only fail because he can be nonsnited under Section 7 
A (Section 8 now) of the Civil Procedure Code. 


14, It is noteworthy that Mr. Subramonia Iyer in his opinion on 
the general question of the claim for value of improvements, above 
referred fo, has adverted to A. 8. No. 436 of 1097 (copy attached) in 
which the High Court allowed the grantee to recover the cost of the 
building put up by him on the Service Inam holdirg before it was 
resummed under the Proclamation on his default to render the services. 
The grantee had iu another suit already recovered the value of planta- 
tions from Governinent. According to Mr. Subramonis Iyer, this case 
is not covered by either of the two exceptions enunciated by him, because 
in it, the grantee bad been put on the land and the intention of the 
grantor and the grantee must have been that the land should be made 
habitable and profitable for the residence and enjoyment of the grantée 
and his suscessors. Hence buildings put up at.a reasonable cost and 
plantations made on the land should in fairness and equity be paid for 
on resumption. Mr. Subramonia Iyer is however silent on the point 
whether an alienee who got mortgage of the holding with buildings:and 
plantations thereon made by the grantee is entitled té recover in equity 
the cost of such buildings and other improvements towards his mort- 
Gage amount. It is a matter for consideration whether i¢ will not be 
inequitable to refuse to the innocent alienee the reliefs. which area allowed 
to the defaulting grantee-alienors. . ‘ : 


15. In A. 8. No. 436 of 1097 above referred to, the grantée was 
Kayyalathu family, one of the Naluvecters among the Saxtibandhiaptovet- 
thikars in Sri Padmansbhaswami Temple. The Granthavard and 
Vilangiper accounts whieh disclose the terms of this giant’ do not 
contain snything whieh can be construed to disclise that it was the 
intention of the grantor and the grantee that thé latter should put up 
building on and plant up the holding for her habitation aiid ehjoynivilt. 
They timply say thit the grantee is to enjoy the Thm for’ ail titie 
rettdering the prescribed servites: The High Coutt howéver in that 
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case seeing that the grantee female was to rander menial services daily 
in the temple and that the Inam holding is situated close by the temple, — 
mate the inference that the intention of both the grantor and the 
grantee must be that the grantee should put up building in the grant . 
for her to live in and should make plantations in it to make it more 
valuable for her enjoyment. If this inference made in this particular 
case is accepted, the same will hold good in the case of the grants to all 
the 17 families of Sambandhaproverthikars aud most of the other 
servants because all of them have to render services daily in the temple 
and their grants are situsted close to the temple. Hence if’ the ruling” 
in the above case is taken as the final ruling on the point all these 

. grantees have to be paid compensation for the improvements they have 
effected, when their Inams are resumed for default. 

16, The abdve resume shows that the conflicting opinions given. by 
the Law Officers of the State on different occasions were due to the 
strict interpretation of the provisions of law on the subject on the one 
hand and to the equitable considerations on the other. The general 
question has not come before the High Court for decision and one 
cannot be certain whether the two exceptions enunciated by Mr. V. S. 
Subramonia Iyer will be accepted by that court.. Many of the. atiena- 
tions: relating to the grants in guestion are older than the Service Inam 
Proclamation of 1068 the applicability of which to this class of Service 
Inams is even doubtful. From the trend of the High Court ruling. in 
A. &. No. 436 of 1097,.it is to be inferred that the courts are likely to. 
feel inclined on considerations of equity to favour the grantees and. 
their alienees by allowing the cost of improvements when the holdings 
are resumed. . 

17. Whether any of these Service Inama can be enfranchised by 
making arrangements. to. get the servic. s done by money payment. —The 
Service Inam institution in itself.is not in Keeping with the spirit of the 
present time. It was so felt even 50 years ago: when the last Settle. 
ment was inaugurated. In that Settlement, the Nayar Viruthies which 
formed the bulk of the Service Inams were abolished. The Service Inam 
institution. was, useful and advantageous to the parties concerned at one 
time when supplies and services through paid agencies could not he 
depended. upon owing to sparseness of population and absence of easy 
communication. ‘Che time has changed. The population has grown. 
The country. has been opened: up with roads and swift conveyances.. 
Eduoation has’ spregd among the magses and the standard of life 
has vigen.. ‘Phe spread of education has served to create a consciousness 
of individual rights. No, one mow likes to be in bandage. Every. body. 
wants freedom. in, thoughtand action. Service Inam institution serves 
to perpetuate. servitude and poverty.. Take the ease of the 17 families 
of the, Sambandhaproverthikars or the 8 families of Koozhapara Nayars. 
These families must have been poor when they agreed te render menial 
services in the temple centuries ago. All those among these families 
which, still stick to the service are sti poor and occupy the lowest rung 
of the sogial ladder without.any progress. Their deplorable condition, 
I think, is,dug to. this Service Inam, institution whieh ties them down to, 
the menial services to which they have contracted centuries ago. 
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18. Qué of 39 grantee-families under consideration 33 are Nayar . 
families, The Nayar Regulation with its new law uf inheritance and . 
partition has completely undermined the solidarity and permanency of . 
Nayar Tarwads which under the old law stood like a rock against all 
weather for centuries without any change in its character and soli- 
darity. The Service Inam under consideration are grants to families 
aud not to individuals and families are breaking up daily, as it were,. 
under the new partition law. Families of Karali, Kulatheor and 
Kaippalli among Sambandhaproverthikars and 6 out of 8 families of 
Koozhapara Nayars have already undergone individual partition during: 
the last decade and ail these except one have divided per capita the. : 
Inam lands he'd by them. Though formal partition has not yet been 
effected in Chuttumandapam and Mankaramutiom Hast! families,: the 
different branches of those families are enjoying their Shares in the 
Inam holdings separately under family arrangements. The families of 
Karali, Chuttumandapsam, Mankaramuttom Hast, Thekkey Veetu, - 
Kaippalli and Punnakkal divided among their branches the services 
attached to the Inams and each branch is rendering its quota of service © 
and getting its share of perquisites separately on its own receipt. Thus . 
Devaswom authorities themselves are found to be forced to recognise 
the division of services among several branches of the family brought 
to being by family arrangement or partition. From the partition ‘of 
‘Inams and services attached to them, difficulties of various kinds are 
likely to arise in rendering the contracted services by the family. The 
grantor too will in course of time find it difficult to exact the work 
from the grantee-families. These families cling on to the institution - 
on account of poverty. They are not continuing the services willingly. 
Whenever a family grows a little prosperous and feels itself strong 
enough to stand on its own legs, it defaults to render the services and 
gives up the Inam grant. Kayyalathu and Mankaramuttam West 
families are instances, All these clearly show that the institution of 
Servioe Inam is not in keeping with the times and it is high time to put 
an end to it. ; 


19. Eeonomically also these Service Inams are disadvantageous. To 
keep the institution alive, alienation and partition of these Inams have 
to be strictly prohibited, When that is dane the grantees will lose all 
interest in improving them. The majority of the Inam holdings lie in - 
the heart of the Town. The grantees are generally poor people. They 
cannot afford to put up costly buildings and make the holdings more ~ 
valuable and remunerative. The few who might.scrape up the. neces: .. 
eary funds will think twice before they embark gn improving-the Inam 
because they have no title aver them. The holdings which are very 
valuable properties even without any improvements on account of their 
situation in the heart of the Town will remain.so much a dead capital . 
without bringing either to the grantee or the grantor any appreciable | 
income.in proportion to their value. ; . 

20. It does not seem that there will be any difficulty to. make 
arrangements to get the services rendered by agencies paid in money. 
The grantees who have only to supply certain specified articles for - 
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which they are paid at certain fixed rates can be conveniently te dis- 
pensed with and articles supplied through contractors. Cocoanut oil 
which the Pulvai Moopan had to prepare and supply to the temple is 
now got on contract. Coir ropes which the Nulayars had to supply are 
now goat on contract as they have not been making the supply for the 
last 20 years and more. Similarly the supply of cotton yarn ropes can 
with convenience be got on contract. Excluding these supply-grantees 
there remain only some dignitories and Nair menials. The dignitories 
can be compensated by money payments, As regards the wenials, they 

- seém to be quite willing to continue on money paytaents instead of on 
Inams if they are enfrauchised and registered to them. If any of them 
were to commit default there will be no difficulty to find another to 
take his or her place. In the case of several families of these menials, 
the Inams themselves have got out of their hands on alienation and 
eveu in the case of these who are still in enjoyment of their Inams the 
ircome they derive therefrom does not seem at all considerable. They 
estimate the income from the Inam at about Rs. 2 to 8 per mensem 
over and above the habitation it provides the family. These grantees 
will be highly pleased if they sre allowed monthly pay at Hs, 5 or 
thereabout in addition to the cooked rice and other perquisites attached 
to she service and the Inam is enfranchised and registered to them. In 
this connection it is likely that a question of prestige Will arise. 1b may 
be asked whether an arrangement to get the work done in the temple, 
by paid agencies will not affect the time honoured prestige of the 

-premier Devaswom in the State. The only answer I can find to this 
question ig that it is not possible to maintain the so called prestige any 
more, based as it is on an institution which is out of date and conseée- 
quently dead. ; 

21, In connection with the propasal to enfranchise these Service 
Inamg, the following points axise for consideration :~-() When enfran- 
chised, to whom should the inams be registered, to the grantee-family 
or to the alienee now in occupation? (2) Whether any Vilayartham 
should be recovered and ifso at what rate? (3) What would be the 
financial effect of the scheme on Sri Pandaravaga which has to vompen- 
sate the grantees by monthly salary in money? These questions are 
considsred one by one below. 


(1) Enfranchisement of these Inams is proposed ag the Service 
Inam institution does not fit in with the present times and is intended 
to better the condition of. the grantees. Hence it requires no argu- 
ment to recommend that such of the Inam holdings as are in the enjoy- 
ment of the grantee-families should be registered to them. In the case 
of Inams under alienation by sales and ottis im respect of which the 
grantee-families have lost the equity of redemption may be registered 
to the alienees who would hold title to the lands if they were not Ser- 
vice Inams. In the case of Inam wnder otti in which the grantee still 
-owns the equity of redemption, the first chance to take registry may 
be given tothe grantee and if he fails. the ottidar may be allowed 
registry. “The registries have to be on Svi Pandaravaga Pattom fenure 
on full assessment as fixed at the last Settlement. 
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(2) On enfranchisement of the Inams, the Sti Pandaravaga bas 
to pay for the services the grantecs have been rendering. The grantee 
had no title tothe Inam. He bad only occupancy right. By enfran- 
chisement his right of mere occupancy is converted into one of owner- 
ship. Hence itis nothing but proper that he should pay @ reasonable 
value of the holding over and above the full assessment which will be 
imposed. To recover the market value of the holding will bring no 
advantage to the grantec-family which has been in the enjoyment of 
it as if ib were its own for the last two centuries. In the last Settle- 
ment the rate of Vilayartham that was recovered in enfranchising simi- 
lar Service Inams was 25 times the Settlenient full assessment. (Vide 
paragraph 135 (0) of the Settlement Final Report). This rate may be 
applied ia the case of all wetlands and garden lands situated outside the 
Trivandtum Town. As regards the [nams which are garden and 
situated within the Town, the said rate cannot be said to be in 
any way reasonable. These garden lands mostly are in the heart of 
the Town. They are all very valuabie lands as building sitesand their 
present maiket price is found to range between Rs. 75 to 150 per cent. 
In the last Settlement, the patiom fixed on these gardens happeus to 
be rather very low because they contained few taxable trees at the time. 
For example take the case of Ponnandaseri purayidom (Survey Nos. 
§60/308-304-305 &s.) covered by the grant to Ponnandaseri family. 
It now covers 14 cents and contains 10 Brahmin houses forming a 
Brahmin Street just to the south of the Sri Padinanabhaswami Temple. . 
The Settlement pattom on these 14 cents together is only 3 Chs. 1 Cash- 
Twenty-five times of thisis only Rs 2 Chs. 20 Cash 9, while the pre- 
sent market value of these 14 cents will be not less than Rs. 1,400. In 
view of the peculiar valuable nature of these Inam gardens within the 
Town a Vilayartham based on the unit of area seems to be proper. 
I would accordingly propose a Vilayartham of Rs. 10 per cent. In 
view of the present economic depression and consequent scarcity of 
money, this Vilayartham may be allowed to be paid in 10 equal annual 
instalments, 


(3) Financial effect.—The total area of the grants as per the 
list referred to in para 1 ig 69 acres 69 cents. Of this 4 acres 22 98 cente 
relate to holdings not attached toor ceased tobe attached to the ser. 
vices the grantees are rendering. This leaves 65 acres 46:02 cents as 
Inams standing attached to services at present. Of this, 28 acres 84 
cents are wet and 42 acres 12°02 cents are garden lands. A consoli- 
dated statement thereof showing the full pattom, rajabhogam due +o 
Government and iax payable to Sri Pandaravaga as per. the last Settle. 
Ment and the additional tax which would acrue to Sri Pandatavaga by 
enfranchisement and registry on Pattom tenure is prepared and atta. 
ched. It may be seen therefrom shat Sri Pandaravaga by such 
registty will be getting by way of assessment an additional recurrin, 
revenue of 4]6 parahs € edangalies of paddy and Fs. 1047 Chs. 3 
Cash 15. The paddy portion when converted into money at. the 
Settlement rate of Che. 11 per parah will amount to Fs, 1146 Chao 
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Cash 18. Thus the total addition to the ayacut revenue of Sri Pandara- 
vaga will be Fs. 2193 Chs. 3 Cash. 12 or Bs. 813 Chs. 11 Cash 12. 
Another statement showiug the amount of Vilayartham at the rate of 
25 times the full assessment on all wet lands and such of the garden 
lands situated outside the Towu and at Re, 10 per cent on garden 
lands situated within the Town is also prepared and attached. It may, 
be seen therefrom that a total sum of Rs. 36,988-11-15 can be realised 
by way of Vilayartham. This sum at 4 per cent per annum will bring 
inan income of Rs 1,479-15-0. his income togrther with the increase 
of Rs. 8313-11-12 under ayacuk makes up a total additional recurring 
income of Rs, 1792-26-12 to the Sri Pandaravaga per annum. It may 
be noted that in making the above ealculations the assessment and 
Vilayartham that could be imposed on 1 86 acres in Survey Nos. 1740, 
1996 and 2044 of the Chengazhacherry pakuthi purchased and given to 
Thirumenikaval Kaitharavilakathu Kurup in exchange of his Inam 
garden registered away by Government on Pandarapatiom to its alienee 
hag not been taken into accountas the fax thereon was written off as soon 
as purchased and their reassessment on Sri Pandaravaka Anubhogam 
tenure is still left penting. Their re-assessment also will add their 
quota of increase to the sayacut and the Vilayartham. At the next 
Settlement the tex on these enfranchised Town lands is sure to go up 
and the Sri Pandaravaga stands only to gain then. Hven leaving ott 
of consideration the expected increase a‘ the next Settleinent, the above 
annual recurring additional income to Sri Pandaravaga under the 
scheme will, I think, enable 1t to meet the expenditure by way of pay to 
the grantec-dignitories and servants. 

22. Thus. by enfranchisement of these Inamson the lines proposed 
ahove, the Sri Pandaravaga will not bea looser but only # gainer in 
course of time. It will also be able to exercise hetter disciplinary cone 
trol over these servants. The proposa! ta enfranchise has gct other 
advantages. as well. It will save Government from the unplegsant 
task of driving many poor families out of their homes which gave them 
shelter fur the last several decades. It willenable the Government to 
avoid the vexed question of payment of compensation for improvemente 
in respect of which the law is amorphous and doubtful. Italso will 
enable the Government to steer cub of the difficulty arising from the 
delicate question whether the Service Iuam Proclamation.of 1068 is 
applicable to Sri Pandaravaga Service Inams. ‘her sev decidande of 
“the proposal: to enfranchise is to put to an end to the service inam insti- 
tution-which does not ff in with the present times and thereby to 
better the condition of the grantee families of the cervanta of the 
temple. With these objects, the enfranchisement of these Inams may 
be made on the lines proposed above by the isaue of a Royal Procla- 
mation. -In the Proclamation powers may aiso be taken to resurze the 
Jnams and evict the occupants if the grantee or the alienee entitled to 
take registry fails to take it under the terms of the Proclamation. 

93. . Having thus disposed of the general questions arising in connec. 
sion with these Service Inams, [ shall nexi proceed tu consider the 
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grant to each family separately and record my opinion in each case as 
required of me by Government. 


1. Srikaranam Palliadi. 


Srikaranaim Palliadi as already observed is the Nayar meuiber of 
the Ettarayogam in which the management of Sri Padmanabhaswami 
Temple Devaswom is theoretically vested. He has to be present when 
the Yogam meets in the temple to transact business and to perform 
certain functions under the auspices of the Yogam. He was granted 
Sri Pandaravaga Imam lands in Palkulangara Adhikaram of 
Trivandrum taluk, Nemom Adhikaram of Neyyattinkara taluk and in 
Neendakara Adhikaram of Agasteeswaram taluk. The Anubhava Ola 
making the grant is not available The Granthavari in the name of 
this dignitory covers only the lands in the Nemom Pakuthi. Ithas been 
already observed thatthe Granthavaries in the names of dignitories 
and servants of the temple other than the Madathil Pillamars are but 
the Vilangiper accounts relating to their grants prepared at the Settle- 
nient of Sri Pandaravaga lands in 926 mM. 5. . Vilangiper accounts 
more or less correspond to the registration cases of the last Settlement, 
‘The accounts were prepared Desam-war, All holdings that stand regis. 
tered in the name of a particular individual in the particular Desam 
ave dealt with in the Vilangiper in his namein that Desam. Thus the 
Granthavari now available is the Vilangiper account in the name of the 
then Srikaranam Palliadifor the properties which he held in Karumon 
Desaz: in the Nemom pakuthi. Vilangiper accounts in his name must 
have been prepared for the Inam lands he:d by himin the Trivandrum 
and Eraniel taluks separately but they are not forthcoming in the 
Mathilagom records. The available Granthavari purports to have been 
drawn up under the date Ath Ani $28 mu. ug. It describes the Inams 
as Karuvelamkulamvaga Anubhogam and directs to pay arrears of 
Anubhoganiichavaram to Sri Pandaravaga from 924 mM. n. This 
shows that the grant must have been in 924 M.». Again the Vilan- 
giper account of 1012 reiating to Thivuthevi Vilagom puvayidam which 
stood in the digritory'’s name on Karuvelamkulamvaga Anubhogam 
tenure refers to the production of Anubhoga Ola (deed of grant) dated 
9-11-924 M. B. in the Settlement enquiry of that year in support of 
his title to the garden as per the grant. This clearly goes to establish 
that the grant was in 924 M. u. itself and that it included lands other than 
those in the Nemom pakuthi, In Kandamon Desam of the Nemon paknu- | 
thi ag seen from the available Granthavari, the dignitory was granted on 
Karuvelankulam Anubhogau tenure 36 paras of wet land and one gar. 
den. These wet lands and garden are compvised in 6 Survey Numbers in 
the Nemom pakuthi having a total area of Gacres 71 cents of which 4 
acres 2cenis are garden and the balance wet. They are held by the digni- 
tory even now and patta stands in his name. The garden atill retains its 
Anubhogam tenure while the tenure of the wet lands underwent a 
change from Anubhogam into Svikarana Viruthi. I have already 
offered iny explanation in para 5 supra for this change in the name of 
the tenure, YViruthi tenure isa pure Service Inam tenute and the 
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prefix Srikaranam denotes the nature of the services. The dignitory 
holds Sri Pandaravaga wet lands to the extent of 2 acres 44 cents com- 
prised in 4 Survey Nombers in Neendakara A pakuthi of Agastee- 
swaram taluk under Srikarana Viruthi tenure. A list of these lands 
with particulars ave put up with file. Thiruthevi Vilagom in Iekkom 
786 of Palkulangara Adhizaram covered by the grant as seen from its 
Vilangiper of 1012 is comprised in Survey No. 560/644-A and covers 28 
cents, This had been treated as of Karuvelamkulam Anubhogam 
tenure in the Settlement of 1012 as seen from the Vilangiper but in 
the last Settlement it was treated as Sri Pandaravaga Nilampalam 
tenure. In its Chitta the tenure of the garden as per theold accounts 
isnoted as Karuvelamkla nvaga (Stipandaravaga) Nilanpalem. As 
such the change must have taken piace during the period between the 
last Settlement and the Settlement of 1012. The pattom fixed on the 
garden at the last Settlement is I's. 2 Chs. 2 Cash 12. Of this pattam 
Fs.2 Ch.1 © 6is made payable to Sri Pandaravagaand Ch. 1 C.6 
to the Sirkar. Thus the holding is made to pay full assessment. Hence 
it cannot be said to retain its Service Inam incidents. Further the 
Nilampalam tenure also is not a Service Inam tenure. The garden 
maay therefore be left as it is. The grant also includes cooked rice 
and several other perquisites, money allowances and thiruppuvaram. 
These are set forth in detail in the Granthavari thatis available. The 
duties of the dignitory are described in it in the following words. ‘‘.. 
v1, ON AKIEMAjS BOI, CHIBTQ 08.5: H' Qe AUQYCgoQe MQ ayrdoeaa mr. anal

. of the above will more or less ran thus :—‘‘The grantee is to enjoy the 
grant so long as the sun, the mioou and the siars continue to exist 
that is, for alltime, without selling and mortaging i+ and without 
committing waste in respect of it. He should discharge the duties of 
his office in such a way as to keep up the management (egleo ro) 
within the wails of the temple animpared. He should serve in the 
Devasowom Council to transact business and receive Vattake prasadam 
(aig&ejr<@o) from the temple asa mark of distinction’. All these 
would mean that this diginitory being a memberof the Devaswom 
‘Council was originally invested with executive functions in the manage. 
ment of the affairs within the walls of the temple and that it was for 
rendering his servives in such management, he was granied Inams from 
the Devaswom. Though the execu'ive functions uf the dignitory have 
dwindled into mere formalities sow, the dignitory continues as a Stani 
enjoying his Inams and perquisites covered by the grant. The Inam 
lands held by hiv are really Service. Inams which be can only enjoy 
without alienation though the agent of the present Stani would say that 
they do not fall within that class of Service Inams held by the menial 
servants of the temple. The predecessor of the present dignitory has, 
however, alienated on ottithe wetlands in the Neendakara A pakuthi 
against the terms of the grant, but the family still retains the equity of 
-.redemption.. In. view of the liberal policy of enfranchisement 
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recommended in the previous para, all the.10 Service Inam holdings in 
the Nemom and Neendakara A pakuthies held by the present Stani Sri- 
karanam Palliyadi Laswara Kurup Govinda Kucup may be enfranchised 
and registered to him on Sri Pandatavaga Pattom tenure with full 
assessment on recovery of Vilwyartham as proposed. (File No, }). 


2, Sri Pandara Pillai. 


This diguitory is the hereditory Devaswom accountant within the 
temple whose duty it is to prepare accounts of all receipts and ex- 
penditure within the temple in connection with the daily offerings and 
to record all events and incidents that happen in the temple from 
morning till evening every day. He has also to attend the Council of 
the Htiarayogam whenever it meets in the temple and to perform 
cértain functions in connection with it. As seen from the Granthavari, 
‘he had been granted one garden called Puthumanavilagom in Chalay on 
Sri Pandaravaga Anubhogam tenure and 15 madas of cooked rice daily 
together with severa! other minoritems of perquisites. He had been 
also allawed 5 edangaties of paddy from Karuvelamkulam Madom which 
haa merged into the present Melkanganom office. The present dignitory 
is getting all the said perquisites even now for the services he renders. 
Bat the [nam garden has left his family on alienation. The presents 
service halder is unable to give the year or the nature of the transaction 
under which the alienation took place. In the last Settlement this 
garden which is also Known as Pannikompuvilagom was located in 
Survey No. 1241/171 of the Iranimuttom pakuthi and patta was granted 
in the name of Aiyappan Velayudhan, the then Sri Pandara Pillai de- 
ascribing the garden as Sri Pandaravaga Anubhogam. The registration 
enquiry was in the years 106] and 1062, The records of that enquizy. 
would hava disclosed the date and nature of the alienation. But this 
registration case is not among the other registration cases received 
from the Settlement Department and kept in the taluk office. The 
garden at present is in khe possession and enjoyment of one Kolap- 
pamooppanar. The investigation has disclosed the following fasts. The 
garden was once held by one Thumpottu Bhocthanathea Pillai. He had 
hypotheeatel i: toa Firm of Hund: merchants in Chalay who sued 
Bhoothanutha Pillaiin O. 8. No 37 of 1087 and got a decree. Bala- 
subramoniam Pandaram as representative of the Firm. executed the 
decree and brought the garden into sale and purchased it for 4100 Fs. . 
in L089. On the sale certificate issued by the court, mutation of name 
was gtapted to the parchaser BaJasubramonian Pandaram in Pokku. 
varva Case No. 688 of 1086. Balasubramoniam Pandaram sold the 
garden for the auction amount of 4,100 fs, to Palavesa Mooppanar the 
d.ceased father.of the present holder in 1101. As per. this sale also 
transfer. of registry. was sanotioned in Pokkuvarava Cage No. 194 0f 1101 
anda pukkavarava patta was. granted. to Palavesa Mooppanar. While 
it was in the enjoyment of Palavesa Mooppanaz, Kerulan Parameswaran, 
a junior member of Sri Pandava Pillai’s family. and-who was then acting 
.in'the temple as Sri Pandara Pillai petitioned the Palace to.resume the. 
alienated Inam. garden and re-attach it to. the service. ~ Accordingly 
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resumption was ordered in Palace Sadhanam No. $897/77/03 and Gov- 
ernmens in their RB O. C. No. 3055 of 28/Rev., dated 1-7-1928 issued 
orders to effert the resumption. At the instance of the Tahsildar, the 
Dewan Peishkar Trivar drum cancelled the orders in both the pokku- 
varavu cases above referred to without even issuing a notice to the 
parties concerned, and directed the Tahsi!dar to take steps for resump- 
tion. The Trivandrum Tahsilday accordingly published a notice of 
resumption in the Gazette and started proceedings against Palavesa 
Mooppanar under the Land Conservancy Regulation to evict him. He 
objected. His objections were overruled and bis eviction was ordered. 
We has therefore sued Government in O. S. No. 37 of 1107 in the 
Trivandrum District Court and it is pending. Palavesa Mooppanar haa 
put up costly buildings on the garden. In the suit fled by him he has 
estimated the value of impravements including the huiidings at the big 
sum of Rs. 11,500. The pokkuvaravu decisions and the grant of 
pokkuvaravu patta to Palavesa Mooppanar are points in the plaintiffs 
favour and they are likely to be construed by the courts against the 
Government though they might prove that the garden was once attach- 
ed to the services to be rendered by Sri Pandara Pillai. Anyhow 
Sri Pandara Pillai’s family has lost all its rights over the garden by limi- 
tation. In view of the Jiberal policy recommended for the acceptance 
of Government, the garden may be enfranchised and registered to its 
present holder Kolappa Mooppanar on recovery of Vilayartham to which 
he seems to be agreeable. Ifsothesuit may also be got withdrawn. 
(File No. 2). 
Thirumenikaval Kuruppanmars. ; 
These Kuruppanmars are three in number. They are Ullattu 
Kurup, Kizhakumvathukkal Kurup and Kaitharavilakathu Kurup. They 
are dignitories as well as servants. They are the body guards of the 
deities in the temple. Garbhagrahams in which the idols are, have to 
be opened and closed in the presence of these dignitories and they have 
to be present when the Garbhagrahams are left open. They are the 
custodians of the keys ofthe Gurbhagrahams. They have a sort ni 
control over the menials of the temple. They have also to attend the 
Council of the Ettarayogani when it meets and to perform carta‘ 
functions in it, The three Kuruppanmars render their services by 
turns each fora mouth. For these services their families were granted 
wet and garden lands, as Anubhogam from Sri Pan¢aravaga and Kudiyil 
Kadamapatiu (Thiruppuvarom) in addition, They are also allowed 
cooked rice and other parquisites daily from the temple. The details of 
the services aud of the Inam grants under the various items are set 
- forth in the Granthavaries in the name of each family, the Grantha. 
varies being the Vilangiper accounts prepared at the Settlement of 926. 
From these Granthavaries, it-would appear that the grants were actual- 
ly made in 924 M. E. as in the case of the other servants because these 
Granthavaries in the names of these Kuruppanmars are found to direct 
them to pay the arrears of Anubhcgamichavaram on the Inam lands 
from 924 uw. a. These Granthavaries,the Vilangiper accounts of 1012 
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and the records of the last Settlement clearly establish the Service Inam 
nature of the grants. ‘The present service holders also admit the same. 
The gardens covered by the grants are of Sri Pandaravaga anubhogam 
tenure while the wet lands are described as Sr: Pandaravaga Thakole 
Viruthi as already observed in para 5 supra. Both Anubhogam as 
well as Viruthi are Service Inam tenures. One is generally applied to 
garden while the other is generally applied to wet lands. The prefix 
Thakole (Key) indicates the nature of the service attached to the 
grant, 
3. Ullattu Kurup. 


The family of this functionary was granted 18 and odd paras of wet 
land, 4 purayidoms, 68 1/5 pavahs of paddy as Thireppuvarom on Sri 
Pandaravaga lands in Neyyattinkara taluk and 33 madas of cooked rice 
daily in the month the family is on duty. The family was allowed ad- 
ditional cooked rice and other items of perquisites on festival days. 
The Inam lands are comprised in 12 sarvey numbers in the Muttathara 
pakuthi, the details of which axe given in the list put up in the file. 
All thee except Survey No, 2113 covering 40 centsare in the posses- 
sion and enjoyment of the present service holder Kanakku Mathevan 
Velayudhan of the family, Survey No. 2113 alienated on otti from 
Malamel family in 1076 and sold in 1103 along with several other pro- 
perties is now in the possession and enjoyment of the purchaser, one 
Sankaran Padmanabhan of Mankeezh house. The service holder 
Mathevan Velayudban admits that this property is not in his possession 
though he holds patta for the same. He has also stated thas he does 
not know when and to whom it was alienated from his family. The 
purchaser too is unable to trace the history of this land. beyond the 
ownetship of Malamel house. In the circutnstances all the items of the 
properties except iSurvey No. 2118 may be registered to the present 
service holder on Sri Pandaravaga Pattom tenure realising Vilayartham 
while Survey No. 2113 may be enfranchised and registered to its present 
holder Sankaran badmanabhan of Mankeezh Veetu with full assessment 
after recovering Vilayartham. (File No. 3.) 


4. Kizhakum Vathukal Kurup. 


Ths family of this Kurup was granted as Sri Pandaravaga Anu- 
bhogam for rendering services in the temple 15 parahs of wet land and 
2 purayidoms, 68 1/10 parahs of paddy yearly as Thiruppavaram and 
cooked rice and ofher perquisites from the temple. The grant and the 
Service Inam nature of the grant are evidenced by the Granthavari, 
Vilangiper accounts of 992 and 1012 and the Settlement records of the 
last Settlement. The inam lands are in the Vanchiyoor and Madathu- 
vilagom pakuthies of Trivandrum taluk and inthe Karakulam pakuthi of 
Nedunangad taluk. A junior member of the family petitioned the Palace 
saying the present Moothaknrup allenated several of the Inam proper~ 
ties and praying that they may be resumed and re-attachedtothe service. 
Moothakurup having failed to comply with the advice to redeem all the 
alienated holdings within 6 months, he was under Command rzmoved 
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from his office in the temple and his junior was put to act in his place, 
as Moothakurup. It was also commanded to resume all the Inam lands 
held by the family under the grant and re-attach them to the services 
after taking the necessary agreements from tke new service holder to 
avoid future alienations and complication. Accordingly Government in 
their BR. O, C. No. 3458/29/Rev., dated 10-9-1929 ordered the resump- 
tion of all the 14 items of Inam properties held by the family. In pursu- 
ance of this order, proceedings were instituted first against the alienees 
of the Inams under the Land Conservancy Regulation and they were 
got evicted from all the $ items of properties in Karakulam and from 
Survey No, 3167 of the Madathuvilagom pakuthi. These properties were 
handed over to the Melkanganom Tahsildar for re-attachment to the 
service. They are under his management pending re-attachment. In 
the meanwhile Moothskurup Padmanabhan Padmanabhan who 
wag removed from his affice sued Government and his succesor 
Padmanabhan Narayanan in O. S. No. 122 of 1105 for reinstatement to 
his office with arrears of emoluments etc. At the plaintiff's instance a 
temporary injunction was issued by the court to stay proceedings under 
the Land Conservancy Regulation. This was, bowever, subsequently 
withdrawn. In view of the liberal policy of enfranchiserrent proposed, 
the Inams held by the family may be entranchised and registered to the 
family on Sri Pandaravaga Patiom tenure recovering Vilayattham. The 
dismissed Moothakurnp may also be reinstated if he withdraws the suit 
unconditionally. (File No 4), 


5, Kaitharavilagathu Kurup. 


The family of this Kurup originally held as Inam wet lands in 
the Madathuvilagom pakuthi and a garden called Kaitharavilagom in 
the Vanchiyoor pakuthi. This garden was sold by the family in 1024 to 
one Easwara Pillai Vicharippukaran of Hiumalaputhen Veetu, Moxe 
than 50 years after, a member of the grantee-family moved the Govern- 
ment to resume the Inam and re-atiach it tothe service. Government 
seeing thatthe purchaser has put up costly buildings and his descend- 
ants are living in it ordered to enfranzhise the garden and register it 
away to the then holder on recovery of the market value of the Inam 
garden. Accordingly the garden was registered on Pandarapattom in 
the name of Janaki Pillai Panapillai Natayani Pillai Cheriamma of 
Erumalaputhen Veetu on vecovery of its market value frombher. With . 
the gum so realised 1 acre 30 cents of garden land comprised in Survey 
No. 1740 of the Chengazhaseri pakuthi with the buildings thereon and 
51 cents of wet lands comprised in Survey Nos. 1996 and 2044 of the 
aame pakuthi were purchased by Government and handed over to the 
grantee-family for enjoyment along with the wet :ands in the Madathu- 
vilagom pakuthi as Inam attarhed to the services it is rendering. The 
tax due to the Sirkar on the three holdings so purchased and handed 
over. was writien off when they were purchased by Government. The 
rajabhogam tothe Sirkar and the michavaram to Sri Pandaravaga 
leviable on them as in the case of similar Sri Pandaravaga Service 
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Inamshave not been imposed. The imposition of these dues appears to 
be pending fina! orders on the subject. The family in the meanwhile 
has created against the terms of the grant a mortgage right in favour of 
o.e Janardanan Thampi to the extent of Rs. 400 on the produce of the 
gardenin Survey No. 1740. The wetlands in Madathuvilagom are in 
direct emjoyment of the family. They are comprised in 6 Survey 
Numbers covering 1 acre 88 cents. The details of all the 8 items of 
properties held by the family are given in the list put up in the file. 
All of them may be enfranchised and registered to the family in the 
name of the present service holder Kannakku Ananthan Raman on Sri 
Pandaravags Patiom tenure imposing full assessment and recovermg 
Vilayartham at the proposed rate, (File No. 5). 


6. Poovappalli, 


This family, as already observed, is one of Pushpaka caste. Its duties 
in the‘ Sri Padmanabhaswami Temple consists in taking delivery of rice . 
for Karuvelamkulam Madomvaga pooja from the female servants and 
measuring out the same to the Poojari, keeping in safe custody the 
gold and silver vessels and pooja: pathrams on festival oecasions such 
as Kalasam, Utsavam, etc., and hand them over to the Pcojazi on demand: 
after getting them duly cleaned and in attending to the distribution of 
Ariyun Koppu (vice and provisions) to the dignitories' and servants. of 
the temple on festival days. ‘he funciionary has to attend to several 
other minor duties in connection with the annual and monthly festivals 
in the temple. In fact the duties of the functionary are more or less 
the same asthose of the Pushpaka Kuzhakakaran (&0&2030%). in- an 
ordinary-temple.” To render thesa services the family was granted 244. 
parahs of wet land anda purayidom consisting of 5 plots ‘as Karuvelam-- 
kulamvaga Anubhogam imposing an annual Anubhogamichavaram of 
only 36 parahs of paddy and 2 Fanams. Over and. above-the land-grant 
the family gets cooked rice and various other perquisites from the 
temple. The family is in the enjoyment of the Inam lands by letting: 
them out on lease. The rent the family now gets from them. amounts - 
to 200 parabs of paddy and 89 7/8 Fs. The lands lie in a compact 
block in the Uliyazhathura pakuthi of the Trivandrum taluk and-are com- 
prised in 8 Survey Numbers covering an area, of'7 acres 65 cents of which 
8 acres 90 cents are garden and the balance wet. The present tenure of 
the holdings is Sri-Pandaravaga Karanma Inam though according to the 
Granthavari the grant was on Karavelamkulamvaga Anubhogam tenure.: 
This change of tenure came about in the following way as seen from 
the Vilangiper accounts of 1012. In the Settlement enquiry of 992 M. B. 
the grantee-holder failed to produce the Anubhoga Ola’ (the deed of 
grant) to prove his title to the Inams and pleaded that it was- destroyed 
by: white ants. The Melkanganom Accountant certified that the grant: 
to this family was in 914 Mu. B. from Palpayasa Madom and.that too as- 
Haramnadakkam Karanma,i. e., on Karanma tenure free: of karam- or 
michaveram: to Sri Pandaravaga. On this certificate the Settlement: 
authorities in the Settlemeni of 992 wu, EH, registered. the Inams 
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in the name of the grantee-family on Karanma tenure free of 
karam to Sri Pandaravaga. The same tenure and mode of -assess- 
‘meni was continued in the Setilement of 1012 mM. wm and in 
the last Settlement imposing only 1/8 rajabhogam to Sirkar 
without any bhogam or tax to Sri Pandaravaga. The Granthavari 
which was drawn up under the date 20.6-933 and which purports rather 
to be the Vilangiper account prepared as the result of the settlement of 
Sri Pandaravaga lands started in 926 mu. =. wholly belies the certifi- 
cate of the Melkanganom Accountant in the Settlement of 992 M. x. 
‘that the grant was in 914, that -it was from Palpayasa Madom and that 
it was Karamadakkam Karanma. Gyanthavariin question was drawn 
up within a few years of the.grant by the temple authorities who were 
‘in the know ofthe nature of the grant. It describes the grant as 
Karuvelamkulamvaga Aaubhogam and fixes the Anubhogamichavaram 
due to Sri Pandaravaga at 36 parahs of paddy and 2 Fs. per annum. 
Iam inclined to believe the terms of the grant as given in the Granthe- 
vari in preference to those certified by the Melkanganom Accountant ai 
thé Settlement of 992 um. B. and on the basis of which the tenure of 
the grant came to be recorded as Karapma, In the expression Sri 
Pandaravaga Karanma inam used in the last Settlement to. describe the 
tenure of these holdings, the word Inam is only an unauthorised 
addition probably intended to denote thatthe hoidings ave free of karam 
or michavaram to the Sri Pandaravaga. Anyhow the holdings are 
attached to the services which the present holder of them is rendering 
in the temple.and he admits the sane, It is- found from correspondence 
in the. Mathilagom -records that these holdings, having been. alienated 
by the grantee-family, were resumed and re-attached to the services some 
80 years. ago, (Vid. Document No. I appended to Part I of the Report), 
The present Jegsae holds the lands with .right.to claim the cost. of im- 
-provements made. by him.and he has advanced to the grantee Rs. 200 
as premia for the lease. The lessee has estimated the cost of improve- 
-ments made-by:him in the garden at Rs. 500. Thus he claims interest 
on thé leasehold to the extent of Rs. 700. The holdings may be 
-enfranchised -and registered to the pxesent service holder Narayanan 
‘Kesavan on behalf of the family on Sri Pandaravaga Pattom tenure 
-with full assessment realising. Vilayattham as proposed. (File No. 6)» 


7, Peria Oachan. 


This servant is.the temple drummer. “He has.to play. on the drum 
«with aecompaniments and blow the shank during the poojas and the 
Sribelies... For these services -his family was granted as Karuvelam- 
deulamvaga Anubhogam in 928 a. garden called Periaoacharathu 
spurayidom close bythe temple and nearly 150 parahs of paddy to be 
eollected by the family direct from the holders of certain Karuvelam- 
dn'am «wet lands in the Neyyattinkare taluk on account of rent due to Sri 
Pandaravaga ov-thew. The family was also granted 21 madas of cooked 
“nice daily:from the temple, The Vilangiper account of 992, shows that 
sthe Periaoacharathu garden. first granted to, the family was subsequently 
vacquired by the Sirkar and in exchange, the adjoining garden.also.snown

as Periaoacharathu purayidom was given to the family on Sri Pandara- 
vaga Anubhogam tenure, This garden is comprised in Survey Nos. 687 
and 638 of the Vanchiyoor pakuthi covering 7 and 10 cents, respectively. 
The Inam as well as the services got divided into two, many years ago, 
aud each half shave became vested in Vatakkay Unakkaseri and Thekkay 
Unakkaseri families separately. Ofthese, Vatakkay Unakkaseri femily 
represents the original Perisoachavathu family while Thekkay Unakkaseri 
family is a branch of the Vatavoor family which is separate and distinct 
from but closely related by matriage to Periaoacharathu family. It 
appears that the members of Vatavoer family or the descendants of the 
children of a Karanavan of Periaoacharathu family. Vatakkay Unakka- 
geri family holds the Inam comprised in Survey No. 688 and renders its 
half share in the allotted services while Thekkay Unakkaseri family holds 
Survey No. 637 and renders its half share of the services. In the iast 
Settlement Patias were also granted separately to the respective halders. 
Kudiyil tadenaputte (Thirappuvaram) on the lands in the Neyyaitin- 
kara taluk is also being drawn in money by the two families separately 
in half shaves. Survey Nos. 638 and 637 may be enfranchised and regis- 
tered to the present service holders from the two familes on Sri 


Pandaravaga Pattom tenure on recovery of Vilayartham as proposed... 


“Thiruppuvaram allowed to both the families may also be discontinued 
when money payment is fixed for the services. (File No. 7). 


8. Muttathu Oachaa, 


The family of this servant like that of Peria Oachan is the temple 
drummer. The services which Muttathu Oachan has to render are 
exactly similar to those to be rendered by Peria Oachan, For the 
services, Muttathu Oachan was given two adjoining plots of garden 
land which went by the mame of Pnonakalvilagom and Anaimuttathu- 
vilagom. The family was also granted Kudiyil Kadamapattu (Thiruppu- 
vaiam) on certain Sri Pandaravaga lands in the Neyyattinkara taluk to 
the extent of abont 180 and odd parahs of paddy, over and above 8 madas 
of cooked rice from the temple daily. The Inam grant was in 928 mu, B. 
and under Karnvelamkulamvaga Anubhogam tenure as seen from the 
Granthavari in the name of the family. The present service holder 
and xepresentative of the graniee-family is Narayanan Kesavan of 
Mannarakeezhay Veetu. He is rendering the services and getting the 
emoluments attached to them, including the Thirnppuvaram which is 
disbursed now in monéy. The Inam gatden is, however, under alienation 
on otti to one Mr, Ramalingam Iyer. At the instance ofa junior 
member of the grantee-family Government ordered resumption and 
re-attachment to the services, of the alienated Inam, (Vide G. O. Dis. 
No. 3286/06, dated 21-7-1109). In pursuance of the said order the 
Tahsildar, Trivandrum, took steps for resumption by publishing a natice 
ia the'Gazette dated 1-9-1106. The ottidar, Mr. Ramalingom Iyer 
refused to surrender the holding and sent a notice of suit to Govern- 
ment. A full enquiry was then made by Government and the resum ption 
order was cancelled in G. O. D. Dis. No, 1868/32/Rev.; dated 13-8-1932 
as they found that they could not establish the contention that the 
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Inam garden stands at present attached to the services in the Mathi. 
lagom. Though as per the original grant the tenure of the Inam garden 
was Karuvelamkulamvaga (Sri Pandaravaga) Anubhogam the same got 
converted into Panéaravaga (Sirkar) Erayili Kuzhikanam even prior to 
the Settlement of 1012 as seen from the Ozhugu of the garden of that 
year. In the last Settlement also the garden was treated as of Pandara- 
vaga Hrayili Kuzhikanam tenure and patta issued to the family. In all 
the available records of the last Settlement relating to this garden, its 
tenure is found described as Pandavavaga Brayili Kuzhikanam. A+ the 
last Settlement doubis having arisen as to the treatment that should be 
accorded to holdings of Tirayili Kuzhikanam tenure in Nellamon and 
Vanchiyoor Adhikarams. of the Trivandrum taluk, the Settlement 
Peishkar in his order No. 46 dated 12-11-1062, decided that all gardens 
of Hrayili Kuzhikanam tenure should be treated as Personal Inams and 
settled accordingly. (Settlement Final Report, Appendix IT., Vol. IL, 
page 467). It was for these reasons that the Government found it not 
possible to maintain that the garden is Service Inam and cancelled the 
xesuraption order. The Melkanganom Tahsildar has, however, drawn 
my attention to the fact that in the otti deed, dated 15-2-1091 executed 
by the members of the grantee-family in favour of Mr. Ramalingom 
Iyer in respect of the garden, it is clearly stated that the garden is one 
granted to the family for rendering Panchavadyam services in Sri 
Padmanabhaswami Temple anlthat B and C schedule properties are 
included in the otti deed as additional security for the otti amount in 
ease A schedule Inam garden were to be resumed by the Sirkar for 
default of service or for any other reason. In the light of the above 
declarations in the otti deed, it cannot be said that Mr. Ramalingom Iyer 
was unaware of the alleged Service Inam nature of the garden when he 
got it on otti. As the result of a thorough search made in the Central 
Vernacular Records, I was able to discover the Vilangiper account of 
1012 relating to the garden which was reported to be not forthcoming 
in the enquiry conducted by Government on the suit notice of Mr. 
' Ramalingom Iyer. It shows that in the Settlement of 992 u. z.also 
the garden bad been treated as Pandaravaga Kuzhikanam tenure 
allowing a reduction of 15 7/8 Fs. on account of Erayili Anubhogam 
to the holder from the pattom fixed on the garden and that the said 
tenure with the said reduction in the assessment in favour of the holder 
was accepted and followed in the Settlement of 1012. The reduction 
of 15 7/8.Fs. in favour of the holder fram the full assessmenb on 
account. of Erayili Anubhogam would go rather to show that the holding 
is attached to some service and this service as seen from the Grantha- 
vari could be only the service which the ffamily has to render in the 
Mathilagom, The change of the tenure of the holding from Sri 
Pandaravags Anabhogam into Pandaravaga Erayili Kuzhikanam and 
the Settlement Dewan Peishkar’s order No. 46~above referred to are 
really stumbling blocks in establishing that the holding is still attached 
to the services the patiadar-family is rendering in the temple as per 
the Granthavari. I think therefoce that Government have rightly can- 
celled their order of resumption. The garden may be treated as Per. 
sonal Inam and left alone. The Thiruppuvayam the service holder is 


now drawing may be taken inta consideration in fixing his pay and may 
be discontinued, (File No. 8). 
-Sambandhaproverthikars, 
Ettuveeters, 


Sambandhaproverthikars are the Nayar female menial-servants. 
There ave 17 families of these servants, They cousist of the 8 families 
of the Ettuveeters, 5 families of the Anchuveeters and 4 families of the 
Naluveeters. The services which the Httuveeters. have to render in the 
temple are the sweeping of the Sribeli-and the Bhadradeepa Manda- 
pams, the cleaning of the gold and the silver poojapathrams and the 
husking of paddy for rice.required for the Karavelamkulamvaga pooja. 
For rendering these services each of the 8 families were granted as 
Inam on Sri Pandaravaga Anubhogam tenure one garden, 9 madas of 
cooked rice daily aad the wages for husking paddy at one parah for every 
4 parahs to be husked.. The grants to the 8 families of Httuveeters are 

iscusged below one after another. 
9. Ponnandaseri Veetu. 

The garden granted.to this family is Ponnandaserivilagom consist - 
ing of 2-plots to the south of the temple. The family does not hold 
now any portion of this garden. The major portion of it was ac- 
quired by the Sirkar for the Bhajanamatom and its premises, years 
ago,-a3 seen from the Vilangiper accounts of 1012 and the balance 
area of 14 cents left was sold away by the grantee-family in 10 plats to 
Brahmins in the 8rd and 4th decades of the last century u.z. The 
authorities in the last Settlement refused to recognise any of these sales 
on the ground that all alienations of Service Inams are void and issued 
pattas for all the 10 plots.in favour of the grantee-family. The alienees 
or their successors in title still continue to be in possession and enjoy- 
ment of the plots paying the tax in the name of the pattadar. Thega 
plots contain 10 Brahmin houses and form part of the Pallathe Theruvu 
Street to the south of the temple. A list of these plots with details of 
their alienations so far ascertained in the present enquiry with the help — 
of records in the Settlement Registration. Cages relating to them is pre- 
paved and put up in the file along with other xecords of the enquiry. 
To the grantee-family, no interest on these plots subsists. They may 
be enfranchised and. registered.te the respective aliences. (File No. 9). 

10. “Kutathu Veetu, | : 

‘This family was granted 2 plots of garden lands lying ‘Glose to 
one another in Thekkumgopuravattom. The names of these plots were. 
Kunchuveetuvilagom pursyidom and Kulathuveetil Kizhakkummuri 
purayidom. Neither of these plots exists now. They were acquired-by 
Government even prior to 948 and. Uthirathivilagom of Pandatavaga 
Kudumbaporathi tenure was given in exchange to ‘the family. - This 
‘Uthirathivilagom is still held by the ‘family on its original tenure 
namely Pandaravagn Kadumbaporuthi. It is comprised in Survey 
No. 800 of the Vanchiyoor pakuthi and covers 1 acre. No records‘of-tha 
time are forthcoming to establish the fact of exchange. ‘The Milangiper 
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accounts of 1012 in the names of Aratha Kali and Neelu Lekshmi of the 
family while tracing the past history of this Uthivrathivilagom purayidom 
affirms the fact of the above said exchange. The original of this 
Vilangiper. is not available now. Attested copy of. it was got from 
Vanchiyoor Adhikaram Office and was filed in the family suit (0. S. 
No, 358 of 1052. on the file of the Trivandram Zilla Court) by the 
Plaintiff Neelu Lekshmi of the grantee-family. A copy. of the said: 
attested copy got from the Court in 1068 is available. The family suit. 
O. S. No. 858 of 1052 related to the Uthirathivilagom in question. In 
that suit the Plaintiff Neslu Lekshmi alleged that the property is one’. 
granted to her ancestors for services to be rendered in the Sri Padma- 
nabhaswami Temple and the defendants, members of the other branch. 
of the family, do not appear to have denied that allegation. The case 
was tried and disposed of ou the assumption that the plaint garden is 
one held by the family for rendering services in the temple. The 
case went up to the High Court in appeal as A. 8. No. 91 of 1058, In 
that Court also neither of the parties to it appears to have’ questioned 
the Service Inam nature of the holding. Thus the fact of exchange: 
mentioned in the Vilangiper is found corroborated by the admission of 
the family so long ago as 1052 in the family suit. In the registration- 
enquiry in the last Settlement, the then holders admitted that. the 
garden is one held by the family for rendering services in’ Sri Padma- 
nabhaswami Temple by the females of the family and patta-was granted. 
in the joint names of the senior members of the two branches of: the 
family... Itis true that no Anubhogamichavaram has been imposed: on 
the garden. as due to Sri Pandaravaga and that-it still continues its 


- original tenure, Pandaravaga Kudumbaporuthi, without being convetied: 


into. Sri. Pandaravaga Anubhogam as it should have been. This’ must: 
have been due to an omission made at the time of exchange and: that’. 
omission cannot by itself change the Service Inam nature‘of the’ grant.: 
I think that the facts and circumstances adverted to above amply esta-' 
blish that the garden is held by the family for services to be rendered in 
the Mathilagom. An area of 19 cents was acquired from this garden 
for ‘the Chakay-Thampanzoor Railway and the Land Acquisition Officer 


‘awardad the whole of the compensation to Sri Pandaravaga. The lega- 


lity of the award is doubtful as the holding is not Sri Pandaravage: 
Thanathu but a patta land though Service Inam. Parames&waraxt-Pillai- 
Krishna Pillai objected to the award on the ground that the holding: is- 
not Service Inam and that the compensation fixed is inadequate. The: 
case is pending in the Trivandrum District Court as L. A. Ri-No. 97 af 
1106. Y think the holder‘of the Inam is entitled in equity’ to the’ cost. 
of iinprovements. The reference case may be compounded if the party 
is agreeable to it by receiving the value of improvements without the: 
ground value. The balance area of the holding may be enfranchised 
and registered to the fomily as Sxi Pandaravaga Pattom (File No: 10); 


; 11.. Karumpaloor Veetu: 
According to Granthavari' thé garden: that: was: given as Service 
Tnam to this family in the name of Perumal Kutti Nangeli is Karumpa- 
loor Kunjuveeta vilagofa which has been located in Survey No. 724/B 
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of the Vanchiyoor paknthi covering 40 cents. Patta for this garden was 
granted at the last Settlement in the names of Parvathi Bbhagavathi 
and Parvathi Kali of Karumpaloor house. It is now in the possession 
and enjoyment of their descendant Narayani Amma Karthyayani Amma 
who is now rendering the services allotted to the family in the temple. 
The Granthavarzi and Vilangiper accounts of 992 and 1012 mM. &. esta. 
blish that the garden is attached to the said services. The details of the 
services have also been entered in the patta as per the revised order of 
the Settlement Peishkar in the Settlement registxation case. Narayani 
Pillai Karthyayani Pillai the present holder also admits that it has been 
granted to her family for the services she is rendering in the temple. 
The holding may be enfranchised and registered to her. (File No. 
Ik). 
12. Nenmanaseri Veetu. 


As per the Granthavari in the name of this family, one garden by 
name Nenmanaseriyil Elangathuvilagom consisting of 3 plots, was 
granted as Karuvelamkulamvaga Anubhogam. This garden as per the 
Jast Settlement is comprised in Survey No, 338 of the Vanchiyoor paku- 
thi, and covers an area of 1 acre and 92 cents. Ia the registration en- 
quiry, though Mathevan Padmanabhan of Nenmanaseri applied for patta 
for this garden, his application was rejected and patia was ordered to be 
granted in the names of the females of the family, v1z., Haswari Kali 
and Kali Lekshmi as the garden isa Sri Pandaravaga Inam attached to 
the services which the females of the family have to render and are 
rendering in the Mathilagom. The patta was first issued without 
noting in it the details of the services atiached to the holding. But 
subsequently the Sestlemert authorities got it back and noted the 
details of the services in it as per a revision order of the Settlement 
Peishkar. The holding is still in the enjoyment of the family and the 
~ members thereof admit even now the Service Inam nature of the hold- 

ing and it is lefé in common in the family partition of 1105. This 
family holds another garden by name Kavuvila comprised in Survey 
No, 56 of the Palkulangara pakuthi which is also of Sri Pandaravaga 
Anubhogam tenure. Melkanganom Tahsildar to whom a reference was 
made about it has written to say that this Kavuvilagom purayidom is: 
algo attached to the services which the family is rendering in the tem- 
ple but he has not been able to support this allegation by any evidence. 
On the other hand the fact that iLis not a garden covered by the 
Granthavari in the name of the family strongly goes against his con- 
tention. Hittuveeters were granted only one garden each for the ser- 
vices they have to render. It is not probable that this family alone 
was granted two gardens situated in different pakuthis. Again the 
gardens granted to all these servants as seen from the Granthavaries 
are all Karuvelamkulamvaga Anubhogam gardens but Kavuvilagom aa 
seen from its Chitta and Classification Register ig Kancheepuram- 
madomvaga Anubhogam. Its patta is in the name of Mathevan. 
Padmanabhan of the family and not in the names of the females. 
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These facts also go ta show. that the probability is that it is not one 
covered by ‘the grant. Again there was a dispute between the two 
branches of-the family about this garden. One of the branches con- 
tended that ‘this garden too is attached to the services in the Mathila- 
gom and claimed its share. The other branch opposed the claim. ‘The 
~ dispute having come before Government, they after due enquiry decided 
_ that this Kavuvilagom is not a garden covered by the grant and con- 
sequently not attached to the services in the Mathilagom and this deci- 
sion was communicated to the petitioner Kali Lekshmi by the Trivan- 
‘dram “Tabsildar in his. endorsement No. 4768, dated 7-5-1074. . As 
such the present contention of the Melkanganom Tahsildar seems fo be 
one without foundation, Survey No. 385 of the Vanchiyoor pakuthi is 
the only Service Inam garden granted to this family. Out of i acre 9% 
cents covered by this garden a piot of 40 cents is under mortgage while 
another plot of 20 cents is in the enjoyment of another under a lease. 
He has put up a building and sank a well on the site. The remaining 
portion of th garden ig in the enjoyment cf Kuii Lekshmi the senior 
“female member of the. grantee-family The garden way be enfran. 
chised and reyistered to Kali Lekshnj. (Wile No. 12). 


13, . Moozhixara Veetu, 


“The garden granted.to this family was Moozhikal. Veetu Vilagor 
purayidom, This purayidom does not exist now. Tt appears tha. 11 was 
acquired by. the Sirkar for opening the road to the east of the Sri -‘acom 
Palace. prior to the ‘Settlement of 1012 and.in lieu of it one Pandara- 
vaga Anubbogam.. garden called Valiavilagom. (Survey No. 1559 of the 
Vanchiyoor pakuthi). was. granted to the family. . This latter garden 
was alienated by that. branch of the family which was ix actual posses- 
‘sion and enjoyment of it. - At the.instance.of the opposite branch,. it 
appears.an order was-issued from the Palace declaring thas the garden 
ig Service Inam granted for rendering services in Mathilagm and the 
petitioner who was rendering.the services then shouid be put in enjoy- 
ment of it. This.occasioned the suit O. S. No. 36 of 1083 on the fiie 
of the Trivandrum District Court by the alienors and the alienee in 
which the Sirkar and the members. of the opposite branch of Moozhikara 
“Veetu were defendants, The suit was decided on v2-2-1088 declaring 
‘that the property is aot. Service Inam as contended by the Sirkar and 

the other defendants and that it belongs to the plaintiffs. The Sirkar 
‘did not appeal but the 2nd defeniant Haswari Janaki of Moozhikara 
‘house preferred an appeal to the High Court in A. 8. No 340 of 1088. 
‘The High Court confirmed the judgment of the lower court and dis- 

missed the appeal on 15-7-1089. As such the Sri Pandaravaga has lost 
"all claim over Strvey No. 1559 of the Vanchiyoor pakuthi as Service 
Imam. The family ia thus without any Inam holding for the services it 
renders. in-the temple. (File No. 13). 


14, Pullottu Veetu, 


The garden granted to this family as seen from the Granthavazi 
‘Kaippallivilegom now known as Pullukottuvilagom comprised in Survey 
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No. 848 of the Vanchiyoor paknthi and covering 38 cents. The grant 
was in the name of Mathevi Kali of Pallukottu house. The Granthavari 
and Vilangiper Accounts of 992 and 1012 m. ©. establish that this 
garden was granted on Anubhogam tenure for rendering the services 
which the family is still rendering. The records of the registration 
case in the last Settlement also prove the Service Inam nature of the 
grant. In the pata issued for the garden in favour of Haswari Chem- 
pakakutti and Chinnamma Gouri was got back by the Settlement 
authorities and the details of the services to which the Inam is attached 
have been noted in is as per the revision order of the Settlement 
Dewan Peishkar in the registration case, The garden is now inthe 
enjoyment of Chempakakutti Amma Bhagavathi Amma of Pullukottu 
Veetu who has been adopted into that family and who is rendering the 
services now. The Inam may be enfranchised and registered to her, 
(File No. 14). 


15. Karottu Veetu, 


According to the Granthavari and the Vilangipar of 992 mw. 2. the 
garden that was granted to. this family was Karottuvilagom puarayidom 
in Valiakoikkal Vattom. This, the family does not hold at present. It 
was within the Fort and on verification through Melkanganom Tahsil. 
dar it is reported that it was acquired years ago for the Sundaravilasom 
Palace. The Melkanganom Tahsildar, however, has suggested that 
Buevey Nos. 996/A (1 cent) and 996/C (1 acre 13 cence) of the Vanchi- 
yoor pakuthi which go by the name of Thiruvilangom Vatakkam Muri 
purayidom in Pazhavangadi Vattam outside the Fort held by the 
family at present might be the garden given in exchange for Karottu- 
vilagom purayidom acquired. Survey Nos. 996/A and 996/C are of 
Pandanavage Anubhogam tenure and not of Sri Pandaravaga. They 
do not bear any michavaram to Sri Pandaravaga. In the state. 
ment of Lekshmi Narayani of Karottu family in the Settlement 
registration case relating to Survey Nos. 996/A and 996/O, she says 
that she is in enjoyment of Thiruvilangam Vatekkum. Muri purayidom 
comprised in them while the Karottu purayidom within the Fort is in 
the enjoyment of Kali Karthiayani and another of the other brazeh~of 
the family. This shows that the family was holding both the gardens 
at the same time. If so Thiruvilangam Vatakkum Muri purayidem 
cannot be the one given in exchange of the Karottu purayidom acquired 
by Government. There is n0 evidence to say that Survey Nas. 996/A 
and 996/C are those granted to the family in exchange of the Karottu 
purayidom and their- Pandaravaga tenure shows that they are not 
attached to the services the Karottn family is rendering in the Mathi. 
lagom. (File No’ £5). 


. 16, Karavalli Veetu, 


This faimily holds patta for two gardens of Sri Pandavavaga Ann- 
bhogam tenure. They are Nakavilagom in Kaladi Vattom and Karali- 
vilagom in Puallukeoikkal Vattom. The first is comprised in Survey 
No. 2894 of the Iranimuttom pakuthi covering an area of 1 acre 79 cents 
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and the second is comprised in Survey No. 360/705 of the Vanchiyoor 
pakuthi having 14 cents. According to the Granthavari and the 
Vilangiper of 992 mw. B. in the name of this family, it was granted 
only one purayidom viz., the Nakavilagom in Kaladi Vattom. The 
Melkanganom Tahsildar who made @ reference to the Mathilagom 
Office on the subject has written to say that the reply received by him 
from the Mathilagom says that n> reeords are forthcoming to show 
when and for what purpose Karalivilagov. in Survey No. 560/705 of 
the Vanchiyoor pakuthi was granted to this family. The patta issued at 
the last Settlement in the names of Krishnan Raman and Krishnan 
Narayanan of Karali house for this Survey Number was uot got back 
and details of service noted in them by the Settlement authorities as it 
was done in the case of other Service Inam lands. Under such eireuni- 
stances it cannot ke said that Survey No. 560/705 of the Vanchiyoor 
pakuthi held by the family under Sri Pandaravaga Anubbogam tenure 
is one attached to the service the family is rendering in the temple. 
On the other hand Nakavilagom comprised in Survey No. 2894 of 
the Iranimuttiom pakuthi is beyond all doubt the land attached to the 
services the family is rendering. This garden was alienated by the 
family on obti in 1039 to a stranger for 500 Fs. In 1054 there was a 
suit (O, 8. No. 483 of 1054 on the file of the Trivandrum District 
Court) for redemption and a decree was granted allowing recovery of 
the property on payment of the citi amount of §00 Fs, together with 
the value of improvements made by the mortgagee, The decree was 
not executed and became time barred. In 1097, Parvathi Pillai Kalyani 
Pillai and others as representatives of the grantee-family petitioned the 
Palace to resume the property under the Service Inam: Proclamation of 
1068 and reattach it to the services. The mortgagee objected to surren- 
der the property anless he is paid his mortgage ainount and the cost of 
improvements. Thereupon Govenment after obtaining the opinion of 
the Head Sirkar Vakil ordered to recover the value of the improvements 
from the grantee-petitioners and to pay it to the mortgagee. The 
mortgagee’s successors in title agreed to surrender the property by re- 
ceiving Rs. 948-2-0 being the value of improvements as assessed by 
the Tahsildar. The grantee-petitioners failed to deposit the amount. 
The mortgagee’s successors in title were offered registry of the land if 
they would pay the value of the holding less the value of the improve- 
ments. Theamount came to Rs. 2045-86-9. They said that they 
ware not willing to pay such a big amount and take registry. There- 
tipon the matter was referred to the Head Sirkar Vekil who advised 
Government that their right to resume has not been lost and that they 
could resume the land under the Proclaniation and evict the mortgagee- 
occupants without paying even the value of improvements by resorting 
to forfeiture proceedings under Section 9 of the Land Conservancy 
Regulation. Government accepted this opinion and ordered resumption 
forthwith in their letter R. O. C. No. 2949/24/Rev., dated 16-6-1932. 
Before the Tahsildar could give effect to the resumption order, I was 
appointed Special Officer and the resumption proceedings are kept in 
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abeyance pending my report. In view of: my recommendation: to 
enfranchise the whole class of these Inams, this holding compriged.in 
Survey No. 2894 of the Iranimutiom pakuthi may also be: enfranchised 
and registered to the present holders whose title to the property. has 
become indefeasible as against the grantee-family. (File No. 16). 


Anchaveeters, 


The following 5 families constitute the Anchuveeters,.The services 
they have to render in the temple are the sweeping of different . portions 
of the temple aisles, mandapams and -temple premises,.the cleaning. of . 
pooja pathrams and lamps and the carrying of lights (kaivilakku). and 
Ashtamangalyams on important occasions. For these services . each 
family was granted one garden on Sri Pandaravaga Anubhogam tenure 
and different quantities of cooked rice daily: and other. perquisites 
from the temple. ; 

17. Mankaramuttathu Veetu. 


Even ‘at the time of the «grant: this fatiily bad two- branclies* 
Mekkay Mankaramuttam and: ‘Kizhakkay: Mankaramuttam:' and each 
branch was given. the grant separately. 

Mekkay Mankaramuttathu Veet. The garden given to thi¥: 
branch is Menkaramuttathu Mekkummiuri purayidom which iS 
now comprised in Survey Nos, 836 and 388 of ‘the Vanéhiyoor pakrithi 
covering 70 and 50°cents, respectively: These plots aré now known 
as Puraiikalavilagom and Plamdotuvilagom. Survey’ No. 386° 
was alienated by the family on oiti: even prior to 1059° in’ 
which year one Ponnachi purchased the otti right. She sued thé 
grantee-family in O. 8. No. 10-of 1070 for ‘the’ offi -money:'and’ got-a’ 
decreé ‘against the family, This décréé was “putcliased by Kalyani 
Bhagavuthi and’ Kalyani Parvathi of the grantée-family for 5;627 3 Fs. 
and they are in possession and enjoyment. Théy” have: put: up new: 
buildings and effected other improvements the value‘of hich ig roughly 
estimated by them at Rs. 2,500. These femules are’ the twa: sérior ’ 
fe iaie members of the two sub-branches of Mekkay Mankaramuttathy 
femily, Thus Survey No. 336 -has ‘come back’ to ‘the ‘grantée-faimily, 
Survey No. 388 is still in the hands of a stranger: It was alietiitad ‘by 
the family on otti' and kuzhikanam'on ‘20-12-1068 'té one “Narayan: 
Pillai Lekshmi Pillai for €,001 Fs. and the gardén‘sfter passiti' through: 
several hands is now in the possession atid enjoyment of ‘Kalluvilagatht 
Padmanabha |’illa:. He estimates the cost of imptoveméents including: 
the building at 7,050 Ps, making up/his interest in the parden ‘at 13,081: 
Fs. The-grantee-branct-family having grown prosperotis defaulted to 
render the services attached to the grant.. They have‘not been‘retider.- 
ing the same for the last several yeas,’ In 1105 both the-Inam gardens - 
were sanctioned to be-restithed for defanlt, Thereupon’Kalyani: Pillai 
Parvathi Pillai and Velayudhan Paratieswatan ‘of ‘grantes-family and: 
Padmanabha Pillai, ottidar of Survey No, 838 have jdintly sued Gov:

The garden is still 
in the possession and enjoyment of the grantee-family which has. 
now split up into two sub-branches. Hach sub-branch is enjoying. 
one-half of the garden and is rendering its half share of the- services: 
The representatives of both the sub-branches admit the Service. Inams.. 
nature of the garden. It may be enfranchised and. registered : to 
Chempakutti Amma and Karthiayani Amma separately in half. shares 
according to their present respective enjoyment.. (File No. 17). 


18, Karuvappalli Veetu, 


The garden granted to this family is Karuvappallikkal Vilagom in 
Padinjaray Gopuravattom. . THis purayidom does not exist at present. 
On verification it is found that its site at present is. Government: land. 
It is not known’ when it was acquired. No Vilangiper in the name. of 
this ‘family for Karuvappallikal Vilagom is found to exist. The Mathi- 
lagom Katiakar has written to say that no record relating to the acqui- 
sition of Karuvappallikkal Vilagom or the grant.of any garden. in- 
exchangé‘is traceable-in the tem le vecords.. In 970 M. u.,- there. was. 
an adoption into this family. The Dethe Neetiw relating to that adop- 
tion does not make reference to.any Insmi Jand in the enjoyment of 
the family. Kochupillai Karthiayani the present senior female ‘mem. 
ber of ithe family who-is rendering. the services in the. temple-says: 
that the-Katuvappalli Veetu' purayidom in which'she-is living. at pre-. 
sent: is ¢he-garden granted to her family from Sri Pandaravaga: This. 
Kardvappalli Veetu purayidom is in Kottamukku Vatiom and is some. 
prised'in. Survey No. 803 of the Vanchiyoor pakuthi having, 25 cents. « 
Thig-pursyidam is called’ Karuvappallivilagom as the Karnvappalli 
family lives in it. _ Its real name as per revenue accounts is Mdthayara- 
matathuvilagom. It is of Sti Pundaravaga Pattom tenure paying 
the ful] asseasment. Kochuypillei Karthiayani Pillai: is an old-ignotrant 
woman and I think her admission that this garden‘is Inam : granted ‘to 
her family was due to her ignorance. There is absolutely no record tg 
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show that the Survey No, 908 is attached to the servicesthe family is 
rendering in the Mathilagom. Ii may be left alone agitis. (File 
No. 18). 


19, Chuttumandapathn Veetu, 

The garden granted to this family is Chuttumandapathu Veetu- 
vilagom in Thekkumgopura Vattom. It is comprised in Survey No. 635 
of the Vanchiyoor pakuthi covering 61 cents. It isstill in the enjoy- 
ment of the family which has split up into two branches. Though the 
family has effected partition, this Inam garden is left in common, 
though the two branches enjoy it separately in half shares each branch 
rendering under sanction its half share of the services in the Mathi- 
lagom. ‘The garden may be enfranchised and registered in half shares 
to Ananthamma Pillai Gouri Pillai and Kaliyani Amma Bhagavathi 
Amma who represent the two branches. (file No. 19). 


20. Keezhay Veeta, 

The Granthavari in the name of this family is nat forthcoming. 
The Vilangiper accounts do not show that this family held any land 
from Sri Pandaravaga. The Mathilagom Kariakar to whom a refer- 
ence was made has written to say that no record is forthcoming to show 
that any land was granted to this family from Sri Pandaravaga. The 
family does not own any property now. Janaki Amma Dekshmi 
Amma who was adopted into the family is now rendering the services 
allotted to the family. and is getting the cooked rice and other, perqui- 
sites like the other 4 families among the Anchuveeters. (File No. 20). 


; 21, Pandaratha Veetu, 

‘The garden granted asInam to this family is Pandarathu Veetu- 
vilagom comprised in Survey No. 636 of the Vanchiyoor pakuthi having 
an atea of 28 cents, Ttstenure is Sri Pandaravaga Anubhogam. Its 
Service Inam nature is evident from the Granthavayi and the Vilan- 
giper. It is also admitted by Lekshmi Pillai Parvathi Pillai who is the 
senior female member of the family and pattadar. The garden is still 
in the enjoyment of the family. It may be xegistered to her on Sri 
Pandaravaga Pattom tenure. (File No. 21)- 


Naluveeters, 


The following 4 families are called Naluveeters. The work of the 
Naluveeters in the temple consists chiefly in sweeping the Srimukha- 
mandapam, Thirumadapalli (temple kitchen) and the Thiruvaisravana- 
mandapam aud cleaning the Poojapathrams. For this work, each 
family was granted a garden on Sri Pandaravaga Anubhogam tenure 
and 25} madas (Nazhies) of cooked vice daily and certain other minor 
items of perquisites. 
: ; ' 22, Kayyalathu Veetu. . 

This family was granted twa plots of garden lands -ealled Muthali+ 
kayyalathuvilagom and Kayyalathuvilagom, These are comprised in 
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Survey Nos. 353 and 354 of the Vanchiyoor pakuthi having 30 and 36 
- cents respectively. This family defaulted to render the services in the 
temple and withdrew from the contract. Therefore the Inam holdings 
were resumed as per G. O. No. 950/D, dated 27-7-1084 and were 
handed over to the Melkanganom Tahsildar in 1085, The members 
of the grantee-family, however, continued to oceupy the buildings in the 
Inams and sued Government for the value of the plantations in the 
_ holdings. ‘The case went up to the High Court in A. 8. No. 808 of 
1089 and that court granted a decree against the Sirkar for a sum of 
Rs. 4£1-9-3. This was paid by Sri Pandaravaga. In the meanwhile 
Navayani Kunjulekshmi and 6 other members of Kuzhivilagathu honse 
were adopted under the Royal Neetiu, dated 20-1-1088 fo form a new 
Kayyalathu family for rendering the defaulted services in the temple. 
The members of the original Kayyalathu family would not leave the 
building in Survey No. 353 nor would they remove it. So the Govern- 
ment sued them to recover the site of the building. This case also 
went up to the High Court as A. S. No. 436 of 1097 referred to in para 
14 above and that court gave a decree to the defendant-appellants for 
Rs 2,357-6-5 on aczount of the value of buildings. Sri Pandaravaga 
paid this amount and got delivery of the building and its site. In the 
meanwhile 2 sum of Rs 297-13-3 realised by Sri Pandaravaga by leas- 
ing out the holding on kuthagapattom was also disbursed to the pre- 
sent service holders as per (3. O, 12,301/Rev., dated 14.11.1922. In 
G. 0. BR. Dis. No. 4938/27, dated 28-4-1927 Government ordered to 
make over Survey No. 354 with the small building thereon to the pre- 
* gent service holders and sell in public auction Survey No. 353 and the 
building thereon to recoup to Sri Pandaravaga the amounts it paid to 
the original grantees under the two High Court decrees above referred 
to. The present service holders eXpreseed their unwillingness to be 
satisfied with Survey No. 354 and the building on it as their adoption 
was with right to claim the Service Inams originally stood attached to 
the servize and demanded both the holdings with the buildings thereon. 
Finding the demand of the present service holders to be just, it was 
ordered in Palace Sadhanom No. 196/517/06, dated 5-3-1108 that both 
the gardens should be re-attached to the services and made over to the 
present service holders while the building on Survey No. 388 should 
be retained by Sri Pandaravaga to recoup the amounts paid by it for 
resuming the holdings, The Melkanganom Tahsildar raised a protest . 
and reported that to make Sri Pandaravaga to imcur such a heavy 
expenditure to get back and re-attach to the service the alienated Inam 
ig against all precedents. The present service holders were adopted 
with a right to claim the Inams that originally stood attached to the 
service and both the Inam holdings were in the possession ‘of Sri Pan- 
daxavaga at the time of that adoption. The Palace therefore recogni- 
sing the justness of the claim of the present service holders has com- 
manded in the Sadhanom referred to to re-attach both the gardens 
without the building on Survey No. 353 and make them over to the 
present service holders. As such they are enticled to get both the 
gardens as Service Inams, They may both therefore be registered to 
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- the present service holders on Sri-Pandarapatiom tenure on full assess-. 
ment by recovering'the. Vilayartham as proposed. (File No. 22), 


23, . Kaippalli Veetu, 


The garden given to this family is Kaippallivilagom in Panna- 
purant Vattom. It is comprised in Survey Nos, 349, 350 and 351 
“having o total area of l acre and 42 cents. The family got divided 
-into two branches viz., Padinjeroy Kaippalli and Kizhakkoy Kaippallt 
«many years ago and each branch has been enjoying its share, in the 
‘Inams separately and rendering its quota of service in. .the temple. 
“Survey No. 350 and eastern half of Survey No, 351 have been in the 
- enjoyment of Padinjaray Kaippalli branch while Srrvey No. 349 and 
- western half of Survey No. 35! in the enjoyment of Kizhakkay Kaippalli. 
>-Padinjaray Kaippalli became extinct and the present members: were 
adapted into that branch in 1084. The Inams were under alienation 
--at the timeon otti, At'the ingtance of the adoptees, the alienated Inams 
“were resamed by Government, This occasioned suits O. 8. Nos. 88 
'--gnd@'89 of 1089 on the file of the Trivandrum District Court. by the 
smortgagee against the Sirkar and the adoptees.

‘This family does noi hold now any Inam land attached to the 
setvices jis rendering in the temple. The Granthavari relating to 
this family is not forthcoming. The records relating to the Settle 
ments of 992 and 1012 also do not show that this family held any Inam 
land at those Settlements. I is not known whether this family had 
been granted any land for rendering services in the Mathilagom and if 
so when it was deprived of it. The family is still rendering the same 
services which the other 3 families of Naluveeters are rendering and is 
getting the same quantity of cooked rice and other perquisites as those 
3 families. (File Na, 24). 


25. Punnakkal Veetu. 


This family has split up into two branches. They render their 
respective half shares of services in the temple and get their shares in 
the perquisites separately and independent of each other. The family 
does not hold at present any Iram land. attached to the services. 
The garden given to it under the grant was Thekkay Punnakkal 
Vilagom in Punnapuram Vatitom. The Vilangiper accounts of 992 
and 1012 in the name of this family say that the said Thekkay ° 
Punnakkal Vilagom was acquired by the Sirkar for building the 
Fort wall and that in 955 Mm. H. the adjoming Aiyappakutti vilagom 
was grante? to the family in exchange as per Neetu dated 7-8-955 M. z. 
This Aiyappakutti vilagom is not identifiable in the locality and the 
granteo-family does not also hold patta for any land there. (File

hese-are Nayar male servants attached to the temple. Their 
work in the temple is mainly the cleaning of the cooking veasela. They 
have also fo transport fuel from the fuel stove to the temple kitchen. 

Hach family was 
granted separately both wet and garden lands on Sri Pandaravaga 
Anubtogam tenure and also cooked rice for the services. The gardens 
still retain their original tenure, Anubhogam, while the wet lands as 
already. explained have come to be registered as. Sri Pandavavaga 
Viruthi. Granthavaries relating to the 7 of the 8 families are availa- 
ble. So also are Vilangiper accounts of 8902 u, gz, These documents 
olearly establish the Service Inam nature of the grants. In the last 
Settlement also they were treated as Service Inams. . Cherukava and 
Ohilakoor fatnilies became extinct in 1030 M. u. or thereabout as seen 
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broth the tepistivation cases ‘relating to the inains Weld by thése fami- 
lids. . The Tarn Holdings held by those families ‘were recorded in the 
lest Settlement as Sti Pandéavige Thinathe ‘to be granted ‘to the stb- 
stitutes to be appointed in futtire to tender the Services which ‘the 
extinct families were rendering.

Patta for all the 4 Survey Numbers stands in the namecf Mathevan 
Aiyavpan of Patippura Veetu and they are in the enjoyment of his 
descendants in the family. The tenure of the gardens is still Sri 
Pandaravaga Anubhogam.

family. The wet lands covered by the grant are comprised in 
Survey Nos. 719, 719 and 761 of the Madathuvilagom pakuthi. The 
Granthavari relating to the grant to Panayara Veetu is not forthcom- 
jog. The registration cases of the last Settlement disclose the following 
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fucts. Kinattadinilam comprised in Gurvey No. 710 had been sold 
by the grantee-family in 1059 and was in the enjoyment of Padmana- 
bhan Krishnan of Thikachi Veetu, He anplied for patta for the plot 
bat the Settlement authorities seeing that the holding is Viruth; 
attached fo the services to be rendered by Panayara family. treated the 
sale as void and granted patta to Thevi Parvathi of Pnomukaghy 
Veodn, who was found to he descendant of the oxiginal Panayara 
family. Similarly Survey Nos. 719 and 761 were inthe pessession of 
Raman Kumaran of Kaliyil Veetu as per sale dated 5-8-1047 from 
Panayara family. Pattas for these holdirgs also were granted to Thevi 
Parvathi of Poomukathu Veetu for the same reason given in the case 
of Survey No, 710. Subsequently Survey No. 710 also appears to have 
come to the hands of Kaliyil Veetu and they got distributed among the 
3 of the members of that family when it effected a partition, Survey 
No, 761 was sold by the member who got it in the partition to one 
Krishna Pillai of Malaykaitu Veetu in 1106 for 1,200 Fs. and he is in 
possession of it at present. The other numbers are in the enjoyment 
of the members of Kaliyil Veetu under their family partition. The 
. facts discovered by the Settlement registration cases clearly establish 
that tbe holdings in question are Service Insms granted to Panayara 
Veotu for rendering menial services in Sri Padmanabhaswami Temple, 
They may now be enfranchised and registered to the present holders 
on Sri Pandaravaga Pattom tenure on recovery of Vilayartham. . (File 
No. 33). 


34, Peruvannan (Naduvathe Veetu). 


This family is the washerman family attached to the temple. I 
hag to wash and deliver daily to the temple the clothes required for 
decorating the various idols in the temple. For this service the family 
was granted on Anubhogam tenure Naduvathu Veetuvilagom garden 
ecnsisting of two plots, cooked rice and other perquisites. The family 
is also getting 12 Fs. from the temple and another 12 Fs. from the 
Melkanganom Office as further remuneration for the services. The 
two plots of the garden are comprised in Survey Nos. JO94 and 1097 
of the Palkulangara pakuthi covering 23 and 45 cents respectively, Of 
these, Survey No. 1097 had been alienated by the family. On the 
application of the present service holder, Krishnan Parameswaran, it 
was resumed and re-attached to the service. The present service holder 
was put in possession of the garden on 29-4-1105. Heis in possession 
and enjoyment of both the gardens now. They may be enfranchised 
and registered #¢ him on Sri Pandaravaga Pattom tenure on recovery 
of Vilayartham. (Pile No. 34). 


35. Kamukara Veetu (Panchagavyam). 


The duty of this family in the temple consists in supplying the 
five articles of milk, curd etc.; for preparing Panchagavyam in the 
ternple. For making this supply the family was granted a garden 
called Kamukaravilagom purayidom in Panchandamadom Vathukkat 
Yattom, The family was also granted cooked rice and other 
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perquisites. The family does not now. hold the garden in. question, 
Té was not holding it even at the time of the Sattlements of 992 and 
4012 as seen from the fact that no Vilengiper for this garden is found, 
The representative of the family who is now. rendering the services 
and getting the perquisites is reported to have said that the garden. 
was on the site mow occupied by the Iron Villa (2? enyamegray’) 
in the South Street within the Fort. The vatiom and boundaries of 
the garden ss given in the Granthavari make the above location. 
probable. Anyhow the Inam garden.in question does not exist now 
and there is no record to show that any other garden was given to the 
family in exchange. (File No. 95). “ 


36. Attoor Veetu (Kodikoora Chalian). 


This family belongs to. the weaver caste. It has to.supply cotton. 
yarn ropes for hoisting the fag in connection with the Utsayam ‘and 
for tying up the idols on the Vahanams for Sribelignd Utspyam pro- 
egssions. It has also to supply. silken strings and hangings for the cow. 
toa be presented. to the deity for the Onam festival. “For these. supplies 
the family was granted over and above the fixed price for them, 16 
gardens on Sri Pandaravaga Anubhogam tenure and 28 parahs of paddy 
pert yearas:udama (pay). The Anubhava Ola ig not ayailable. ‘The 
Gxanthayari of 928 and Vilangiper acg¢qund of 999 axe available. In the 
Granthavani the cottan yarn ropes and silken strings which the igmily 
has to supply on account of the grant as well as the occasions on which 
they are to be supplied are clearly and in detail set forth. Vilangiper

This family isa fisherman family. It was granted Inam from 
Gri Pandaravaga for supplying coir yarns and ropes for drawing water 
from the temple well. For this family was granted 164 parahs of wet 
land and 6 gardens in Manathittapattu in Trivandrum Desam. <Ac- 
cording to the Granthavari of 928 uM. u, these wetlands and gardens 
stood registered in the names of the representatives of 4 branches of 
the family separately. These Granthavaries set forth in clear terms 
the supply of coir yarns and ropes they have to make. The gardens 
and wet lands covered by the grant are now comprised in 12° Survey 
Numbers of the Muttathara pakuthi. A. list giving their details is put up 
in the file. In the last Settlement patta for these holdings was granted 
in the joint names of (1) Athichan Matan, (2) Ponnan Picha (3) 
Mathandan Matan and (4) Mathandan Kaliampi of the grantee-family 
who represented the 4 branches thereof. The tenure of the 12 holdings 
is Kayathuvivuthi. Viruthi isa Service Inam tenure pure and simple. 
The wotd Aayaru (coir) simply serves +o denote the nature of the 
service. The family was not supplying coir yarns and ropes to the 
temple for the last 20 years and thus committed default in rendering 
the services.to0 which the Inams are attached. None of the pattadars 
ig alive. The descendants of the first three pattadars have left Tyi- 
vandrum. The descendants of pattadar Mathandan Kaliampi are 
alone in the locality, They are Kali Mata and her son Kutti Raman, 
The lavier is in enjoyment of the garden comprised in Survey No. 1134 
while Kali Mata is in the enjoyment of the gardens in Survey Nos, 1152 
1163 and a portion (about 15 cants) of the garden in Survey No. 1129. 
She is also in enjoyment of a portion of the wet land in Survey No. 1171 
which she has converted into garden. All the rest of the holdings are 
under alienation on otti to strangers. Most of these attis are more 
than 50 years old and in respect of certain holdings it is not known 
when they got out of the hands of the gsrantee-family. Both the wet 
lands and the gardens covered by the grant are of inferior soil being 
close to the sea beach outside the Town. The holdings may be en- 
franchised and registered on Sri Pandaravaga Pattom tenure on re- 
covery of Vilayartham, The holdings which are still in the possession 
of the grantee-family and those over which the family still retains the 
equity of redemption may be registered to the family while those in 
respect of which tke family has lost the equity of redemption may be 
registered to persons whose title over them has become indefeasible 
as against the grantee-family, (File No, 37). 
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38. Kannankaraveetua of Periyachettif . 

To the family of this servant was granted on Anubhogam tenure 
4 gardens, 22 1/2 parahs of paddy to be collected by the grantee from 
kudiyans of Sri Pandaravaga lands yearly and cooked rice and other 
perquisites from the temple for testing, weighing and valuing the nada- 
varavu articles of gold and silver and the temple ornaments. He commit- 
ted default in rendering the services and the Inams were resumed 
and registered away to otherson Sri Pandaravaga Pattom in 1006 as 
seep from the Vilangiper account of 1012...’ The family does not hold 
any Inams at present and it is not rendering the services in the temple. 
(File No, 38). 

39, Pulvai Moopan of Chekkativilagom, 


This family as alyeady noted belongs to the class of Chakala- 
nayars. Its duty was to collect cocoanuts from ryots holding Thenga- 
pattom gardens, convert them into oil and deliver the same to the 
- temple-according to demand. There were 4 wore families of the same 
class to render the same service, but the family of Pulvai Moopan of 
Chekkativilagom alone appears to have been granted Inam land pro- 
bably because that family was the chief among them. The garden 
granted to this family was Chekkativilagom. It also gets 3 madas of 
cooked rice daily. The Vilangiper account of 992 in the name of this 
farnily for the garden is availabie. But among the Vilangiper accounts 
of 1012 no such registry is traceable in the name of the family for this 
_ garden. Iidces not exist now, Its-site seems to have been some- 

‘where near the present Huzur Central Vernacular Records. buildings. 
Thengapatiom lands ceased to exist with the abolition of taxation in 
- kind at the lass Settlement’ and the service in question was also discon- 
tinued as there was noscope for the same. The services of all the 5 
families are still. made use of in the Mathilagom for pouring oil on 
torches(@)asmai S1) for processions on festival nights and for otherwise 
assisting the torch bearers. None of them holds at present any Inam 
lands for the services they render. (Iile No, 39).

There are two sorts of Kudumbaporuthi grants. (1) granted in 
Bn sideration of past services of meritorious conduct and (2) granted in 
consideration of future services agreed to be rendered. The first kind 
of grant is not regunable or recoverable by the grantor: while the 
second, intended simply as wages for future services, may be resumed 
under certain circumstances and is intended py the Legislature to be 
brought within the purview of Section 7 A, Civil Procedure Code. 


The fact that certain grantees are hereditary servants of Sri 
Padmanabhaswami Pagoda and have to perform services for which 
there are also special pergnisities allowed is no conclusive proof of 
their grants having been made for future services alone. 


JUDGMENT. 


The plaintiff, a Hindu Vellala, brought the origins! suit in the 
Munsiff's Court.for partition of the immovable property specified in 
the plaint, alleging that he followed the ordinary Hindu Law of In- 
herifance, Makkatayam, and is entitled to a share in the plaint 
property belonging to the undivided family of which he and the de- 
fomdants are members. The main defence was that the family follow- 
ed the Marumakkatayam. Law of Inherifance and that no partition 
ean be enforced, but the Munsiff over-ruled the defence and gave a 
decree substantially in faveur of the plaintiff. On appeal the Seeond 
Judge of the Trivandrum District Court. reversed this decree and 
dismissed the suit on the sole ground that the Civil Courts are incom- 
petent to take cognisance of thie suit as it related to a land held on 
Service Inam tenure, the cognizance of such suits without the previoug 
sanction of Government having been prohibited by the provisions of 
Section 7 A, of the Civil Procedure Regulation. The Judge below, 
liwwever, seems to have overlooked the explanation to Section 7 A, 
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which shows clearly that cognizance of suits relating to lands granted 
as a reward for past services was not intended to be barred, and the 
Judge seems further to have jumped to the conclusion that because the 
land js admitted to have been originally granted by the Sirkar as the 
representative of Sripadmanabhaswami teraple on Kudumbaporathi 
tenure to the family of a third party from whom the ancestors of the 
parties obtained it on Otti Kazhikanom Morigage, the land must be 
treated as a Service Inam land within the meaming of Section 7 A, 
There are two sorts of Kudumbaporathi grants (1) granted in considera- 
tion of past services or meritorious conduct, and (2) granted in .con- _ 
sideration of future services agreed to be rendered. The first kind of 
grant is not resumiable or recoverable by the grantor, but the second 
kind, intended simply as wages for future services may be resumed under 
‘certain circumstances. The latter kind of Kudumbaporuthi grant alone 
and not the first kind was intended to be brought within the purview of 
Section 7 A, is clear from the explanation attached thereto, and the 
Judge below ought to have determined whether the grant was for past 
services or future services before applying the provisions of this 
section, The Jadge below referred in his judgment to an admission 
made by the plaintiff's Vakil, but as no record of the admission was te 
be found on the record, the Judge was called upon for explanation and 
the parties were granted time for the production of evidence as to the 
nature of the Kudumbaporuthi grant. The explanation since received 
from the Lower Court and the Vakil’s statements dow sent up show 
that the Judge must have acted under a misapprehension of what the. 
Vakil said. His admission was simply that the grant was made to. 
support the dignity (Stanom) of the family, and it is quite consistent 
with this admission that the grant was for past services, The extract. 
from the Grandha Vari kept in the Sripadmanabhaswami Pageda now: 
filed as Exhibit No. 9 does not enable as to find distinctly the grant 
was for future services alone, and the fact that the grantees are here: 
ditary servants of the pagods and have to perform services for which-, 
there are also speci! perquisites allowed in the shape of an allowance 
of boiled rice &c., is no conclusive proof of this grant having been: 
made for future services alone. It seems, hawever, needless to pursue~. 
the inquiry on the point further in this case to which neither the |” 
grantor nor the grantee isa party and in which the otiginal grant itself -. 
is not produced. The parties to this suit claim under a mortgage from:\ 
tha grantee of Sripadmanabbaswami Devaswom, and the mortgagé. 
would not be valid if the grant. was one made for future services alone: 
Lands granted for future services are inalienable, and the presont-suit; 
being one for partition of the rights of the mortgagees which alone the. 
family of these parties hold on the land, the defendants who clair 
under the mortgage on the footing cf its being valid cannot at th 
same time be permitted to say that the mortgagor held on condition.o 
performing fulure services. As between ihe parties to this suit, th 
land in question may, we think, be properly held. to be of the deseti 
tien.covered: by the explanation to Section 7.A,.and the eognizance 
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thig suit must, therefore. be held net barred. The Zilla Judge's 
decision on tha preliminary point will be reversed and the case re- 
manded to the Zilla Court for decision of the appeal on the merits, the 
Munaiff having decided the suit on the merits. The costs of this 
appeal will be provided for in the revised decree.

Thera is ne reason shown for adjudging a rate lower than this HExhi.- 
bit'4.4 mortgage of 1083 works out a rate of 82 fanams per cent while 
Exhibit §. of 1085 supports a rate of 704 fanams.

Mr. V. Atchutha Menon, For the Respondents 1 and 2, 
NARAYANA PILLAI, J :-— 

The suit out of which ‘this special appeal arises was for the re- 
demption of a mortgage and Purakkadom. The properties in suit belong 
to the Attara Tarwad in Trivandrum and ave of the Kudumbaporuthi 
tenure. On 8-4-1077 they were mortgaged by the Atiava Tarwad in 
favour of one Velayudhan Pillai, an ancestor of defendants 1 to 9. This 
mortgage is admitted by the defence. Defendants 10 ‘to 24 are in 
subordinate possession of the properties under defendents 1 to 9. Ac- 
cording to-the plaintiff, a Purakkadom deed, dated 17-2-1085 was also 
executed.to the mortgagee. This isdenied by the defence. On 28-1- 
1087, Kumaran Padmanabhan, Karanavan of the Attara Tarwad execut- 
ed a superior morigage in favour of the plaintiff directing the redemption 
of. the plaint properties. The defendants 1 and 4 opposed the suit on 
various grounds. The 24th defendant, a minor, is a sub-mortgagee in 
regard to $ of item 1. His guardian has na objection to redemption on 
payment of the amounts due to his ward. 

Of the many contentions raised by defendants 1 and 4, those that 
eoncern us in this special appeal axe their pleas in regard to the 
maintainability of the suit. According to the plaintiff, the Kudumba- 
poruthi grant in question was on account of past services. The defend- 
ants 1 and 4 deny thatallegation and contend. that it was for future 
services. Therefore, they say the suit is not maintainable without 
Government sanction ou the strength of Section 7 A of the old Civil 


Procedure Code, 
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Issues 1 and 2 framed in the ease deal with these plers in bar of 
the suit. They were concurrently found against the plaintiff by the 
courts below and the suit was dismissed. The original plaintiff died in 
the meznwhile. One of his legal representatives has preferred this 
special appeal. . 

Btymologically Kudumbaporuthi means the provision for the 
support of the family, Such agrant may be for past services, or future 
services or for both. Huzur Ordex No. 595 of 14-10-1014 published on 
page 470 of Land Revenue Manual Vol. V, shows that alienations of 
Kudumbaperuthi lands on receipt of consideration were recognised by 
Government and the lands thus alienated were registered in the name 
of the alienee after subjecting the same to what is known as Otti 
Vilakkom process. The registry of such lands in the hands of au alienee 
raises the presumption that the grant in that instance was for past 
services. In 1067 a aumber of buildings within the Fort at Trivandrum 
were burnt down by accidental fires or widespread incendiarism and 
on steps being taken at re-building on alarge scale on Kudumbaporuthi 
lands whieh abound in and about the Fort, Government with an 
awakened interest in such lands stepped in with the Notification 
No. 8556, dated 17-5-1067. (L.R. M. Vol. V. page 1015) to forewarn 
people of their nonliability to pay for the costly buildings propased to 
be put up and to reassert the non-transferability of- Kudumbaporuthi 
holdings generally. ‘his Government Notification does not apply to 
Kudambaporuthi lands of every description in as much as it is ex- 
plicitly limited to lands granted for services to be performed. The 
rulings of this court in Padmanabhan v. Narayanan (1) and Krishnan v. 
Krishnan (2) distinctly recognise two varities of Kudambaporuthi grants 
ii) those granted for meritorious past services and dignity and (ii) those 
granted for future services. 

The bar in regard to the cognisance of a suit when it relates to 
service Inam, does nob apply where the Inam was. granted for past 
services. That is what Section. 7 A of the old Code says, now re- 
enacted as Section 8 in the new Code. The defence plea being in 
ouster of the jurisdiction of the court, the burden to make it out is on 
the defence. To quote from Padmanabhan 2. Sirker (8) “The Civil 
Courts shal! take coguiance of all suits of a civil nature, with the 
exception ;of suits which their cognisance is barred by the laws or 
eustoms of Travancore. It is obvious that when any question like the 
present avises itis for the defendant to show that the courts have no 
Jurisdiction and not for the plaintiff to show that they have.” Again it 
is said in Subramonia Pillai v. the Dewan of Travancore (4) that 
“ when a defendant contends that the plaintiff's right of action is taken 
away by a statutory enactment the burden is upon kim to show that 
the Act beyond all doubt has taken away such right”. Reference ma 
also be made to Ram Narain Singh v. Lachmi Narain Deo (3) where the 
; Mery 
learned Judges observe “It is an-elementary principle of law that ever 
presumption shall be made in favour of the jurisdiction of a Civil Court 
and that it shall not be taken away except by express: words or by 
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necessury implication.” Such being the initial difficulty in the path of 
the defendants, we have to see whether they have surmounted it. 


The original grant has not been produced in the case. Presum- 
ably it onght to be with the defendants since they are the prior 
mortgagees and the plaintiffis only a subsequent movigagee. None of 
the defendants have gone into the witness box to explain the non- 
production of the original grant, The defendants have notso much as 
indicated the future services for which the grant was made. Beyond 
indulging in repetitive reference to future services, the courts below 
have not cared to enquire whatsuch services are. The Grant in 
question was made by the Sripadmanabhaswamy. Devaswom at 
Trivandrum and is not iater than 928 M. BH. Exhibit A is the copy of 
the Devaswom avcount, dated Kanni 928, of the fields, gardens and 
iumps of cooked rice granted to Attava Tarwad as Kudumbaporuthi. 
The grant is to hold good from generation to generatiou till the moon and 
aun last. The said account makes no mention of any service to'be ren- 
dered by the grantee. On the other hand, the grantee is directed to pay 
an Annbhoga Michavarom for offerings at Kunpanda Matom attached 
tothe temple. ‘This if anything disproves the story of services to be 
performed by the grantee. There is a foot-note to Exhibit A to which 
I shall reveré later on. Exhibit Bis the copy of another account of a 
Kudumbaporuthi grant to a different family, also of the year 928. As 
contya-distvignuished from Exhibit A, Exhibit B makes mention of the 
services to be rendered by the grantee thereunder, such as the sweep- 
ing of the aisles round the temple, the altar stones and othar places. 
Exhibit C is the copy of the Settlement Register for Kulathoor Paku- 
thy, where the Attara Tarwad, and other families held Kudumbaporu- 
thi lands. As againsithe properties held by the Attava Tarwad, no 
service is noted in the Settlement "Register, while as against the pro- 
perties held by others the. service to be rendered is entered. All this 
goes a great way to support. the case of the plaintiff. 


At the appellate stage two documents were produced by the 
plaintiff and admitted as Exhibits D and E by the learned Judge. The 
learned Appellate Judge, strange to say, has not so much as referred to 
these documents, Of these Exhibit D is the copy of a registered 
receipt of the year 105], granted by a lady of the Attara Tarwad on 
behalf of her Tarwad for the compensation money paid to her by the 
Sirkar for strips of Kudumbaporuthi land acquired for public pur- 
poses. Itis noteworthy that the compensation included the ground 
value of the plot acquired as well as the value ‘of improvements on it, 
Exhibit Eis » similar receipt granted by anuther in the same year for 
plots of Pandarapattom land acquired’ for the selisame public work. 
Judged in the light of the items in respect of which compensation was 
paid, there is nothing to distinguish the Kudumbaporathi lands held by 
the Attara Tarwad from the ordinary Pandarapatiom lands. Why was 
any ground value paid to the lady if she had mo interest in the land it- 
self but was only enjoying the same for the services to be rendered ? 
The learned Judge had no answer to it, if he was conscious cf the do- 
eument on records. 
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Up to this point I was dealing with the evidence on the plaintiff's 
side. Let mo now turn to the evidence on the side of the defendants, 
who as I said bear the burden. ‘hey rely on Exhibits 1 and 11 anda 
foot note found in Exhibit A. Tixhibits 1 and 11 ave copies of the 
judgments in two suits of the year 1082 in the local Munsift’s Court. 
In both these, the plaintiffs were some junior members of the Attara 
Tarwad and the suits related to Kudumbapourthi iands. In Exhibits 1 
the suit was to set aside an alienation by their Karnavan and in Exhibit 
Al they sued to set aside an attachment in execution of a decree 
obtained against the selfsame Karnavan. The learned Munsiff who 
desided those cases did rot hold that Government sanction was indi- 
spensable for entertaining those suits. The junior members, all the same, 
produced an order sanctioning the institution of the suits, They did so 
probably by way of abundant caution fo be on the safe side with flighty 
judicial officers, or by way of foresight to avoid waste and worry in the 
shape of avoidable appeals. Anyhow it was not the Karnavan who did 
so, and the acts of junior members cannot be construed as reflecting the 
ideas of the Tarwad as a whole: 

The defendants regard the foot-note in Exhibit A also as bringing 
the grist to their mill, In the year 1089, a plot of Kudumbaporuthi 
land measuring 7 cents and odd included in Exhibit A was assumed by 
the Sirkar for the purposes of the Women and Children Hospital at 
Thycand. Compensation was paid in money, but 9 cents of Pandara- 
pattom land purchased from Attara Tarwad itself by the Sirkar, was 
converted into Kudumbaporuthi tenure and made over to the Attara 
Tarwad for the performance of services in the Padmanabhaswamy 
Temple. ‘This ia fhe purport of the aforesaid foot-note made in pursu- 
ance of letter No, 4289, dated 9-12-1098. This according to the Judge 
conclusively proves that the grant in question Was in consideration of 
future services. Ido not think so, In the first place, the price of the 
7 cents and odd of land adquived was paid in cash ag is clear from 
“mom Sa Wocila ahog gD my tavleag,” aganele’ ogcorring in the 
footnote. The Atiara Tarwad was entitled to no further compens- 
ation, But the Sirkar for reasons beat known to ther thought it 
necessary to make an additional grant iuthe shapc of land and in 
return for such grant stipulated the performance of services in the © 
temple. - It is afresh grant for services. It is on a different footing 
front thé grant of 928, recited in Exhibit A. The consideration for the 
grant of 9/8,-was the payment of Anubhoga Michavarom, while: the 
grant of 1U¢8 is in consideration of the performance of services. It 
-gannot be denied that as regards the 9 cents made over in 1098 the 
‘performance of services has been impressed on it in lien of Michavarom. 
But the present suit is not in regard to thesaid 9 cents. It isa econ- 
fusion of thought fo regard the impress of services stamped on the 9 
cents as-extended to the grant of the year 928, 

Such being the case, the defendants have not established. the con- 
éention set up by them, In this view of the matter it is nob necessary 
to consider the argument of estoppel on behalf of the special appellant 
based. on 16 ‘T. L. R. 31 or the counter-argument that.an estoppel is of, 
no avail as against a statutory provision. ; 
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Tho issues considered above have teen wrongly decided by the 
courts below and the decres following on those findings is unsustain- 
able. The decrees of the courts below are therefore set aside and the 
suit is remanded under Order 40, r 22 to the Munsiff for disposal in 
due course of law. The court fee paid on the memorandum of special 
appeal will be refunded to the special appellant. The rest of his costs 
in special appeal will be paid to him ‘by |the respondents. Other costs 
will abide the result. 

Tn the result the special appeal is allowed as said above.
